T AFAYETTE'S football prospects for the 
coming season have brightened consid- 
erably since the beginning of the term. At 
first matters looked serious. With only two 
men of last year's team back, it was evident 
that an entirely new team must be developed, 
and some doubt arose as to whether sufficient 
material would be forthcoming. A few days 
have shown these fears to be groundless. We 
have now a goodly number of men out prac- 
ticing each night — men who make up in spirit 
and nerve what they lack in avoirdupois.

All are playing with 
a snap and vigor that promises to place a 
winning team in the field. 

The eleven will undoubtedly be light in 
weight, but good team work can counteract, to 
a large extent, this disadvantage. A good 
football team is not an aggregation of individ- 
ual players, each pursuing his own individual 
line of action, but a great machine composed 
of eleven distinct parts all working together 
with perfect harmony and unity. It is team 
work that counts. And team work will be 
Lafayette's strong point this year. 

The men back of the line are exceptionally 
quick, strong, and active, and have all had 
more or less experience on other teams. With 



the aid of vigorous, concerted action on the 
part of the line men, they will be able to ad- 
vance the ball ; without this assistance, they 
can do nothing. 

Pennsylvania found herself, at the opening 
of last year's season, in a position very similar 
to our own, yet she succeeded by means of 
strong team work in developing a powerful 
eleven. There is no reason why we should 
not have the same success. The material is 
here, the candidates are doing their utmost, 
and the college spirit is being aroused. With 
Best as captain, and '' Dink ** Davis giving his 
services as coach, we have all the reason in the 
world to expect a good showing from the team 
they are developing. 

Every man in College owes it to the team 
and to the College to do everything in his 
power to help along the team, not only finan- 
cially, but by getting out to practices and 
cheering on the men. The feeling that they 
have a strong support behind them makes a 
team play with increased dash and vigor. Let 
there be no doubt of their having a hearty sup- 
port this fall Let there be a revival of the old 
time Lafayette spirit, and we may rest assured 
of a successful season.

TT is not always emphasized, or perhaps even

npHE ratification of the treaty of peace be- 
tween the Spanish Government and our 
own will doubtless result in our acquisition of 
much valuable territory — territory that will be 
capable of great internal development. The 
vast resources of Porto Rico, Cuba and the 
Philipines will affect our commerce to a very 
important extent. 

The development of this latent wealth and 
the introduction of civilizing influences and 
industrial enterprises into this territory will 
cause a demand for engineers from our tech- 
nical schools, and the technical education 
afforded by our colleges and universities should 
be adapted to the situation by the introduction 
of Spanish into their curriculums. 

'J* HE problem of colonial development should 
be met by our own College in such a man- 
ner. The Spanish language should not only be 
an elective in the technical courses of the Pardee 
Scientific School, but should be made a require- 
ment. We submit this suggestion, believing 
that both the faculty and students will agree 
that the efficiency of our engineering graduates 
should not be impaired by the lack of knowl- 
edge of a language that will have so important 
a bearing on their future prospects. 



AN ALUMNUS HONORED. 

TOURING the late unpleasantness with 
Spain, Lafayette alumni, as well as 
graduates from other institutions of learning, 
have been winning merited recognition of their 
services. Knowing that the undergraduates 
are keenly interested in all honors confened 
upon those who have passed through these 
classic halls, we take pleasure in making spec- 
ial note of a brief editorial which appeared in a 
recent issue of the Philadelphia Press^ where 
credit is given a Lafayette man. 

" It will give much satisfaction to Pennsylvanians 
to learn that Captain March, who distinguished him- 
self at the head of the Astor Battery at Manila, is a son 
of the Keystone State. Taking a blockhouse full of 
armed men at the point of pistols may not be regula- 
tion warfare, according to Spanish ideas, but it is char- 
acteristic of American valor, and as a brilliant achieve- 
ment will be applauded the world over." 

The Captain March referred to is Captain 
Pay ton Conway March, of the Class of '84, a 
son of Dr. March and a brother of Prof F. A. 
March, Jr. After graduating at Lafayette, he 
entered the United States Military Academy 
at West Point, where he was graduated in '88. 
For several years he was I^ieutenant in the 
Fourth Artillery, U. S. A., then stationed 
at Washington Barracks, Washington, D. C. 
When Colonel John Jacob Astor proposed form- 
ing his now famous Astor Battery, Lieutenant 
March was made Captain of the new command. 
Since the engagement at Manila, Captain March 
has been promoted by President McKinley to 
the rank of Brevet Major as a reward for per- 
sonal bravery in the capture of that city. 

The Astor Battery, it will be remembered, 
is composed largely of college graduates, Yale, 
Harvard and Columbia having contributed the 
majority. In addition to Captain March, 
Lafayette is represented also by Private George 
E. Bentel, of the Class of '97, whom many now in 
College will remember. Private Bentel partici- 
pated in the &mous charge upon the block- 
house, receiving a slight wound during the 
action. 
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NAMED FOR GENERAL WKOFF. 

^^TO one higher in military rank has fallen in 

the recent war than the late Brigadier- 
General Charles A. Wikoff, who went to Cuba 
as Colonel of the Twenty-Second Regiment, 
United States Infantry. General Wikoff was 
bom in Easton and graduated from Lafayette. 
Soon after he entered the regular army. He 
was severely wounded in the battle of Shiloh. 
He remained in the service after the close of 
the war and was assigned to the frontier. He 
was killed at the head of his brigade, on July i, 
at Santiago. 

Adjutant-General Corbin has recently an- 
nounced that hereafter, in honor of the dead 
General, the camp at Montauk Point will be 
known as Camp Wikoff.

The deck of the 
steamer was filled with a representative crowd 
of all-round collegians from every section of 
the country. The half-back on his * * varsity ' ' 
eleven stood in earnest conversation with the 
tackle from a rival college. Glee Club men 
were there in force, and the literary represen- 
tatives of the colleges were plainly in evidence. 
No religious cranks, no supernatural beings, 
but true men, to whom the Christian religion 
means both aspiration and inspiration — the 
men who mould college thought and establish 
college traditions. 

Prom the mast of the steamer sti^eamed the 
national emblem, and the banner floating upon 
the evening breeze, upon the Sound, stirred the 
hearts of the college boys, and the air was filled 
with the inspiring strains of our national hymn, 
led by the boys from Lafayette. For two 
honrs the spirit of song prevailed, and one 
could almost imagine himself gathered with 
the boys on the steps of Martien Hall. The 
boys in Red and Blue amicably joined the 
wearers of the Maroon and White as song after 
song carried one back to his alma mater. In 



the early morn our steamer entered the harbor 
of New London, Conn. 

After a half day's journey by rail through the 
New England hills we arrived at Northfieid, 
the home of the great Moody, or as some one 
has called it, *'a little bit of heaven on earth." 

The conference proper opened on Friday even- 
ing with a masterly sermon by Dr. Schofiels 
on the *' Eagle Flights in Life," or Coming 
into the Vast Things of God. The second 
prominent speaker in the platform meetings 
was Dr. Pierson, whose intellectual treatment 
of themes has a charm possessed by few of the 
popular preachers of today. Dr. Torrey, of 
Chicago, came from the camps in the south to 
tell the students of the religious effort exerted 
by the Y. M. C. A. among the soldiers. 

The most spiritual speaker at Northfieid was 
Robert E. Speer, that wonderful man among 
men, who is more in demand today than any 
man of his age in the world. His intense per- 
sonality, strengthened by marked intellectual 
presentation, won the hearts of all who heard 
him. The same spirit that marked him on the 
gridiron of Princeton characterizes his religious 
work. He is the t3rpical college man in the 
world. 

But we must not forget the vitalizing im- 
pulse, the life spring of Northfieid spirituality, 
D. L. Moody. Powerful through neither phys- 
ical prowess nor college training, but through 
absolute surrender to God's will in his life 
plans. Men weep and laugh alternately as 
they hear him speak. Like a monarch, he 
sways their minds and hearts, and is powerful 
because his life is consistent with his teach- 
ings. If Moody were the only speaker it would 
be a treat to visit Northfieid. 

We have given a glimpse of the religious 
aspect of Northfieid ; let us recall the hours of 
recreation. The afternoons were wholly de- 
voted to this purpose. Every student who has 
visited Northfieid remembers especially the 
Fourth of July celebration. The recent cele- 
bration was held in the evening and was one 
never to be forgotten. The auditorium was 
decorated with the colors of the various col- 
leges mingled with the stars and stripes. The 
colleges marched in, singing their alma mater 
songs. Speer, wearing a Princeton sweater, 
led his collegians, who carried a huge tiger 
and sang vigorously the strains of '*01d 
Nassau." ''Fair Harvard" and "Here's to 
Good Old Yale" were loudly applauded. But 
the most inspiring song was that matchless 
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melody, **Rah! Rah! Pennsylvania." The 
meeting was presided over by Charlie Young, 
of Cornell. The most striking exercise of the 
celebration was the singing of **God Save the 
Queen** by the Canadian delegates, followed 
by the Americans rising and singing, * ' So Say 
We All of Us.* * The Ohio delegates unfurled 
a portrait of McKinley, which again brought 
the audience to its feet. Lafayette received a 
generous ovation from their Pennsylvania 
rivals, and Charlie Young, of Cornell, is still 
guessing how the * * big five ' * were walloped. A 
bon-fire and war dance followed the celebration. 

One afternoon was devoted to field sports, in 
which Pennsylvania won the greatest number 
of points. Among the athletes competing were 
Garrett, McCracken, Gardiner, Remington, 
Young, Smith and Kinsey. 

Let us now turn to the closing day at North- 
field. Moody in his carriage said some help- 
ful words as the boys waited for the train which 
was to carry them away from the green New 
England hills and the fertile banks of the Con- 
necticut. The Pennsylvania delegation sang 
**My Own Mountain Home, Pennsylvania,** 
while the train came in sight. After five hours* 
delightful travel we again boarded our steamer. 
The return trip was but a repetition of the 
first. Men hungry for souls pleaded with 
sailors and passengers. Hearts bom anew 
joined in gladsome song with those who had 
sought power and had received it. The dawn 
wakes us in the national metropoHs. New but 
precious friendships are broken, and the world 
awaits college men with new-bom power. The 
hills of New Hampshire will stand as rugged 
as before, the beautiful Connecticut will Sow 
as smoothly, but men changed into living pow- 
ers return to their colleges to tell and live the 
essentials of Christian manhood among college 
men.

flUny Improvements Being: histittAed In Its 

Rebuilding:. 
' I 'HE blackened ruins of our handsome 
structure, Pardee Hall, no longer darken 
our campus with their intensely dramatic, yet 
lamentable history. Again like the Phoenix, 
a new edifice has arisen from the ashes of the 
old, and it is with great pleasure that The 
Lapavbttb presents to its readers this descrip- 
tion of our reconstructed building of science. 

As one approaches the structure from the 
city, there is no apparent change, for in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the Pardee family, 
the exterior was not altered. The interior, 
however, has been greatly improved, both as 
to appearance and focilities for work. 



lecture room. The lecture room will also con- 
tain a smaller tank for experimental purposes, 
and both of these tanks can be closed at the 
top and the loo ft. head of the city mains used 
in connection with them. A large pipe will 
run around the laboratory near the ceiling, 
which will supply the water for testing hose 
nozzles, valves, fire hydrants, a Ventim me te 



Entering the western wing, upon the left we 
find a drawing room for the use of the civil 
engineers, while on the right is found the 
lecture room in hydraulics. A stairway leads 
from this room into the hydraulic laboratory, 
directly underneath. By this arrangement, 
experiments can he conducted there before 
the class. From the lecture room a 50 ft. 
standpipe will extend to the top of the building. 
To- this standpipe will be attached two over- 
flow pipes so that constant heads of 40 ft. and 
38 ft. can also be obtained. In the laboratory 
extending up to the ceiling of the lecture room 
will be placed a tank, 18 ft. high. This tank 
will be arranged so that various shaped and 
sized orifices can be connected with it, both at 
the level of the laboratory, and at that of the 
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and other water meters, a Backus water motor, 
a turbine, etc. The waste water from this 
apparatus will either be measured in small 
tanks placed in the laboratory, or if too volu- 
minous, will be conducted to a large measuring 
tank placed under the hall. This tank will be 
about 30x15 ft. in area and 7 fl. deep. It will 
be divided into compartments for facility in 
measuring the water, and will be arranged at 
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one end for conducting weir experiments. 
The water from, this tank will be conducted 
about 230 ft. to a cistern under the other end 
of the building, through four parallel lines of 
sewer pipes, 4 in., 6 in., 8 in. and 12 in. in 
diameter. At the middle of these pipe lines, they 
will pass through a pit where instruments can 
be placed for the measurement of the flow of 
water and the leakage at the joints. Lengths 
of the pipes can also be removed here and other 
pipe inserted for expermental purposes. This 
pipe was the gift of the Great Western Fire 
Clay Co. The water supply for the apparatus 
will be pumped from the cistern by a steam 
pump placed in the basement. Mr. Polwell, 
our hydraulic engineer, has expended a great 
deal of care and thought in the arrangement of 
this system, and as a result it will be extremely 
complete in every detail and will add greatly 
to the value of our engineering courses. 

THB CIVIL ENGINEERING LABORATORY. 

The civil engineering laboratory extends 
from the basement to the second floor of the 
west lateral wing — ^a gallery extending around it 
at the level of the first floor. The machinery can 
thus be set on a solid cement foundation. In 
addition to the 60,000 lb. Riehl^ hydraulic, 
and the 100,000 lb. Riehl6 vertical screw test- 
ing machines, the spring tester, and smaller 
apparatus which survived the fire, a great deal 
of new machinery will probably be put in, 
although its exact nature has not yet been 
fully determined upon. The testing machines 
and other apparatus of the cement laboratory 
were not injured, and a complete cement labora- 
tory will be equipped. The machine shop will 
also be placed in the basement. All of the old 
machinery, and probably some additional, will 
be installed. The power for the shop and 
laboratories will be supplied by electric motors. 
As the visitor leaves the department of civil 
engineering and enters the main transverse 
corridor, he notes several changes. The double 
staircase at the southern entrance has been 
removed and a main staircase erected at the 
northern entrance. The southeast corner con- 



tains the reading room for the mining engi- 
neers, and on the opposite side of the corridor 
is the private oflBce of Prof. J. Madison Porter. 
The rest of the corridor will be changed into a 
vestibule for exhibition cases and the display 
of instruments. Ascending the staircase, we 
enter the auditorium. 

THE AUDITORIUM. 

This entrance is from the rear — a very im- 
portant and desirable change. The rostrum, 
as before, is at the southern end, and directly 
behind the desk a handsome memorial stained 
glass window will be placed, to be known as 
the Pardee-Cattell memorial. The gallery 
will be reshaped and the seats will be arranged 
in semi-circular form. The auditorium will be 
furnished and finished in antique oak. 

Reentering the west lateral wing, the bio- 
logical laboratory has been moved temporarily 
into South College, and the space formerly 
occupied by it has been divided into a large 
drawing room, an instructor's office, and a blue 
print room. 

THE PRESIDENT'S APARTMENTS. 

The President's office will be situated as 
before, and the Ward Library will be tempora- 
rily placed in a room adjoining the President's 
office, but upon the completion of the Van 
Wickle Memorial Library, will be transferred 
to that building. The President's class room 
has been transferred from the third to the second 
floor, to the room formerly occupied by Prof. 
Bloombergh. The chairs have been placed in 
rising tiers, with a total seating capacity of 
about 150. This room will at times be used 
for lectures instead of the auditorium. 

The west lateral wing, third floor, will be 
devoted to the department of Modem Lan- 
guages and Ethics. In addition to the large 
recitation room, there will be two private 
offices for Profs. Bloombergh and Ferrier. The 
rest of this floor will be occupied by Washing- 
ton Hall. 

THE MINING ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT.

TRACK MEET. 

A RRANGEMENTS are being pushed for- 
ward for holding an inter-class track 
meet sometime in the neighborhood of Foun- 
ders' Day, October 26. This plan has been 
approved by those interested in the develop- 
ment of track athletics as the best method of 
bringing out the material that is now in Col- 
lege. Having an inter-class meet in the fall 
will stimulate interest in track athletics, and 
will render the men more anxious to compete 
in the dual meet next spring. Consequently 
they will exercise during the winter term with 
a view to developing their ability. Then in 
the spring we will be able to put out a strong, 
well-trained team to represent us in this im- 
portant branch of athletics. 

The fall meet will consist of the usual events 
— loo-yardsdash, 220-yardsdash, quarter mile, 
half mile, and mile runs, jumping and vault- 
ing. A special feature, which will add inter- 
est, will be the inter-class relay races, in which 
relay teams representing the four classes will 
compete. Points will be counted according to 
the rules followed in the Lafayette-Lehigh 
meet — first place, five points; second place, 
two; and third place, one. Of course, the 
class winning the greatest number of points 
will be declared victorious. 

In addition to this there are to be several 
prizes, which will be given to the individual 
men making the greatest number of points. 
These medals are neat and tasteful in design, 
well worth competing for. 

Those track men who are now playing foot- 
ball will receive suflScient preliminary training 
in their regular football practice, but those who 
do not play football will be given the opportu- 
nity to train upon the track. A squad will 
probably be started in a short time by Captain 
Rutter. It is earnestly hoped that all new 

men who have any ability whatever will make 
themselves known and enter the meet. The 
classes should also select their respective relay 
teams as soon as possible. Those desiring to 
enter will hand their names to Captain Rutter 
or Manager Fuller.

THE BIOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 

npHE Biological department will not return 
to its old quarters in Pardee Hall on the 
completion of that building, but will remain in 
its present locality in South College, until the 
completion of the proposed new chemical labor- 
atory, when it will be permanently established 
in Jenks Hall. 

The department has received a great deal of 
new apparatus and many additions to its col- 
lections this fall, and Prof. Davison is devoting 
himself with his characteristic energy to the 
continual improvement of its courses. 

The Princeton Club, of Philadelphia, has 
presented to the gunboat * * Princeton " a punch 
bowl and ladle and a set of Princeton mugs in- 
scribed with the name of each officer of the 
'•Princeton." 

Last spring, at the entrance examinations at 
Yale, there were 11 19 applicants. 
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situated as before, and will be ready I 
pancy in a very few days. The arrai 
of these rooms has been somewhat cha 
that the floor space can be used to 
greater advantage than before. Mi 
provements have also been made in tL 
tare and general appointments. As c 
a mine library has been collected as 
found in any eastern college. Prof, 
Hall has devoted especial attention 
to this work, and the library being 
carefully indexed will be extensively 
used in the regular work of the 
course. A complete set of mine sur- 
veying instruments, a photographic 
outfit, and other apparatus has been 
purchased in addition to the appar- 
atus saved from the fire, and dona- 
tions of books, minerals, models, 
drawings and machinery have al- 
ready been received. 

The balance of the fourth floor 
will be devoted to the department 
of geology. 

THE GEOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 

A special mineralogical laboratory 
will be an important feature of this 
department and a dark room in 
which will be placed goneometers 
for experimental purposes. In addi- 
tion to the valuable collections saved 
through the valiant efforts of the 
students on the morning of the fire, 
Professor Peck has secured a vast 
amount of new material for this 
department. 

A great many valuable instnimeni 
been received from Germany, including 
projector for exhibiting to a whole c 
optical properties of sections of mineral 
department will be thoroughly equipp 
microscopes, Nicol's prisms, goneometf 
and the individual laboratory work of 
dents will be made a feature of its worl 
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the department. This machine has been espe- 
cially designed so that it may be experimented 
with and tested under all conditions. The 
Diamond Electric Co. has presented the depart- 
ment with samples of its transformers and 
alternate cnrrcnt wattmeters, and the alter- 
nate current from the Edison station will be 
taken into the laboratory in the near future, so 
that the facilities for alternate current works 



will be greatly improved. A number of new 
recording instruments, such as ammeters, volt- 
meters, wattmeters, etc., have also been pur- 



It is probable that the department will soon 
come into possession of another dynamo, which 
will be transformed into a polyphase machine 
for experimental work. 



THE LITBKARV HALLS. 
The literary societies will reoccupy their old 
quarters. Washington Hall was completely 
burned out, but was fully insured, so that it 
is in perfect condition to refit its apartments 
immediately. The contract has already been 
given to a prominent Philadelphia decorating 
house to decorate and furnish the rooms. The 
designs for the decorations and the furniture 
complete were especially made for 
^ the Hall by the establishment's ar- 

tist, and the rooms will be more 
tastefully decorated and more hand- 
somely and appropriately fitted out 
than ever before. The library will 
be provided with the latest and best 
standard works of reference and gen- 
eral literature, the selection of which 
will be given especial care and atten- 
tion. 

Although Franklin Hall was not 
reached by the Sames, the furniture 
was damaged by its hasty removal, 
and the decorations were ruined by 
water. The insurance amply cov- 
ered the damage, and we understand 
that the contract for the refitting of 
the Hall will soon be given out. 
Here, too, the work will be of the 
highest excellence, and the members 
of the Hall will find many improve- 
ments to excite their admiration and 
approval when they return to their 
old quarters. 

The whole work of rebuilding has 
been conducted with the greatest 
care and in the best possible man- 
ner. The rooms have been rearranged and 
the departments have been shifted around as 
experience has suggested, and at every step 
the teachings of the past have been profited by 
to improve the facilities of the building. 

The electric light has been put into all the 
rooms, new and old, where it had not extended 
before, and a new steam heating plant will be 
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installed. Careful attention has also been paid 
to the ventilation. Fireproof walls have been 
erected between the different sections of the 
building and fireproof doors have been placed 
in all the openings through them. 

In fact, everything has been done in accord- 
ance with the best modem practice, and every 
effort has been made to have the building as 
nearly perfect as possible. 

A PULFILI^D PROPHECY. 

As one views the new Pardee Hall, the words 
of our President in that memorable address on 
the Sabbath following our day of disaster, now 
seem a part of fulfilled prophecy : ** Look for- 
ward to the new and beautiful fatdlding which 
next year's close will see complete on yonder 
site."

**As you so nobly did yesterday morning, 
•Lend a hand.' " Let this be the motto of our 
student body and our alumni.' 

Pardee Hall, though vastly improved as to 
facilities for work, has lost many treasures 
never to be recovered. As we graduate and 
go out into active spheres of influence, let a 
portion of our power be devoted to the inter- 
ests of our alma mater. Twice has fire endeav- 
ored to rob us of our handsome memorial, and 
the lesson we have learned is that which the 
founder of the department knew so well : * * Lend 

a hand."

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CHANGES IN THE FOOTBALL RULES. 

HE following are the most important of 

the changes in the football rules, that 

ere adopted by the intercollegiate football 

mmtttee, representing the more important 

stem colleges and universities, at their final 

ineetiug this summer : 

A touchdown will count five points, a safety 

two points, and a goal from the field five 

points. A goal from the touchdown counts 

one point. 
I 

In kicking the goal from touchdown, if the 

ball after being kicked strikes an opponent and 

then goes over the cross bar, it still counts as 

a goal. 

If a team has taken the ball within its oppo- 
nents' 25-yard line and on the first down tries 
for a field goal and misses, the line*up and 
kick-out must hereafter be on the io*yard line 
instead of the 25-yard line. 

A team while on the defensive that commits 
fouls so near the goal line that they are pun- 
ishable only by halving the distance to the 
line, the object being, in the opinion of the 
referee, to delay the game, shall be regarded 
as refusing to allow the game to proceed. After 
one warning for such tactics the referee, on a 
repetition of the offense, can declare the game 
forfeited. 

The ball must be declared in play, if after 
the centre rush has taken his position, he vol- 
untarily moves the ball as if to snap it, whether 
he withholds it altogether or momentarily. 

Interference with the snapback or unneces- 
«»ary delay causes a loss of five yards or loss of 
the ball. 

Piling up on a player means a loss of 15 
yards to the offending side. 

Charging before the ball is put in play is 
penalized by a loss of five yards. 

A team refusing to play after two minutes, 
forfeits the game.

Lafayette vi. ViUa Nova. 
SCORE, 16-0. 

T AFAYETTE'S football season was opened 
auspiciously on Saturday last, when the 
Maroon and White defeated Villa Nova by the 
score of 16-0. This game was naturally awaited 
with a great deal of interest, as it was expected 
to furnish a criterion by which the strength of 
the eleven could be determined. The team was 
an entirely new one, only Captain Best and ' 
full-back Bray having played with the regular 
team last year. This fact had caused consid- 
erable anxiety in college circles, fears being 
expressed that the men would be unable to 
play well together. Saturday's game how- 
ever, dispelled all such fear. It showed clearly 
that Lafayette possesses a strong team, a team 
capable of putting up a magnificent game as 
soon as it overcomes the two faults of fumbling 
and slowness in play. The fumbling was prob- 
ably due, in a large measure, to the excitement 
that always attends the first game of the sea- 
son, while lack of snap can scarcely be criti- 
cised on a day as warm as Saturday turned out 
to be. The men showed up well, their fine 
tackling calling forth cheers from the grand 
stand. In defensive play they frequently 
dropped the opponent carrying the ball for a 
loss of five or ten yards. Only once or twice 
did Villa Nova gain the necessary five yards 
in four downs. On the other hand Lafayette's 
offensive play was strong and aggressive. The 
backs hit the line hard, and even when tackled 
were dragged on for several yards gain. Large 
openings were made by the line men time after 
time. Had it not been for fumbling the score 



would have been doubled easily. Only twenty- 
minute halves were played, owing to the heat. 

In the first half Bray opened by kicking off 
for forty-five yards, Villa Nova returning 
twenty yards. The visitors* guards back for- 
mation was unable to penetrate our line for 
the necessary five yards, and they were com- 
pelled to punt. Bray caught the ball, and by 
some clever dodging carried it back to the 
thirty yard line. Weaver then plunged through 
the line for ten yards gain. Bray made ten more 
through the center, and Weidenmayer gained 
five yards. The ball was now only five yards 
from Villa Nova's goal. By a quick succes- 
sion of turtle back plays Bray was pushed over 
for the first touchdown six minutes after play 
started. Carter missed goal. Score, Lafay- 
ette 5, Villa Nova o. 

Villa Nova kicks off, Carter bringing the 
ball back to the twenty-five yard line, whence 
Bray punts into the visitors' territory. Beau- 
tiful tackles by Pierce and Bacon force Villa 
Nova to kick. At this point of the game fum- 
bles by Carter and Bray, and a bad pass by 
Rosenberger, result in forcing Lafayette back 
to her twenty yard line. Bray makes a splen- 
did punt, sending the ball far down the field, 
where Bacon nails the Villa Nova back as soon 
as he catches it. Unable to gain through our 
line the visitors again punt. Lafayette then 
advanced the ball rapidly, Weidenmayer, Bray 
and Chalmers gaining respectively eight, fifteen 
and twelve yards. Time was called with the 
ball in Villa Nova's territory. 

In the second half Bray returns the kick-off 
to the thirty yard line. Chalmers advances 
the ball twelve yards, and a ten-yards penalty 
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is imposed upon Villa Nova for off-side play. 
This brings the ball to the center of the field. 
Bray attempts to punt, but is blocked and Villa 
Nova gets the ball. They are forced to kick 
by Lafayette's brilliant defensive work, but 
Bacon's fumble of the punt allows a Villa Nova 
man to fall on the ball. Another punt gains 
twenty yards for the visitors, but gives I^afay- 
ette the ball, which Bray sends spinning down 
to the twenty yard line. Villa Nova is unable 
to gain much by punting, since the ball is car- 
ried back to her thirty yard line. Lafayette 
now puts up a fast and furious game, rushing 
the ball down to within a few yards of the 
goal, when another fumble lets Villa Nova get 
it and kick back twenty yards. Captain Best's 
men now steady down, and in a few minutes 
Weaver carries it over for the second touch- 
down. Best misses goal. Score, Lafayette, 
id; Villa Nova, o. 

Best catches the next kick-off, returning it 
to the thirty-yard line. Bray punts to Villa 
Nova's fifteen yard line. The ends get down 
the field with lightning speed. Pierce taking 
advantage of a fumble by seizing the ball and 
carrying it behind the line. The touchdown, 
however, was not allowed, because -he ran out 
of bounds by a few inches. They line up on 
the fifteen yard line, and by a succession of 
plunges through the visitors* team, Chalmers 
carries the ball over for another touchdown. 
Chalmers kicks goal. Score, Lafayette, i6; 
Villa Nova, o. * 

In the rest of the second half the ball was 
being steadily forced down the field for another 
touchdown. Bray's magnificent punting gained 
from twenty to thirty-five yards at every ex- 
change of punts. Weaver made a nice run of 
twenty yards around the end just before time 
was called. Final score, Lafayette, i6; Villa 
Nova, o.

Our team met its first defeat on Wednesday 
at the hands of the strong Washington and 
Jefferson eleven. Excessively hot weather, 
wet, muddy grounds, and the superior weight 
of W. and J.'s line, all contributed to the suc- 
cess of the Westerners. 

Lafayette put up a plucky game from start 
to finish, tackling well and frequently forcing 
W. and J. to kick. Best, Bray and Pierce de- 
serve especial credit for their fine work. Best's 
generalship and tackling saved two touch- 
downs. Pierce at left end played his position 
in great style, only one gain being made on 
that side. The right wing, however, was 
weak. W. and J. struck it hard and nearly 
always for gains. In the second half Bray 
aroused the stands by a splendid try for goal 
from the field from the forty-five yard line. 
He missed it by possibly half a yard. 

In the first half W. and J. were favored by 
the wind, which blew a stiff gale directly to- 
wards Lafayette's goal. They worked the hall 
down into Lafayette's territory by a series of 
plunges through our line until the forty yard 
line was reached. From this point Welty made 
a beautiful run of forty yards around left end, 
scoring the first touchdown. The goal was 
missed. The second touchdown was scored by 
Matthews, who was pushed over the line just 
a few minutes before time was called. Whalen 
kicked the goal. Score, W. and J. 11, 
Lafayette o. 

In the second half Capt. Best's men played 
more vigorously, keeping the ball more in W. 
and J. 's territory and allowing them to score 
but once. Best did most of the tackling, and 
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was well assisted by Bray and Pierce. I<afayette 
at one time had the ball on W. and J.'s twenty 
yard line, but lost it on a fumble. Welty car- 
ried it far down the field, and a few plays after- 
ward touched it down behind Lafayette's goal.

* I *HE recent petition from the students of 
Lehigh University, to the Faculty of 
that institution, asking for the restoration of 
compulsory chapel attendance, will establish a 
precedent for many college faculties, to whom 
this question has long been a thorn in the 
flesh. A decline of college spirit led to this 
action on the part of Lehigh's student body. 

The daily assembling of the entire student 
body is a good custom, regardless of the moral 
side of the question. Inter-class friendship is 
developed by a daily assembling of the entire 
college, and a general interest in college mat- 
ters is promoted. The system of optional at- 
tendance has been tried with varied results in 
several of our leading universities and colleges. 
The student body of our smaller colleges 
should be united and bound by a strong col- 
lege spirit. With this view, the Lehigh stu- 
dents have taken their recent action, as com- 
mendable as it is unprecedented. 

A N erroneous idea apparently exists among 
the new men that The Lafayette is a 
private institution, and not a college organiza- 
tion. Consequently they do not consider it 



necessary to support the publication with their 
subscriptions. This is an entirely wrong view 
to take. The Lafayette is just as much a 
college organization as the glee club, the banjo 
club, the literary societies and the athletic 
teams. 

We know that some of those not taking The 
Lafayette cannot afford to do so, but a great 
many have no such excuse, and have sufficient 
means to spend in other ways which do not 
advance the interests of our College as our 
paper does. Some of these non-subscribers, 
too, are members of the various organizations 
of the College, whose events The Lafayette 
chronicles, whose performances its editors at- 
tend, and to whose needs they contribute. 

Should we then, as a college organization, 
receive less support? We, too, are advancing 
the interests of our alma mater. The Lafay- 
ette goes out each week into all our larger 
colleges, and it calls attention to Lafayette. It 
is also sent into many preparatory schools with 
the sole purpose of stirring up prospective col- 
lege men to come here. It goes among the 
alumni and keeps alive their interest for and in 
all that pertains to Lafayette. Is it not just as 
much your duty to stand by your college paper 
as by any other college organization ?

\X7'HATEVER may be our opinion of the 
conduct of the visiting team after the 
first touchdown in last Saturday's game, we 
must express surprise at the disposition shown 
by some few men to slur individual members 
of the team, as well as the institution which 
they represented.

Lafayette. 
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\X^E hope that the movement to start a 
basket-ball team in College will meet 
with unqualified success. Nearly all of the 
larger colleges have introduced the game into 
their curriculum of athletics, and although it is 
comparatively new, it has met with almost 
universal favor. This is probably due to the 
fact that it is at its height at that season of the 
year when out-door sports have to be laid aside 
and serves in a measure to keep the athletes in 
trim for their spring work. 

It is a very exciting game, and when prop- 
erly played, abounds in science and skill. 
While possessing much of the science of foot- 
ball, it is not nearly so rough. It is a game, 
too, that can be played and enjoyed by those 
who are not especially athletic, and would thus 
lend itself to the amusement and the improving 
of the physical condition of the whole College. 

Although we have no stars, or possibly not 
even men who are thoroughly acquainted with 
the game, still if an interest were aroused we 
could readily develop a creditable team, while 
as a preliminary training for the track and base- 
ball men it would be invaluable.

GEORGE E. BENTEL WOUNDED. 

T ETTERS were received this week from 

Manila describing in detail . the part 

taken by the famous Astor Battery in the 

charge on the city. Lieutenant P. C. March, 

son of Dr. March, was made a Major for his 

bravery in leading the assault. Private George 

E. Bentel, '97, is on the list for promotion for 
valor. He was in the front line during almost 
the whole engagement. When his gun was 
dismounted, shortly after noon, he was pressed 
into service on gun No. i. About four 
o'clock he was wounded in the leg by a Mau- 
ser bullet. He would not leave his post and 
continued firing for an hour. His leg was 
then pierced again and in the forward rush he 
was left lying on the field. Late in the night 
a college fraternity brother saw the pin on his 
shirt and carried him off the field. His 
wounds were found to be slight, so that ampu- 
tation was not necessary. Mr. Bentel is well- 
known to many men now in college. 



BURR MdNTOSH OOMING. 

ViTR. burr WILLIAM McINTOSH, of 
the Class of '84, a well-known actor and 
correspondent, is now taking a prominent part 
in the new play ** A War Correspondent." 

Mr. Mcintosh is a member of the Sigma Chi 
Fraternity, which had a chapter at Lafayette 
from '57 to '87. He was a famous athlete 
while here, and has since been prominently 
identified with athletic interests in the collie. 
To him belongs the honor of having won La- 
fayett's first inter-collegiate medal. In the 
contest at Mott Haven, May 5, 1883, he suc- 
ceeded in taking second prize in the hundred 
yard dash, being beaten by only a few feet. 

Until recently he held the Lafayette records 
for the one hundred yard dash (10^ sec.), the 
one hundred and twenty yard hurdle (17!^ 
sec), and the two hundred and twenty yard 
dash (23% sec.) Of these records he still re- 
tains one, that for the one hundred and twenty 
yard hurdle in 17^ seconds. His one hundred 
yard dash record was broken last spring by 
Walbridge, who ran it in loV^ seconds, and his 
two hundred and twenty yard dash record was 
lowered by Barclay the previous year, when he 
did it in 23 seconds flat. 

In 1889 Burr Mcintosh donated a number of 
prizes in athletics to the College, thus materi- 
ally aiding the track management. A few 
years later, when the question of rowing was 
agitated at Lafayette, he generously offered a 
large contribution in money to assist in estab- 
lishing this branch of athletics, if it were pos- 
sible. Unfortunately, however, our location 
does not furnish a sufficient stretch of smooth 
water, and the plan had to be dropped. 

And now, as the latest evidence of his loyalty 
to Lafayette and his interest in athletics, he 
has forwarded to the football management com- 
plimentary tickets for the entire team to the 
presentation of * * A War Correspondent, ' ' which 
will be given here on October 17. To show 
that such true loyalty to his alma mater is fully 
appreciated by the students, they should give 
him a rousing reception — one truly worthy of 
such a generous benefactor. 
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LA FAYETTE DAY. 

T N th€ city of Paris there is a convent and 
garden known through the immortal Hugo's 
**Les Miserables." It is the convent of the 
Petit Picpus. In the grounds of this convent 
is a small cemetery where nearly 1,500 victims 
of the guillotine were buried indiscriminately. 
Here also repose the bones of La Payette be- 
side those of his wife, who wished to be buried 
there. The resting place of La Fayette, gen- 
erally unknown and forgotten, is marked only 
by a plain granite slab. 

In view of these facts the "La Fayette Me- 
morial Commission" has been formed for the 
purpose of erecting a monument to the memory 
of La Fayette as a twentieth century tribute 
from the people of this nation, to be unveiled 
with fitting ceremony July 4, 1900, and thus 
gjandly celebrate United States Day at the 
Paris Exposition. It is proposed that the cost 
of the undertaking, which is estimated to ap- 
proximate a quarter of a million dollars, shall 
be defrayed by small contributions secured 
through the agency of the school children of 
our land. 

The dedication of this monument, secured 
and built through the efforts of the young peo- 
ple of America, will make conspicuously re- 
splendent our United States Day at. the Paris 
Bxposition of 1900. No other country will 
find such a basis for the celebration of its na- 
tional day in Paris; but all the nations of the 
earth will unite with this republic in the dedi- 
cation of this beautiful memorial, a tribute 
whiph shall forever mark the grave of La 
Fayette, whose memory is consecrated in the 
hearts of men. 

The Commission has decided upon October 
19th, the anniversary of the surrender of Com- 
wallis at Yorktown, as the day which the 
schools of the United States are asked to recog- 
nize as "La Fayette Day.*' On this date, it 
is hoped, by concerted effort, ample funds will 
be secured to build the montunent on a scale 
commensurate with the occasion. 



The movement has been endorsed by a reso- 
lution of the United States Senate; the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations of the House of 
Representatives ; President McKinley and mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, and will undoubtedly meet 
with great success. 

It seems peculiarly fitting that Lafayette 
College should take a leading part in this pro- 
ject, and it is to be hoped that both the faculty 
and students will take steps to enable us to 
observe La Fayette Day with proper ceremonies 
and to contribute materially to this memorial 
of that illustrious patriot whose name we bear.

'T'HE State College football team, an aggre- 
gation of big, healthy fellows, averaging 
twenty pounds heavier than our men, arrived 
here on Saturday morning in fine fettle. In 
addition to being heavier, they were in much 
better condition than Lafayette's representatives 
on the gridiron. Taking these advantages into 
consideration, we have great cause to congrat- 
ulate ourselves upon the splendid showing of 
our team as evidenced by the small score. 

The game was stubbornly fought, each man 
seeming determined to win or die. Against 
such odds it was a plucky fight, and each indi- 
vidual man on the team deserves credit. Cap- 
tain Best showed up in his usual form, cover- 
ing the entire field and making tackle after 
tackle. 

Bray*s punting was fully up to his high 
standard. It saved several touchdowns, and 
can always be depended upon. In catching 
punts, in his clever dodging, and in bucking 
the line, "Ned" has already carved out for 
himself an enviable reputation. 

Pierce played end to perfection, getting down 
on the kicks with remarkable speed, making 
fine tackles, and always keeping his eye on the 
ball. 

Bacon was unfortunately injured, and will be 
unable to resume football this season. Lafay- 
ette sufiers a severe loss in not having him at 
end. In the last three games he has done ad- 
mirably, winning much praise from the specta- 
tors by his splendid playing. 

Weaver and Carter played hard and steady. 



Both made nice gains when given the chance. 
Many think it would have been advisable to 
run the ends more, instead of hopelessly trying 
to buck through a line so much heavier than 
ours. 

Chalmers deserves especial credit for the 
plucky, determined game he put up. He 
fought nobly, and though repeatedly hurt, was 
loath to leave the field. In advancing the ball 
he proved himself a perfect fiend, 

Weidenmayer also gained considerable 
ground. He always hits the line hard, and 
never gives up till the last. 

The center men held their places sturdily. 
It was against them that State directed her 
attack, and it is due to their stout defence that 
only one touchdown was scored. 

The substitutes acquitted themselves well, 
and made it evident to all that the regular 
'Varsity men will have to put up the genuine 
article in football playing if they desire to keep 
their positions on the regular team. 

Twenty-five minute halves were played, the 
game being as follows : 

Bray kicked off and sent the ball to State's 
twenty-five yard line. State used Pennsylva- 
nia's famous guards back formation to good 
effect, plunging through our line for gains of 
five and ten yards at each down. She had 
succeeded in reaching the center of the field, 
when Lafayette was given the ball. Bray at 
once punted, sending the ball again into State's 
territory. State adopted the same tactics, and 
an exchange of punts resulted. A fumble on 
the part of Cure gave Lafayette possession of 
the ball in midfield. 

Maroon and White seemed now to be getting 
down to steady work. They forced their oppo- 
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nents back to the thirty-yard line by a succes- 
sion of rushes. Here Bray tried for a goal 
from the field, but failed. 

State kicked out, Bray catching the ball and 
advancing.it twenty yards before being downed. 
Bray and Weaver each gained six yards through 
the line, after which State held our team for 
four downs, no kick being attempted. 

The ball went to State, and Cure sent it down 
the field on a punt. Here Bacon replaced 
Brown at right end. Lafayette punted back 
to State's forty-yard line. Then came a series 
of rushes by which the ball was steadily carried 
towards Lafayette's goal. End runs were pre- 
vented by the brilliant tackling of Pierce and 
Bacon, but the plunges through the line 
seemed irresistible. 

On the twenty yard line, with the time nearly 
up, Cure attempted a drop kick, which, how- 
ever, was blocked, Lafayette getting the ball. 
Bray kicked far into State's territory, where the 
ball stayed during the remaining few minutes 
of the first half. 

In the second half Freed replaced Chandler 
at right guard. The team exhibited a snap and 
vigor in the first part of this half that was 
astonishing. After an exchange of kicks, in 
which Lafayette had a decided advantage, 
owing to the splendid punting qualities of her 
full-backi Bray, and the magnificent tackling 
of her quick ends. Pierce and Bacon, Lafayette 
got the pigskin on State's fifty-yard line. Prom 
this point it was rapidly carried down the field 
towards State's goal. Plays were sharp and 
quick. On the twenty-five-yard line Lafayette 
lost the ball on a penalty. State kicked back 
to the forty-yard line. 

Lafayette again worked the ball down the 
field, Carter and Weaver making nice end runs. 
With only twenty yards to gain, indications 
seemed to point to a touchdown for Lafayette. 
But three successive fumbles at this critical 
time allowed State to obtain possession of the 
ball, and took all the snap and life out of our 
team. Randolph, Cure and Murray were 
forced through the line for big gains. Nearly 



every scrimmage resulted in a loss for La&y- 
ette. Bacon was injured, his collar bone being 
broken, and Slattery took his place at right 
end. State attempted to run the ends, but 
failing to gain, sheresumed her plunges through 
the line. The ball was slowly but surely forced 
down the field, and finally Curtin carried it 
over for a touchdown. Heckel failed to kick 
goal. Score, State 5, Lafayette o. 

Bray kicked off to State's twenty-yard line.

Lafayette vs. Princeton. 

SCORE, 0-34. 

On Wednesday, October 12, Lafayette's 
eleven met the Princeton team on the grounds 
of the latter, and though the Maroon and White 
failed to score, they made a splendid showing, 
holding the Tigers down to 34 points, and at 
times forcing their way through Princeton's 
line for gains. 

The game was marred by a great deal of un- 
necessary roughness and slugging, mostly on 
the part of Princeton. This feature of the 
game was not expected by Lafayette, where a 
high opinion of Princeton's gentlemanly play- 
ing had always prevailed. It was, conse- 
quently, quite a surprise to the upholders of 
Maroon and White. 

Best, Bray, Kniglit and Carter did most of 
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the work for Lafayette. Best was obliged to 
leave the game in the second half, but he was 
not seriously injured. 

Halves of twenty and fifteen minutes were 
played, the game being as follows: 

Prinoeton won the toss and took the north 
goal, with the wind blowing slightly in her 
favor. Lafayette kicked off, and Hillebrand 
gathered up the ball and advanced it to within 
fifteen yards of the center. Mattis punted to 
Lafayette's forty-yard line, and the Eastonians 
started in to show the Tigers a thing or two 
about football. They gained twelve yards 
through the right of Princeton's line before 
their rush was checked, and they tried it again. 
A fumble, which Mills captured, stopped their 
mad career for the time being, and Princeton 
kept the ball until Mattis went over the line 
between the goal post for the first touchdown. 
Reiter, Geer and Lathrop successfully carried 
the ball to Lafayette's end of the field. Geer 
missed a goal, and the score stood : Princeton, 
5 ; Lafayette, o. 

Lafayette kicked off again, and Mattis re- 
turned the ball to Lafayette's thirty-yard line, 
where the visitors attempted to make holes 
through the Tigers. Failing in this, they 
kicked the ball back to Princeton's forty-yard 
line, and Mattis punted all the way to Lafay- 
ette's twenty -five- yard line. Lafayette was 
evidently in for a kicking bout, for the ball im- 
mediately bounded from Bray's foot and settled 
into the arms of Mattis, who advanced it to the 
center before being downed. An off-side play 
followed in the next scrimmage, and Lafayette 
took the ball. Carter tried to circle Princeton's 
left end without success. On the succeeding 
down. Knight plunged through Princeton's 
center for five yards, and things began to look 
serious for the Orange and Black. But Geer 
was equal to the occasion. The next play 
came around his end of the line, and he was 
right in it. Lafayette lost five yards by this, 
and resorted to punting. Mattis caught the 
kick on Princeton's twenty-five-yard line, and 
returned it to the other side of center. Three 



times did the visitors lunge at the Tiger line 
without avail, and again they punted toward 
Princeton's -goal. On the next down, Mattis 
returned the kick with interest, and the ball 
fell into Bray's arms on Lafayette's twenty-yard 
line. Poe was upon Bray with the ball, and 
the visitors were content to try again from 
within the danger line. 

After a futile attempt to push the ball through 
center. Bray kicked it to Lafayette's forty-yard 
line. Princeton started around the right end 
and lost four yards. Lathrop then gained 
twenty yards around the other end in a thrill- 
ing run, and between him and Reiter, the ball 
was advanced by gains of five yards at a time 
to Lafayette's goal, where Reiter went over the 
line for the second touchdown. Mills kicked 
the goal. Score: Princeton, 11 ; Lafayette, o. 

On the next kick-off, Bray sent the ball over 
Princeton's goal, and Mattis kicked it out to 
the centre of the field. On the first down, La- 
fayette fumbled, and Princeton kept the ball 
through the remainder of the half. Reiter 
gained ten yards, then fifteen more- On the 
next down, Best broke through and spoiled 
Princeton's deep-laid plans, but Reiter more 
than recovered the lost ground in the next 
scrimmage. It was the work of a very few 
minutes to carry the ball to Lafayette's goal, 
where Reiter was pushed over for the third 
touchdown, from which Mills kicked a goal. 
Score: Princeton, 17; Lafayette, o. Two punts 
were exchanged, and time was called for the 
first half. 

In the second half, Princeton kicked off. 
Lafayette failed to make the least impression 
on Princeton's line, and Bray, on the fourth 
down, punted thirty yards. Rosengarten caught 
the ball and darted forward to the center before 
he was brought to earth.

TRACK MEET. 

TpHE annual Fall Track Meet will take place 
on Wednesday, November 2. This event 
will partake more of the nature of a dass meet 
this fall, class relay races being introduced, in 
which the Senior, Junior, Sophomore and 
Freshman classes will be represented by teams 
chosen from their respective classes.

CATURDAY, October 15, the day set for the 
Lafayette-Dickinson game, was a typical 
football day, with low clouds scudding across 
the sky, and a stiff, bracing air which should 
have infused life, snap and ginger into Lafay- 
ette's warriors. But they seemed unable to 
rise to the occasion, save one time during the 
latter part of the first half, when they played 
with some degree of dash and vigor, carrying 
the ball fifty yards for a touchdown in a few 
minutes' play. At other times, their playing 
was listless and half-hearted. Probably one 
reason for this was the fact that many of the 
better players were laid up, the remainder be- 
ing discouraged in consequence. 

Heckman went in to play quarter instead of 
Captain Best, who had been injured in the W. 
and J. game. Yon was not in condition to 
play, nor were Freed, Parsons and Pierce, 
though these latter three had to be called into 
service. Dickinson was in fine fettle, and 
played the entire game without changing a 
man. 

The Carlisle team used the guards back for- 
mation, a terrific play with their gigantic 
guards. Decker and Bowen. Their interference 
was well-nigh perfect, baffling our attempts to 
smash it, until, five, eight, or ten yards had 
been gained. Decker, Graver, Shiffer and 
Hackenberry made the star plays for Dickin- 
son, gaining ground at nearly every plunge, 
while Bray, Chalmers, Rutter and Carter did 
good work for Lafayette.

Lafayette won the toss and chose the north 
goal, with the wind in her favor, a stiff breeze 
blowing diagonally across the field. Dickin- 
son's kick-off gave Lafayette the ball on her 
thirty-yard line. The bleachers were expect- 
ing to see the home team fairly walk away with 
the Carlisle lads. Three fumbles in succession 
dispelled this illusion and forced Bray to punt. 
The pigskin went sailing down the field into 
Dickinson's territory and landed on their forty- 
yard line. 

With quick, sharp plays, the visitors pro- 
ceeded to work it back towards our goal. They 
smashed through our guards and tackles al- 
most at will, making good gains at each down. 
In this way they rushed the ball to our fifteen- 
yard line. Things were looking serious for 
Maroon and White. Fortune favored us, and 
by some lucky chance Lafayette obtained pos- 
session of the ball. Bray kicking it to mid-field. 

Dickinson again started in to gradually force 
it back. They had reached our thirty-yard 
line when a fumble occurred and Lafayette got 
the ball. Bray punted to the center of the 
field, where Chalmers distinguished himself by 
a splendid tackle. 

The visitors now ventured a kick. Bray al- 
lowed it to roll beyond the line and then 
kicked out from the twenty-five-yard line. 
This gave Dickinson the ball on the forty-five- 
yard line. On a kind of fake kick they skirted 
the right end for a gain of twenty yards. A 
series of plunges through the line advanced the 
ball to our ten-yard line. In the next play 
Decker carried it over for a touchdown, just 
eighteen minutes after play began. Houston 
kicked the goal. 
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• Score, lyafayette, o; Dickinson, 6. 

Bray's kick-oflF went past the Dickinson goal 
line. Hackenberry brought it out to the 
twenty-five-yard line and kicked out from that 
point. Bray catching the punt and returning it 
to Dickinson's forty-five-yard line before being 
brought down. Lafayette now had the ball in 
Dickinson's territory. Her nerve and spirit 
seemed to return. Bray, Carter and Weiden- 
mayer ploughed through Dickenson's line for 
gains amounting to twenty yards. Chalmers 
forged ahead for fifteen yards, even after he 
had been tackled. This looked like football. 
The Carlisle team crumbled away before the 
terrific onslaught. In two more plays, Chal- 
mers placed the pigskin fairly behind the goal- 
posts for a touchdown. This was an exhibition 
of quick, snappy football, only four minutes 
being consumed in covering forty-five yards. 
Chalmers kicked the goal. 

Score : Lafayette, 6 ; Dickinson, 6. 

Hackenberry kicked oflF for thirty-five yards, 
Rutter cleverly returning it to the forty-yard 
line before being downed. Bray kicked to the 
visitor's twenty-yard line. Dickinson failed to 
gain on fake kick and end runs. Hackenberry 
punted, and Bray returned to Dickenson's ten- 
yard line as time was called. 

In the second half, Pierce played left end. 
Freed replaced Parsons at right guard. Best 
played quarter, Heckman going to right-half 
in Knight's place. 

Bray kicked oflF to Dickenson's twenty-yard 
line. The visitors resumed their system of 
slowly but surely carrying the ball onward. 
They reached mid-field, and still came on. 
Five yards in our territory, the home team got 
together and put up a better defense, resulting 
in forcing tHe Carlisle lads to punt. This gave 
Lafayette the ball on her thirty-five-yard 
ribbon. 

The first two plays carried it back to mid- 
field, a distance of twenty-five yards, and Lafay- 
ette's horizon brightened. Chalmers, who had 
been of such value in gaining ground, was in- 
jured and had to leave the field, McDermott 



taking his place. Unable to make further 
gains. Bray punted to Dickinson's twenty -yard- 
line. This gave the Carlisle team possession 
of the ball. They never relinquished their 
hold upon it until a second touchdown had 
been scored by steadily pushing through our 
line and carrying the ball over the intervening 
eighty yards with apparently little or no 
difficulty. 

On the fifteen-yard line, Lafayette put up a 
strong defense but failed to stem the tide. Two 
minutes later, Craver plunged across the fatal 
line for five points, which Houston increased 
to six by kicking the goal. 

Score: Lafayette, 6; Dickinson, 12. 

Bray kicked off to the visitors' thirty-yard 
line. Nice runs around left end and successive 
trips through our line advanced the ball to 
Dickinson's fifty-yard line, whence Hacken- 
berry punted for thirty-five yards gain. 

Lafayette attempted an end run, which re- 
sulted disastrously in Dickinson getting the 
ball. After gaining some twelve yards, the 
visitors also contracted the fatal malady of fum- 
bling. This time Lafayette was the gainer, 
Rosenberger falling on the ball. 

Carter skirted right end for a nice gain, but 
succeeding losses forced Bray to punt, the ball 
going to Dickinson's forty-yard line. Pierce 
was injured, and Wilson took his place at left 
end. 

Dickinson had little difficulty in carrying the 
ball to the center of the field. Here Carter re- 
tired from the game. Weaver playing half while 
Ely played Weaver's end. Lafayette braced 
up and compelled the visitors to kick. 

Bray kicked out from the twenty-five-yard 
line into Dickinson's territory, a splendid punt 
against the wind. Dickinson was slowly 
working her way down the field for another 
touchdown, and had reached the twenty-five- 
yard line, when time was called. 

Final score: Lafayette, 6: Dickinson, 12.

Columbia University will erect a memorial 



gate in honor of Columbia men who served in 
the late war. The cost will be about $1500. 

U. of P. will hold a debate with the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, on March 5, in Ann Arbor. 
A debate will also be held with Cornell in 
Philadelphia. 

The Navy Department has decided to send 
all naval cadets hereafter to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology for instruction in naval 
architecture. 

The fall shoot of the Intercollegiate Shooting 
Association will be held on November 12, 
under the auspices of the Princeton Gun Club, 
probably at the grounds of the Dayton Gun 
Club, at Monmouth Junction.

"^J ATURE and men together shed tears over 
the bier of Col. WikoflF, our distinguished 
alumnus, whose remains were interred with 
military honors, in the Kaston cemetery, on 
Friday last. . Colonel WikoflF' s body reached 
Ha%ton at 6.05 o'clock Thursday evening, via 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad, under the care of 
Colonel McClernand, who had entire super- 
vision of the funeral arrangements. The cas- 
ket was encased in a metallic box, which was 
wrapped in an American flag. The box was 
taken to the first floor of the baggage room, 
and the casket having been removed, was 
wrapped in the flag and then placed in the 
hearse. A citizen's escort marched on each 
side of the hearse as the remains were borne to 
his late home at Fourth and Ferry streets. 
The casket was placed in the parlor of the 
family residence, to await the military funeral 
of the morrow. 

Rev. H. M. Kieflfer, D.D., of the First Re- 
formed Church, conducted brief, but impres- 
sive, services at the house on Friday afternoon, 
at 1.30 o'clock. He was assisted by Chaplain 
Swift. There was no address, but a simple 
service of Scripture reading and prayer. The 
beautiful emblem covering the casket told a 
story more eloquent than any eulogy that could 
have been pronounced by clergy or fellow- 
soldier. After these short services the military 
funeral was conducted by the representatives 
of the government. 

As the body was placed in the hearse, the 
Third New Jersey Regiment, U.S.V., Colonel 
Lee, which was drawn up on Fourth street, 



between Northampton and Lehigh, and facing 
the house, presented arms, while the band from 
Governor's Island played a dirge. The pro- 
cession was then ready to move to the grave, 
and the command was given. The column was 
composed as follows :

The line of march was out Fourth to North- 
ampton, to Ninth, to Jackson, to Seventh, to 
the cemetery. The cortege moved to the right 
at the cemetery entrance until the chapel was 
reached, then turned to the left, and finally 
assembled about the plot, the Third New Jer- 
sey Regiment so placed as to be able to fire the 
customary volleys over the grave. Rev. Dr. 
Kieflfer conducted a short burial service, the 
regiment fired the volleys, and taps were 
sounded by a bugler from Governor's Island. 
This ended the exercises at the cemetery, and 
the cortege returned over the same route to 

Centre Square and dismissed. 

Notwithstanding the continuous and heavy 
downpour of rain, the streets along the Une of 
march were filled with a vast throng gathered 
to do homage to the dead hero. 

We clip fi-om the Baston Free Press the fol- 
lowing description of Colonel Wikoff 's military 
career and noble death. The memories that 
cluster around Colonel Wikpff as an under- 
graduate are as precious as the laurels which 
history will accord him. Many of his instruc- 
tors are still active members of the faculty, and 
they commend in highest terms his career as a 
student and his influence for good as a man 
among college men. We take pleasure in pre- 
senting the following interesting account of his 



career as an alumnus, soldier, and a hero of 

Shiloh, Chickamauga and San Juan. 

*' Colonel Wikoff was an Baston boy when he entered 
the war of *6i-*65. He served with distinction during 
that struggle and rose rapidly in command. At Sfai- 
loh, and again at Chickamauga, he was specially con- 
spicuous for bravery, and on the field of the latter en- 
gagement he was brevetted for gallantly. He was 
then in the Fifteenth United States Infantry. He con- 
tinued in the service of the army, being promoted at 
various times, and when the war with Spain broke out 
he was Colonel of the Twenty-second Regiment, United 
Stales Infantry, enroute to Santiago. While aboard 
transports, General Kent's division was f(M-med and 
Col. WikoflF was detached from the Twenty-second 
Infantry and made Acting Brigader General in com- 
mand of one of the brigades of Kent's division. This 
brigade was composed of the Ninth, Thirteenth and 
Twenty-fourth regiments, the latter a colored regiment 
which won special distinction afterwards. This as- 
signment was made on June 20. 

On July I, WikoflTs brigade was at the foot of San 
Juan Hill. Col. WikoflF had taken one regiment over 
a small stream and formed it in line of battle about 
300 feet beyond. This was in a clearing and just op- 
posite San Juan. Spanish shells and bullets were 
already cutting the air and scattering the leaves on 
the few trees about the spot. Col. WikoflF was bring- 
ing up his second regiment, a part of which had 
already crossed the stream, when a bullet passed 
through his chest. He lived about twenty minutes, 
and was conscious long enough to send a few words 
to his beloved wife and to give some directions about 
his watch and other possessions. Then he passed 
away. He had been wounded in the Civil War, hav- 
ing lost an eye. His second wound, that received at 
. Santiago, was fatal, and a brave, gallant officer and 
soldier went to his death. 

There were reports that sharpshooters had marked 
Col. WikoflF, but the army officers, who are now back, 
say it is not probable that he was the victim of a sharp- 
shooter, for there were few trees in the vicinity, while 
Spanish bullets were flying thick about the command. 

Chaplain Swift, who had been with Col. Wikoff *s 
Twenty-second Regiment for ten years, was on the 
batUefield late in the morning of the ist of July and 
had a talk with Col. Wikoff. The latter was very 
cheerful and ftill of hope at that time, but was deeply 
concerned about news from home, as he knew his 
wife, to whom he was devotedly attached, was in poor 
health. The last words he said to Chaplain Swift, 
were on the nature of urging him to try and find let- 
ters for him, the mail being anything but accessible 
at that time. . Less than two hours afterward the 
brave Colonel was dead."

LAFAYETTE VS. PENNSYLVANIA. 

SCORR. 0-32. 

A CROWD of over 7000 people witnessed 
the Lafayette -Pennsylvania game on 
Franklin Field last Saturday. They expected 
to see a walk-over for the University team, but 
Capt. Best's men surprised them in the strong 
game they put up. Consequently, the Red 
and Blue only succeeded in making 12 points 
during the first half and 20 during the second 
half, a total of 32. 

The Lafayette eleven exhibited the greatest 
strength in its defensive work and in punting. 
In the latter feature Bray clearly outclassed 
Coombs, gaining every time it came to an ex- 
change of punts. 

The best work for the Maroon and White 
was done by Chalmers, who tackled all over 
the field. Few gains were made through his 
side of the line, but he was compelled to leave 
the game on account of injuries in the second 
half. Rutter, at end, and Parsons, at right 
guard, also did some very efiective tackling. 
Best, at quarter-back, handled the ball cleanly, 
and directed the work of his team with good 
judgment. 

Taken altogether, the game was the best 
Lafayette has played this year, and with im- 
proved offensive work, we may look for two 
victories over our old-time rival, Lehigh. 

In advancing the ball, we were lamentably 
weak, making very few first downs during the 
entire game, ^ut our defense, particularly in 
the first half, before any of our men were in-* 
jured or the superior weight of Pennsylvania's 
line had begun to tell on them, was very good. 
Pennsylvania, using her famous guards back 
formation, had quite some difficulty in gaining 
through our line, and they were fi-equently 
forced to punt on the fourth down. 

It was their trick plays, which were used to 
good effect on our inexperienced team, that 
enabled them to run up so large a score. We 
can feel that our team made a very creditable 
showing. 



Twenty-five minute halves were played, the 
game in detail being as follows : 

Lafayette won the toss and Pennsylvania 
was forced to kick off against a strong wind. 
Lafayette was unable to gain, and Bray kicked 
thirty-five yards, Gardiner ran it back ten 
yards, then Carnett went through right tackle 
for ten yards. Hedges made five yards through 
the same place. Outland and Hare made gains 
which carried the ball to Lafayette's forty-yard 
line. Coombs went around left end for eight 
yards. Outland went around the other end for 
a like distance. On a quarterback kick Hedges 
made seven yards. A quarterback kick was 
blocked by Lafayette, Gardiner fell on the ball, 
but it was given to Lafayette on down. Lafay- 
ette again was unable to gain materially, and 
Bray kicked on the fourth down to Penn*s 
forty-yard line. Gardiner caught the ball and 
ran it back five yards. McMahon was sent 
around right end for a seven-yards gain. Out- 
land got five yards through the centre. Out- 
land again plunged through the centre for ten 
yards, and on a quarterback play made ten 
yards more. With the ball on Lafayette's 
thirty-yard line in Penn's possession, the ball 
was given to us on Penn's offside play. Bray 
kicked thirty-five yards and Gardiner ran it 
back twenty-five .yards. Penn failed to gain 
on three downs and tried a quarterback kick, 
but it did not gain, the ball going to Lafayette 
on a down. 

On a second down Lafayette fumbled, and 
Hedges made a dive for the ball, and ran 
forty-five yards for a touchdown. Outland 
kicked the goal. Score, l^enn, 6 ; Lafayette, o. 

Gardiner caught the next kick-off and made 
a pretty run of thirty-five yards, after which 
the ball went up and down the field with no 
play of any moment until the ball was handed 
to Outland on a delayed pass, and with fine 
interference by Carnett and Gardiner, he ran 
fifty-five yards for a touchdown and then 
kicked the goal. Score, Penn, 12 ; Lafayette, o. 

Bray kicked off to Penn*s fifteen-yard line. 
Penn advanced the ball by short gains to La- 
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fayette's thirty-yard line, and then lost it on 
downs. Bray kicked on the first down for 
forty-five yards. Penn made short gains and 
lost the ball on an ofiside play. Lafayette was 
unable to gain, and Bray tried for a place kick 
for goal, the ball being on the thirty-five yard 
line. The try was not a success, the ball go- 
ing to the left of the goal posts. Gardiner ran 
back thirty yards, and was aided materially by 
Outland's interference. Time was called for 
the first half with the ball in Penn*s possession 
on her forty-yard line. Score, Penn, 12; La- 
fayette, o. 

In the second half Bray kicked off for thirty 
yards. Coombs returned the kick for forty 
yards. Lafayette tried line plays, but could 
not gain, and Bray was forced to kick on the 
fourth down. Outland got the ball for Penn, 
but was not able to gain. Harrison ran around 
left end for ten yards gain, but Penn failed to 
gain on the next two downs. Coombs kicked 
for forty yards. Penn was given the ball on 
an offside play. 

Outland was sent through the centre for a 
four-yard gain. Hare, Coombs and McMahon 
were sent at the tackles for gains of five yards 
each, then Harrison made ten yards around 
left end, placing the ball on Lafayette's ten- 
yard line. Harrison made four yards around 
right end. Hare gained three yards on a 
centre play, the ball now being on Lafayette's 
three yard line. Lafayette's line held strongly 
for three downs. On the fourth down Penn 
fumbled the ball, and it went to Lafayette. 
Bray immediately punted out of danger to 
Lafayette's thirty-yard line. 

Outland tried a place kick for goal, but it 
fell short. Bray again punted for thirty yards. 
Harrison gained three yards around left end. 
Hare was sent through centre for an eight-yard 
gain. The same play was again used, Out- 
land taking the ball for six yards. Coombs 
went around left end for an eight-yard gain, 
then Hare was sent through left tackle for a 
touchdown. Outland kicked goal. Score, 
Penn, 18 ; Lafayette, o. 



Bray kicked off for twenty yards. Harrison 
kicked the ball back to Penn's forty-five yard 
line. Lafayette failed to gain on three downs, 
and Bray punted to Penn's twenty- yard line on 
the fourth down. Harrison returned the ball. 
Lafayette punted fifteen yards. Hare caught 
the ball and endeavored to punt, but the ball 
was blocked and a Lafayette man fell on it. 
Lafayette could not gain on three downs, and 
Bray kicked to Penn's thirty-yard line. Harri- 
son caught the ball and ran through the entire 
field of Lafayette tacklers, and planted the ball 
between the goal posts. A claim of holding 
was allowed and the ball was given to Lafay- 
ette on her forty -yard line. Bray punted twenty- 
five yards, and Coombs returned to Lafayette's 
twenty-yard line. Wiedenmayer gained six 
yards through tackle. On the fourth down 
Bray kicked. Penn failed to gain five yards 
on three downs, and Coombs punted to Lafay- . 
ette's ten-yard line. Bray tried to punt, but 
Reugenberg broke through and blocked it, the 
ball going behind Lafayette's goal line. Bray 
fell on it for safety. Score, Penn, 20; La- 
fayette, o. 

The ball was brought out to the twenty-five 
yard line and Bray punted for fifteen yards. 
Penn's half-backs, Coombs and Harrison, made 
successive gains of three, five and eight yards. 
Harrison was thrown for a loss. Penn tried a 
quarterback kick and Bray got the ball. La- 
fayette made short gains and Bray kicked to 
the middle of the field. Penn steadily ad- 
vanced the ball on plunges through the line 
until Outland was finally pushed over for a 
touchdown and kicked the goal. Score, Penn, 
26; Lafayette, o. 

Bray kicked off to De Silver, who ran it back 
five yards. Carnett made thirteen yards 
through left tackle. Coombs was given the 
ball on a trick play and ran around right end 
for twenty-five yards. Hare was sent through 
centre for ten more. Harrison got the ball on 
a quarterback kick, and ran thirty-five yards 
around right end for a touchdown. Outland 
kicked the goal. Score, Penn, 32; Lafiiyette, o. 
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Bray kicked off for forty yards. Outland 
caught the ball and ran it back thirteen yards. 
A trick play was tried, but only netted a gain 
of two yards. Time was called with the ball 
in Penn's possession on her thirty-five-yard 
line. Final score, Penn, 32 ; Lafayette, o.

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whose duty it is to see that the students are 
comfortably and healthfully quartered. The 
authorities, therefore, are thoroughly cognizant 
of the situation, and their knowledge renders 
them all the more culpable for their failure to 
act. 

It is true that some of the students are not 
as careful in their habits as they should be, and 
it is greatly to be regretted that such is the 
case, but on the other hand, such customs are 
the results of existing conditions, and no thor- 
ough or permanent reform can ever be inau- 
gurated until these conditions are greatly bet- 
tered. 

Our sanitary system would not be tolerated 
an instant in any large city, and if the atten- 
tion of the Easton Board of Health were called 
to it at the present time, we feel sure that the 
college would be compelled to introduce some 
radical changes. 

We cannot express ourselves too strongly on 
this matter, and if nothing is done to mend it, 
we would recommend that the students them- 
selves take steps, not only to insure their own 
comfort, but to protect their health from 
these dangerous influences. 

npHE privilege of wearing an *%*', that 
distinctive mark of physical strength 
and endurance which it now alone embodies, 
is eagerly longed for by every one true to him- 
self and to his alma mater.

REV. DR. WnXIAM C CATTELL. 
FOUNDERS' DAY EXERCISES. 



AN IMPRESSIVE AND APPROPRIATE MEMO- 
RIAL TO DR. WILLIAM C CATTELL. 

T^HE chapel was well filled with students, 
citizens of £astoi) and friends from a dis- 



the distinguished services to the college of the 
late William Cassidy Cattell, who was identi- 
fied officially with the college as professor, 
president and trustee for over thirty years. 
The faculty, trustees and students assembled at 
the east end of Pardee Hall and marched in 



tance, on Wednesday afternoon, when fitting order to the chapel. Prof. Francis Andrew 
exercises were conducted in commemoration of March, the nestorof the faculty, acting as mar- 
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shal for the celebration. The exercises were 
opened with the singing of **My Faith I/x)ks 
Up to Thee, * * and the walls of the chapel echoed 
the truth of these-lines as evidenced in that un- 
wavering and steadfast faith which had marked 
the life of Dr. Cattell so strongly, and through 
which a new and greater Lafayette was bom 
amid the dying vigil of the old. Prayer was 
then offered by our venerable Dr. Thomas C. 
Porter, dean of the Porter Scientific Depart- 
ment. After a few well-chosen words by 
President Warfield, the first speaker, Dr. Wil- 
liam Baxter Qwen, was presented as one who 
had known Dr. Cattell as a student knows the 
college president, as a professor knows the 
executive head of the faculty, and as the young 
man knows a sympathizing and helpful elder 
friend. Prof. Owen spoke with evident tender- 
ness of feeling as he pronounced his aHmirable 
eulogy. He spoke in part as follows : 

** Lafayette College, although chartered nearly forty 
years before Dr. Cattell became itd head, had had but 
moderate development. Financial difficulties had re- 
tarded its growth until the wisdom of the trustees was 
shown, in 1863, in calling Dr. Cattell to the executive 
chair. Assisted by an able and vigorous corps of pro- 
fessors, he gathered funds, erected buildings, estab- 
lished additional courses of study, and in every way 
expanded the scope of the institution. In every detail 
of his many judicious plans, he had constantly before 
his mind the definite purpose of making this beautiful 
spot the home of a great and useful institution. He 
received thoughtful co-operation and substantial mon- 
eyed help not only from Ario Pardee, first of all, but 
also from John I. Blair, John W. HoUenback, William 
Adamson, G. B. Markle, Thomas Beaver, C. O. Baird, 
Joseph H. and Selden T. Scranton, and others. He 
used their generous gifts to the best advantage. 

''Scholar as he was, teacher as he was, it soon be- 
came obvious that his best gifts lay in the larger field 
of administration. In the varied work of the college 
in its enlargening sphere, he himself was the heart 
and center of it all. Every department, whether 
technical, literary or scientific, had his cordial sympa- 
thy and his full support, and his counsel, kindly 
given, was always j udicious and enhartening. Students 
and professors, alike, felt a keen and tender sense of 
the presence of a strong and loving leader. It was a 
master stroke of the Doctor's, and he made a habit of 
it, to foster favoring influences and wisely marshal 
their application. As I look back upon the days when 



I came to college, in 1868, I recall with growing ad- 
miration the hold that man had upon the community 
— not the college alone — that beseemed to have in 
his hand and to mold it easily to his desires — but this 
whole city. There was a time when the cities belonged 
to Dr. Cattell, and were, in a high sense, his — for the 
college — never in his own purpose for himself 
Every house was open to him, and in many and many 
a home there were men who were his brothers and 
women who were his sisters, who welcomed him as 
they would a dear pastor in times of festivity or sorrow; 
who liked to have him marry their sons and daughters, 
a kind of bishop of the town , and many a story is told 
of his kindly service, that would be too personal and 
too tender for public speech. 

*'A strong and earnest man, devoted as he was to a 
good work, always gets a good grip. But add to these 
qualities a most genial temper, a very warm and sym- 
pathetic heart, and an irresistible grace and courtesy 
of manner, and we have a combination that gives a 
wonderful increment to a man's useful forces. Dr. 
Cattell used these helps to the full. He got friends for 
the college in that way — winning them first to him- 
self, and then securing their interest in the institu- 
tion. " He had wonderous winning ways,*' says Don- 
ald G. Mitchell. The success and permanence of La- 
fayette became his one ambition, and that ambition 
grew mightily in him. He was young enough and 
free enough when he came to let it become a controll- 
ing factor in his career — to adapt himself to it, to 
enlist his powers in it, and let it give a strong tinge to 
all the motives of his personal life. Add to this the 
fact that the work was on that higher level where the 
qualities of a man's spirit appear in what he does, 
where he puts the stamp of his personal character upon 
it, and you will not wonder when I remind you that 
for years the college was Dr. Cattell's and Dr. Cattell 
was the college. 

Of that group of noble men who stood by him as 
his helpers, a few only are still with us, and these still 
at our president's right hand — Mr. HoUenback, Dr. 
Knox, Dr. Curwen and James W. Long ; others are 
represented there by their sons — Dr. Waller, Dr. Hand, 
Mr. Pardee, Mr. Adamson, Mr. Pox, Dr. Green — as 
though so noble a service should not be interfered 
with by the limitations of human life. Any of these 
older men could tell you far better than I can how Dr. 
Cattell carried this college upon his heart to the peo- 
ple, not only extending And multiplying the sources 
of her help, but enlarging the sphere of her influence. 

We knew him better here, in his relations to the 
inner life of the college. His thought seemed to take 
in easily every detail of the great work ; his hand was 
everywhere, but with a soft and winning touch ; in 
discipline, if more firm, it was never hard — always 
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tender. There was nothing like official arrogance. 
He came down from the presidential chair and sat by 
the boy. I liave been present at these interviews and 
beard him talk to one and another under censure. It 
'vras like the talk of a father or brother who loved 
them, not upbraiding them, or seeking to bring home 
to them a sense of the badness of their conduct — they 
usually had that already — but speaking of the grace of 
Ood, and that all of us, whether president or professor 
or pupil, were in perishing need of that grace to keep 
us right. To discipline or have occasion to discipline 
was harder upon the good Doctor than upon the boy ; 
harder upon the good Doctor, if possible, than upon 
the boy*s mother. 

And what a genial soul he was ! Socially a center, 
too ; ready and responsive, the delight of every com- 
pany he entered. In those great days there was an 
unfailing flow of good fellowship and good spirit from 
him. He could mingle the playful with the serious 
with such inimitable grace and with a tact that had in 
it a touch of magic. In the matter of discipline his 
effort usually was to prevent the occasions for it 
He was always seeking to create and foster wholesome 
college sentiment, that would frown upon and pre- 
vent improper conduct. In this work he enlisted stu- 
dents and teachers alike. Events that might become 
occasions for discipline were anticipated and controlled 
— ^a class supper, an annual sleighride, or a campaign 
of hazing — by bringing to bear upon all, and especially 
upon the master spirits, an influence tliat kept them 
within bounds. In these matters, the nse of his per- 
suasive skill, turning upon traits I have already noted, 
almost amounted to a foible. I mean in his habitual 
resort to it, and his taking a kind of pride in it. He 
could wrap a committee of students about his finger 
like a plaything: and if objections were made, he 
could instantly turn the objections into the persuasive 
items of his own argument. The result always was 
that the committee stood with the doctor, but some- 
times it was more because they were persuaded than 
because they were thoroughly convinced. 

** Dr. Cattell was scholarly, as I have said, in his 
tastes and ambitions. He often delivered most accept- 
able lectures on learned subjects. He was a lover of 
the best things in literature and art, but especially fond 
of the ancient classics. He had made a special study 
of the. original scriptures of the New Testament, both 
in doctrinal and linguistic directions, and as for Latin, 
without the least indication of pedantry, he would often 
quote a most apt and telling phrase from Cicero or Vir* 
gil. He frequently spoke to me of his desire to make 
an edition of Lactantius, and, in fact, began it, but the 
calls upon his time were too many to admit of his fin- 
ishing it. The doctor had been a good preacher. 
This had been, and in some sense, always remained his 



life work. He had profound convictions as a man of 
God. He would base all the instructions of the college 
upon Christian culture with the bible at the foundation. 
Always in his heart, and always ready to leap to his 
lips with an abiding anxiety for the spiritual welfare of 
the college. Its religious services were his, and he was 
never absent from them when in town, and never dur- 
ing that time, so far as I can recall, did I hear such an 
expression as 'compulsory attendance' of religious 
services, as though there were any compulsion about 
it ! Prayers were a part of the life of the institution 
and always should be, and there was nothing in the at- 
mosphere of the place to suggest that it was an unes- 
sential part of that life, and might, therefore, just as 
well be abolished. 

'*Dr. Cattell, as I have said, was a fine preacher. 
He did not compass, as what man can compass all the 
avenues by which spiritual truth finds its way to the 
human heart ; but he gave good sermons, ringing with 
sound doctrine and rounded with polished phrase. 
On certain levels of earnest personal appeal, he was 
well-nigh irresistible. Such in very brief and inade- 
quate outline was the man who was our president for 
twenty years — '63 to '83. It was a period of abounding 
life and enthusiasm. The college cheer was invented 
in that period — about 1876 — and the campus began to 
resound with its ringing La-fay-ette. The doctor him- 
self fixed upon maroon and white as the colors. Ath- 
letics began to be cultivated ; college groups began to 
pose before the camera, and no group was complete 
without his genial face. Enthusiasm was roused by 
creating and fostering here that which could become 
the centre and the object of warm and loyal feeling. 
We learned to think of the college in that way, not only 
as a permanent institution, but as a living thing which 
appealed to and responded to afiection. The founders 
had somehow breathed into it a life of its own. The 
college is a being analogous to an organism, but of a 
high kind ; it feels, it rejoices, it hopes, it endures by 
reason of the on-flowing currents of its own life. What 
calamities it can suffer and still survive ! Twice Par- 
dee has been in ashes, a matter of no great conse- 
quence in either case. We stood dumb when it was 
burning, and wondered what was going to become 6f 
Lafayette. But how easily we go on, a little com- 
pression, a little inconvenience for a few weeks or a 
few months. You must go deeper than the buildings, 
deeper than the grounds, deeper even than the men 
who happen to be here, to make a fatal stroke at the 
life of the college. The one factor which we leave out 
of the account in these hurried judgments of ours, is 
the deep and constant flow of the college's life, so that 
occurrences on the surface afiect it but slightly. It 
has had its birth, it has been fostered into vigorous 
growth and strength. 
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What a debt of gratitude we owe to the men of the 
early time, who planted and fostered this growth! 
And what a contribution to the life of Lafayette was 
made by Dr. Cattell, who poured into the fund of her 
vitality his thought, his spirit, and his devotion dur- 
ing those twenty years, and never ceased to cherish 
her to his last hour. We owe to him a monument. 
Each of us should rear in his heart of hearts a memor- 
ial to Dr. Cattell, and inscribe upon it, in grateful 
recognition of his worth, ** A man of God, thoroughly 
furnished unto all good works/' 

After Prof. Owen's most admirable eulogy, 
President Warfield introduced Rev. J. H. Ma- 
son Knox, D. D., LL. D., ex-president of the 
college, and the successor of Dr. Cattell in the 
executive chair of the Lafayette Faculty. It 
is a pleasure to note that the beneficent Fayer- 
weatlier gift to the college was secured largely 
through the instrumentality of Dr. Knox, who 
is now one of the most valued members of the 
Board of Trustees. Dr. Knox spoke of Dr. 
Cattell's work in the Board of Ministerial Re- 
lief of the Presbyterian Church. He told how 
Dr. Cattell after retiring from the presidency 
of the college, and travelling in Europe to re- 
store his health, returned to take upon himself 
the duties of secretary of this board. He told 
how the doctor threw himself into the work 
with all the force of his strong personality, 
and how by the exercise of his many and va- 
ried abilities he lent new impetus to the work 
and placed the board in a stronger position 
than it had ever been before. 

The closing address was made by Rev. Sam- 
uel T. Lowrie, D. D., of Philadelphia, who 
narrated the eflforts of Dr. Cattell in behalf of 
the expansion of the Presbyterian Historical 
Society. The society seemed to be buried at 
1229 Race street, with no hope of a resurrec- 
tion, but Dr. Cattell had seen the college he 
loved revive in a dying hour, and with the 
same zeal and vigorous faith he labored for the 
life of the Historical Society. For eight years 
he was the honored president of the society, 
and his annual reports are among the most 
valuable papers of the society. The society is 
now handsomely quartered in the Witherspoon 
building, Philadelphia, and while Dr. Cattell 



did not live to see the society in its new quar- 
ters, nevertheless he enjoyed the promise of 
the same and the assurance that the society 
would hold the position in the church it de- 
served. 

After Dr. I/)wrie*s eloquent address, a few 
announcements were made by the president for 
the Board of Trustees, the hymn ** Our God 
our help in ages past*' was sung, and the ser- 
vice was closed with the benediction pro- 
nounced by the Rev. Theo. L. Seip, LL. D., 
president of Muhlenberg College.

LAFAYETTE vs. ANNAPOLIS. 

SCORE, 0-18. 

A NOTHER defeat was placed against La- 
fayette on Saturday, when the Naval 
Cadets of Annapolis pushed over the Maroon 
and White goal line for three* touchdowns and 
kicked all three goals. Lafayette was unable 
to reach the Annapolis goal, consequently the 
final score stood 18-0 in favor of the middies. 
The first touchdown was made after ten min- 
utes' play. 

Only twenty minute halves were played, but 
the game was a stubborn one from start to 
finish, each team fighting for every yard of 
ground gained or lost. 

The chief features of the game were Fow- 
ler's fifty-yard run for a touchdown, and the 
good work of full-back Bray in bucking center. 
Best tackled fiercely, and although repeatedly 

hurt, played a hard game throughout. The An- 
napolis team, at no time very weak, happened 
this season to be surprisingly strong. Their 
team work and tricks were used to good ad- 
vantage. 
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At the end of the first half matters stood pre- 
cisely as they did when our famous '96 teftm 
played Annapolis. But this year's eleven, 
lacking the practice and experience which made 
it possible for the '96 team to win out in the 
second half, simply could not put the necessary 
dash and ginger into their playing. The mid- 
dies played hard and fast, increasing the score 
by two more touchdowns and goals. 

In the first half Bray started the game with 
a long kick-off. The Cadets secured the ball 
on their thirty -yard line and attempted to rush 
it down the field through our line. Failing, 
they were compelled to punt. 

Lafayette now tried to push through, but 
she also failed, and punted, giving Annapolis 
the ball. The sailors got down to serious work 
and began to push the pigskin right along by 
small but steady gains, making the five yards 
every time in the four downs. Their good 
work was stopped by the ball slipping out of 
their hands in a scrimmage. This gave La- 
fayette possession of it. Bray punted to Wade. 
The middies tried again to make gains through 
our line, but failed to make the necessary five 
yards in four downs, so Lafayette took the 
ball. 

As neither side seemed able to advance the 
ball, punts were exchanged. This gave La- 
fayette the ball on the home team's fifty-five- 
yard line. Lafayette made a run up field for 
ten yards, and then lost the ballon four downs. 
The Navy tried a new trick. The quarter 
passed the ball to the full back as if to kick, 
then Taussig, the quarter, took it out of his 
hands, and by a long run round to the right 
end of Lafayette made a gain of ten yards. 

The next play was for Halligan to open the 
tackle and the right end for Fowler, and he 
came through with a rush. The backs of the 
Lafayette's were at him at once. Their hands 
were fairly on him, but he slipped through 
them, and in full chase, came down .the field 
for a sixty-yard dash and a touchdown. Wade 
kicked the goal. Score, Lafayette, o; An- 
napolis, 6. 



During the remainder of the first half the 
ball was pushed and punted back and forth, 
but neither side gained any decided advantage. 

In the second half Lafayette kicked off. 
The ball was returned to Lafayette's forty-yard 
line, where the teams lined up. Annapolis 
soon got possession of the pigskin and started 
in to gain ground by a quarter-back kick. 
They then went to work in earnest, and by 
short, steady gains advanced the ball through 
La&yette's territory until it crossed the line, 
Fowler making the touchdown. Wade kicked 
goal. Score, Lafayette, o ; Annapolis, 12. 

Bray kicked off to the Navy's twenty-yard 
line, where the teams lined up, Annapolis hav- 
ing the ball. The middies played fierce and 
fast with telling effect. They steadily forced 
the ball down towards Lafayette's goal, gain- 
ing at nearly every nish. Not once did they 
lose the ball until they had made the clear one 
hundred yards to our line and scored another 
touchdown, Fowler again carrying it over. 
Wade kicked goal. Score, Lafayette, o; An* 
napolis, 18. 

After Bray's kick-off punts were freely ex- 
changed, neither side being abl^ to materially 
advance the ball by rushing it. Lafayette had 
a distinct advantage in this style of game and 
the half ended with the ball in Lafayette's pos- 
session on the Cadets' twenty-five-yard line.

LAFAYETTE VS. LEHIGH. 

SCORE, 0-22. 

TpHEsad duty devolves upon us of chroni- 
cling another defeat in football, and this 
ime at the hands of our up-the-river rival, 
>high. Not since the fall of '94, when they 
lefeated us on our own grounds by a score of 
18 to o, have they been able to beat Lafayette 
it football. But on Saturday Dame Fortune 
avored them, and, as a result, the score stood 
!2 to o in favor of Brown and White. 

The weather was excellent, a crowd of over 
:wo thousand persons witnessing the game, 
>ome three hundred of whom were Lafayette 
supporters. The undergraduates turned out 
in full force, exhibiting a plucky spirit in 
standing by their team through thick and thin. 

A special train, which had been procured by 
Manager Weaver, carried the team and stu- 
dents to Bethlehem, arriving there shortly be- 
fore two o'clock. 

The first half was intensely exciting, neither 
team appearing to have any decided advantage, 
though the home eleven played with more dash 
and ginger than the visitors. But in the sec- 
ond half Lafayette simply went to pieces. 
Gains of ten and fifteen yards were made at 
nearly every play. Bray's leaving the game 
was also a severe loss to the Maroon and 
White, as his fine punting had been of great 
service in protecting Lafayette's goal. Chal- 
mers and Rutter played a fine game, Chalmers 
being the best ground gainer, and Rutter, al- 
though light, being very effective at end. 

For Lehigh, Chamberlin, Gearhart, Scovil, 
Wilson and Ross played the best game. Cham- 



berlin's fine bucking and tackling, Wilson's 
great running, and Ross' rushes were features 
of the game. 

Two thirty-five-minute halves were played. 
The game throughout was remarkably clean, 
being unmarred by any such ol:gectionable fea- 
tures as slugging or dirty play. 

The game started with Bray's kicking off to 
Lehigh's ten-yard line, where Domin fumbled 
and Chalmers pounced upon the ball. This 
gave Lafayette the ball within a few yards of 
the Brown and White goal line. A plunge 
through the line was attempted, but only a 
very short gain resulted. Again was the un- 
yielding line hit hard, but no considerable 
ground was gained. Another plunge against 
the Lehigh stone wall gave them the ball on 
downs. 

Domin immediatly punted to the twenty- 
five-yard line, where Lehigh secured the ball. 
Five yards were gained before a fumble oc- 
curred which gave Lafayette the ball, Weaver 
falling upon it with his usual quickness. Bray 
and Chalmers advanced it twenty yards by 
beautiful rushes. Then Lehigh braced up and 
held the Eastonians for four downs on their 
five-yard line, no attempt being made for a 
goal from the field. 

Domin kicked to the forty-yard line, send- 
ing the ball out of danger. Lafayette's next 
three plays were trick plays, but the Brown 
and White warriors broke through and tackled 
behind the line for losses on each play. This 
resulted in giving Lehigh the ball on her fifty- 
yard line. On a tackle play, Wilson, aided by 
Gearhart's splendid interference, carried the 
ball to Lafayette's three-yard line before Carter 
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succeeded in tackling him. Holding was 
claimed, however, and I^afayette was given the 
ball. Bray kicked into Lehigh's territory. 
The ball went to Lafayette on downs, being 
then advanced by rushes and a punt to Le- 
high's twenty-five-yard line. 

From this point Chamberlin, Ross and Wil- 
son gradually worked it back down the field 
towards Lafayette's goal line. Every plunge 
through the line made four or five yards, each 
end run advanced the ball eight or ten yards. 
When ten yards from the line, Lafayette put 
up a strong defense, almost succeeding in hold- 
ing them for four downs. But the attack 
seemed irresistible. In a few more plays 
Chamberlin was pushed over for a touchdown. 
James kicked the goal. Score, Lafayette, o; 
Lehigh, 6. 

Bray kicked off to Lehigh's five-yard line, 
Domin returning the ball on a punt to the 
forty-five-yard line. Lafayette vainly at- 
tempted to buck the line. They hammered 
away without gaining until they lost the ball 
on downs, no kick being tried. Lehigh ad- 
vanced the pigskin by a series of rushes fi'om 
the forty-five-yard line to the centre of the 
field, where they were forced to kick, Dornin 
sending the ball well towards our goal. 

. Bray kicked to Lehigh's forty-five-yard line. 
The Brown and White eleven slowly forced its 
way back to our twenty-yard line, where La- 
fayette obtained possession of the ball. Bray 
punted into the Bethlehemites* territory, and 
they were working it back to midfield when 
time was called. 

In the second half Lehigh kicked off. Car- 
ter made fifteen yards outside of tackle by a 
clever piece of running, but when tackled he 
unfortunately dropped the ball, allowing Le- 
high to get it. After one or two short gains 
through the line, Wilson skirted the right end 
for a run of thirty-five yards. Lafayette then 
took the ball on downs. Chalmers plunged 
through for nice gains, taking it to the forty- 
yard line. At this juncture Bray was severely 
injured in his shoulder and forced to retire firom 



the game. Freed went in at half back and 
Carter moved over to full. A double pass was 
unsuccessful, and Carter kicked. The ball, 
however, was given to Lehigh on our forty- 
yard line for off-side play. 

A quick succession of plunges through the 
line and end rushes advanced the pigskin to 
the twenty-five-yard line. Lafayette got it 
and Carter at once kicked to midfield. Lehigh 
gained a few yards, then punted to the Easton- 
ians' fifteen-yard line. Carter's kick was 
blocked, but Lafayette fell on the ball. A sec- 
ond time the kick was blocked, the ball rolled 
over the line and Gledhill fell on it for a 
touchdown. Chamberlin missed the kick out. 
Score, Lafayette, o; Lehigh, ii. 

Freed kicked off well into Lehigh's territory. 
Ross caught the ball on the ten-yard line and 
ran through the entire Easton team for a touch- 
down, aided by Gearhart and Becerra's splen- 
did interference. James kicked the goal. Score, 
Lafayette, o; Lehigh, 17. 

Freed kicked off, Dornin returning the kick 
to our thirty-five-yard line. The Lehigh ends 
got down the field quickly, and took advan- 
tage of Carter's fumbling to fall on the ball. 
A series of line rushes gained ten yards. Then 
came a running pass around the right end 
which gained ten more. Next Ross skirted 
left end for a touchdown. James missed goal. 
Score, Lafayette, o; Lehigh, 22. 

Freed kicked off to Lehigh's twenty-yard 
line. Lehigh failed to gain and punted to our 
thirty-five-yard line. Lafayette made ineffect- 
ual attempts to gain ground, finally being com- 
pelled to kick. Lehigh brought the ball back 
to our thirteen-yard line by a pretty end run. 
Here Lafayette was given the ball and Carter 
kicked to the twenty-five-yard line. A fumble 
gave Lafeyette the ball again, thus enabling 
Carter to kick to Lehigh's fifty-yard line. 
During the remainder of the half the ball stayed 
near midfield. The teams lined up as follows :

The Yale fall regatta was won by the Fresh- 
man crew. 

Princeton's annual cane spree will take f^ce 
the first week in November. 

The new football stands at Princeton have 
been completed, and have a seating capacity 
of 15,000. 

Ellis Ward will again coach Pennsylvania's 
crew. The candidates will be called out De- 
cember I. 

The fall boating season at Harvard is in full 
swing, there being at present five four-oared 
shells on the river besides the Freshman 
crews. 

The University of Chicago conferred the de- 
gree of LL.D, on President McKinley, while 
he was attending the Jubilee celebration in that 
city. 

The late Elizabeth Townsend Parker, of 
New York City, has left the sum of $3000 to 
be used in founding a prize in Roman law at 
the Yale Law School. 

A Fellowship prize of $1500 will be awarded 
next June in the Art School at Yale. The 
Fellowship is intended to give the winner two 
years' study in Europe. 

The Princeton Sophomores have voted to 
abolish hazing, provided the faculty reinstate 
those members of the class who have been sus- 
pended for indulging in the practice. 

An Intercollegiate Hockey League will be 
formed this year consisting of Cornell, Brown, 
Yale, Johns Hopkins, Columbia, Haverford, 
Maryland College and Pennsylvania. 

The Amateur Rowing Association of Eng- 
land, has decided that no more international 
races will be rowed at Henley, but that British 
crews alone can compete at the iiegatta. 
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Paul A. Dashiell, of Lehigh University, has 
been agreed upon by Yale, Harvard and Prince- 
ton, as umpire in the Yale-Harvard and the 
Yale- Princeton championship games. Yale and 
Harvard have agreed upon ex-Captain Mc- 
Clung, of Lehigh, for referee of that game. 

Harvard and Cornell have adopted plans by 
means of which different ministers are appointed 
each week, who conduct morning prayers, and 
who may be consulted on religious matters at 
any time during their terms of service. Promi- 
nent divines are usually selected. 

It is the intention of the trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, if enough money can 
be realized from the late Col. Bennett's will, 
to erect a hall for the education of undergradu- 
ate women. This will be on the same plan as 
Radcliffe, the Harvard annex at Cambridge. 

A football game will be arranged this fall 
between the winning teams of the New York 
and the New England Interscholastic Leagues. 
The game will be played at Worcester, Mass., 
which is midway between Boston and New 
York. The date of the game has not yet been 
decided. 

Investigations have recently been made as 
to the number of United States cabinet officers 
who were college graduates. Out of 262, 178, 
or more than two- thirds, have been college 
graduates. Of this number, Princeton had 22 
representatives, Yale and Harvard 21 each, 
William and Mary 10, Dickinson 2, Lafayette 
2, and the University of North Carolina 8. 

Edouard Rod, the novelist and contributor 
to the Revue des Deux-Mondes, has been en-

CENTURY PRIZES TO COLLEGE GRADUATES. 
A WARDS have been made in the first com- 
petition fQ|- prizes oflfered by The Cen- 
tury to the Bachelors of Arts of the colleges 
and universities of the United States. This 
first competition was open to the* students who 
had received the degree of B. A. during the 
commencement season of 1897. 
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A year was given in which to submit manu- 
scripts, the ist of June, 1898, being the date 
fixed for closing the competition. 

When the separate sealed envelopes contain- 
ing the real names of the competitors were 
opened after the prize manuscripts, identified 
only by pen-names, had been selected, it was 
found that fewer young women had striven for 
the literary honor than young men, whose 
manuscripts outnumbei^d those of the former 
by twenty-five per cent., and that the efibrts of 
the young women had been rewarded by a 
sweeping victory. 

The prize for fiction was awarded to Miss 
Grace M. Gallaher, of Essex, Conn., who grad- 
uated from Vassar, B.A., in 1897. Her story, 
entitled "A Question of Happiness," bore the 
pen-name "Mary Dwight." It is published 
in the November number of The Century, 

The prize poem, which will be published in 
the December number, is called *' The Road 
'Twixt Heaven and Hell.*' Its author. Miss 
Anna Hempstead Branch, of New London, 
Conn., is an alumna of Smith College, B.A., 
1897, and entered the competition with the 
pen-name *'A. H. Bolles." 

The prize essay, on "Carlyle's Dramatic 
Portrayal of Character," will appear in the 
January number. It was received with the 
pen-name "Margaret Evans," who proved to 
be Miss Florence Hotchkiss, of Geneva, 111., 
also a Bachelor of Arts of Vassar, 1897.

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LAFAYETTE VS. CORNELL. 

SCORE, 0-47. 

pERCY FIELD, at Ithaca, N. Y., was the 
scene of another defeat for Lafayette on 
Saturday, November 12, when the strong, well- 
trained Cornell aggregation rolled up 47 points 
against the Easton eleven. And even then the 
game had to be called some six minutes before 
the second half was ended, on account of dark- 
ness. The visitors were no match for the home 
team and had no chance at scoring. Three 
times Chalmers tried for a goal from the field. 
His drives were forcible, but all missed their 
mark by a good margin. 

Cornell played a sharp, quick, aggressive 
game, full of ginger and snap. Her interfer- 
ence was strong and well formed, being the 
best she has had this season. Perkins, at full 
back, won himself credit both in line bucking 
and on defensive work. Morrison, who was at 
left half-back in place of Captain Whiting, and 
right tackle Sweetland were Cornell's stars. 
Sweetland's play was the feature of the after- 
noon's performance. When Lafayette, on Cor- 
nell's forty-five-yard line, made its third at- 
tenip to kick a goal from the field, Sweetland 
broke through like a shot. In addition to 
blocking the kick, he captured the ball. With 
a clear field before him he made a touchdown, 
which brought forth great rounds of applause. 

For Lafayette, Chalmers at left tackle, Heck- 
man at full back, and Keiper at right end, took 
the honors of the day. 

Chalmers brought the Cornell rooters to their 
feet when he plunged through the line on a 
trick play. Young was the only Cornell player 



between him and the goal. He slipped just as 
he was about to tackle and the big fellow sped 
past with the ball. Perkins, the full-back, by 
a brilliant spurt, caught the runner from be- 
hind, bringing him down on Cornell's twenty- 
yard line. This was the nearest the visitors 
got to the Ithacans' goal. Young immediately 
kicked out of danger, and for the remainder of 
the game the ball was in Lafayette's territory. 
Heckman, on a trick pass, aided by Best's in- 
terference, also made a twenty-yard run. Kei- 
per, a new man, showed up well at end, play- 
ing a hard game notwithstanding his lack of 
weight. 

Cornell's scoring was, with the exception of 
a few runs, made by good, steady line buck- 
ing through the centre and on tackles. Only 
the simplest plays were used, but so fast were 
they played that the visitors could not prevent 
gains of from three to ten yards on every line 
up. In the second half Cornell resorted to a 
kicking game or the score would have been 
larger. In kicking Carter surpassed Young 
and gained from ten to fifteen yards on an ex- 
change. Lafayette had little opportunity to 
show what they could do in ofiensive work. 
They used the Pennsylvania guards back play 
and were nearly every time stopped eflfectively. 

The Maroon and White eleven was consid- 
erably weakened by the absence of Bray, whose 
exceptional ability in punting and line buck- 
ing is well known. Bray was unable to enter 
the game, the management considering it the 
best policy to save him for the Bucknell game, 
inasmuch as that was considered the more im- 
portant of the two, the loss of the Cornell game 
being a foregone conclusion.

The attendance has been very encouraging, a 
deeper spiritual interest has been manifest 
among the students. The opening meeting on 
Sunday evening was addressed by Prof. Owen, 
on * * The Source of Power. * * A large audience 
greeted the speaker, whose addresses are always 
greatly enjoyed by the students. On Monday 
evening Rev. Duncan M. Buchanan, of Maucfa 
Chunk, Pa., spoke on " Past, Present, Future." 
Mr. Buchanan is a great favorite with the va- 
rious organizations of men throughout the val- 
ley, and at his home draws large audiences of 
men on Sunday evenings. His address before 
the association was presented in a logical and 
forcible manner, and many have expressed a 
desire to hear him again in the near future. 
Dr. Ferrier spoke on Tuesday evening on ' * The 
Master Calleth for Thee.'* He made a most 
touching plea for the Christian life in its rela- 
tion to the college man, and in a characteristic 
simple, yet convincing address, made plain the 
first duty of the college man in response to the 
call of the Master. On Wednesday evening 
Dr. Chalfant, of Pittsburg, ex-Moderator of the 
Synod of Pennsylvania, spoke on "China." 
Dr. Chalfant has lately returned from an East- 
ern trip, and his talk was based on his obser- 
vation in China. The speaker is distinguished 
for having educated five sons at Lafayette, two 
of whom are now missionaries in China. The 
meeting on Thursday was held in the chapel 
at 5 p. M. The meeting was open to the pub- 
lic, and an appreciative audience of students 
and town people gathered to hear Dr. John R. 
Davies, of the class W81, speak on "The Ob- 
ligations of the Christian in the Present Life.*' 
Dr. Davies is favorably known as one of Lafay- 
ette's most acceptable representatives in the 
ministry. He is now pastor of the Bethlehem 
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Presbyterian Church, Philadelphia, one of the 
largest churches in the city. His admirable 
address was greatly enjoyed by all present, and 
^vas an inspiration to those endeavoring to ful- 
fill the obligations of the college man to God. 
The series of meetings was closed on Friday 
evening with a short, pithy and helpful address 
by Rev. A. H. Fischer, of Baston. His sub- 
ject was "The Christlike Man." While per- 
haps no great spiritual awakening has resulted 
from the meetings, nevertheless the association 
feels that the men have been greatly helped 
and the meetings will be counted successful if 
they result in a stronger devotion and increased 
consistency in the lives of the professing Chris- 
tians in the college.

AXZ HEN we enter college, we are given a 
thorough physical examination, and 
this is one of the best features of our physical 
department. But unfortunately the matter 
ends here. In order that the student may 
derive the best results from such an examina- 
tion, his development should be followed, and 
any weaknesses that may arise or any tendency 
toward unsymmetrical development that may 
become manifest, should be corrected. For this 
reason, we think it would be advisable for the 
examinations to be repeated at least once a 
year — although in many institutions they are 
held at more frequent intervals — and in this 
way data would be accumulated that would not 
only be of great service to the men themselves, 
but would be of real scientific value. 

When the examinations are given certain 
special work is advised for different individuals, 
yet how shall it be known whether this work 
is accomplishing its desired result except by 
repeated examinations? Then, too, the fact 
that a man is in good physical condition when 
he enters, is no proof that he will continue so 
for the four years of his college course. 



The examinations would doubtless make a 
great deal of work for the physical department, 
but we believe that this would be more than 
compensated for by the great benefits that the 
students would derive therefrom, and by the 
increased efficiency it would make possible to 
the department.

ric Method for the Determination of Copper," 
by Richard K. Meade, of '98, now assistant in 
chemistry. There is also an interesting review 
of Dr. Borcher's book on ** Electric Smelting," 
by Frederic P. Dewey, who was a member of 
our Faculty some years ago, and now con- 
nected with the United States Museum, Wash- 
ington. 

DR. MACKENZIE ON SUPERVISION* 
A T the Congress on Secondary Education 
in Chicago, Dr. Mackenzie, '78, read a 
paper on the Supervision of Private Schools by 
the State or Municipal Authority, in which he 
maintained that ''Supervised education has 
always and everywhere proved good education 
— education without such supervision has al- 
ways proved inferior." He deprecated the 
idea of parents sending their son or daughter 
to a schoolmaster whose best qualifications may 
be only that he has mastered the art of adver- 
tising, while they would not permit the care of 
their bodies to an unlicensed physician, or the 
care of their property to an unlicensed attor- 



ney, or the care of their soul to an unlicensed 
minister. He would have a commission named 
by two or three of the leading colleges or uni- 
versities in the state, and legally approved by 
the Legislature, to pass upon the qualifications 
of all teachers in the private schools and to ex- 
amine these schools at stated times. Dr. 
Schurman, president of Cornell University, in 
commenting upon this paper, said: *'In all 
great reforms, the man who raises issues does 
a work almost as important as the man who 
meets them. Dr. Mackenzie's article is not 
unlikely, therefore, to be epoch making." 

At the convention of the Association of Col- 
leges and Private Schools of the Middle States 
and Maryland, of which he was president. Dr. 
Mackenzie delivered an interesting address upon 
'* Democracy in Education." The purpose of 
the paper was to suggest that the most highly 
educated men in America have sadly neglected 
the schools of the nation, and that these sdiools 
need their encouragement and counsel. At 
this convention, Talcott Williams paid a high 
tribute to Lawrenceville. He said that he had 
been endeavoring to find out what became of 
the students of the preparatory schools, and 
that with a solitary exception, not one of the 
larger schools could give him information as to 
the ultimate place which their students took in 
the world of education. The exception was 
Lawrenceville School. Records were received 
from that institution unknown in any other 
secondary school to which he addressed his in- 
quiries, tracing every boy graduated fix>m col- 
lege.

SCORB, 6-0. 

T AFAYETTE won her second game of the 
season on Saturday against the heavy 
Bucknell team by a score of 6 to o. The effects 
of Brooke's three days' coaching were clearly 
seen, his plays being manifestly ground gainers 
and being directly responsible for the touch- 
down made. The playing was a vast improve- 
ment on the team's previous work. Chalmers, 
Bray, Best and McDermott did excellent indi- 
vidual work. Heilman showed up well also. 

The game was well played throughout, and 
deserved a better turnout of the student-body 
to see it, even though the weather looked 
threatening. 

Bucknell won the toss and chose the north- 
ern goal with a strong wind that was blowing 
almost directly down the field at their back. 
Bray kicked off well into Bucknell's territory. 
Pritchard caught the ball and returned it on a 
nice punt to midfield. Lafayette started to 
advance toward the visitors' goal, but a fumble- 
occurred before ten yards had been gained. 
This gave Bucknell possession of the ball. 

By short plunges through the line the visi- 
tors gradually pushed over into Lafayette's 
territory as far as the fifty-yard line. Knight's 
beautiful tackle behind the line for a loss of 
five yards caused them to punt, the ball going 
to Lafayette's twenty-yard line. 

A forward pass resulted in Lafayette losing 
the ball on her fifteen-yard line, while on the 
next play a blocked quarter-back kick gave it 
to her again. Bray at once punted to mid- 
field. Bucknell forced her way back to Lafay* 



ette's twenty-five-yard line, and there tried 
another quarter- back kick. The ball came 
straight into Bray's open arms, at the same 
time a splendid interference was forming to his 
left, with the result that he made a clever run 
of fifteen yards before being downed on our 
forty-yard line. Chalmers and McDermott by 
vigorous line bucking, advanced the ball to 
midfield. Here La&yette was given ten yards 
for off-side play. 

Short runs by Knight, Carter, Bray and 
Chalmers, forced the ball down field to Buck- 
nell's twenty-yard line, where the visitors ob- 
tained the ball on downs. They, in turn, 
rushed it back by a series of plunges to the 
forty-five-yard line, where Rutter, ever alert 
and ready, gave them quite a setback in spoil- 
ing a trick play. They failed to gain the nec- 
essary five yards in four downs, so La&yette 
was given the ball. 

Unable to gain, at the third down Bray 
punted. Pritchard returned the punt, and 
with the aid of the strong wind, gained fifteen 
yards by the exchange. Lafayette again failed 
to advance and again punted. 

Bucknell took the ball at the center of the 
field. Aided by ten yards for off-side play, 
and a beautiful end run of thirty yards, they 
made their way to Lafayette's fifteen-yard line. 
But the Maroon and White put up a stone 
wall defense, thanks to Chalmers' magnificent 
work, holding Bucknell for four downs and 
getting the ball. They had started in to push 
it back towards Bucknell's goal when time was 
called. Score, Lafayette, o; Bucknell, o. 

Bucknell opened the second half by kicking 
off to Best, who gathered up the ball and 
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ploughed through for eight yards before being 
brought down. Bray punted to the visitors' 
thirty-yard line. After short gains they were 
themselves forced to punt. 

Lafayette on her next line-up returned the 
punt and gained by the exchange, the ball 
going to Butknell's thirty-five-yard line, where 
Rutter's splendid end work in getting down 
the field and in tackling, dropped the visitors' 
full-back in his tracks. 

Bucknell attempted a fake kick, but learned 
much to her sorrow that McDermott was in the 
game, and was thoroughly acquainted with 
fake kicks, etc. Consequently Pritchard was 
forced to kick. 

Lafayette got the ball on her forty-yard line, 
and was gaining ground nicely when a fumble 
gave Bucknell the ball. Pritchard immedi- 
ately punted, Keiper getting the ball. Bray's 
punt and Bucknell' s inability to advance the 
required distance in four downs gave Lafayette 
the ball on her forty-five-yard line. From this 
point Chalmers, McDermott and Bray carried 
it over into Bucknell's territory. By hard 
plunges through the line, and by the assist- 
ance of a ten-yard penalty, the ball was ad- 
vanced to the thirty-yard line, where Bucknell 
got it, but fiiiling to gain, it was returned to 
the home team. 

After five yards advance Bucknell again got 
the ball, and this time kicked out of danger to 
midfield. L&fayette worked down the field a 
few yards, then Bray punted. The ball bounded 
from Pritchard's hands and went spinning 
towards Bucknell's goal line with Rutter and 
Pritchard in hot pursuit. Rutter made a mag- 
nificent dive for it and succeeded in getting it 
safely under him, thus giving Lafayette the 
ball on BuekneU's five-yard line. 

We failed to gain that important five yards, 
so the ball went to Bucknell, who immediately 
kicked out. Knight managed to block the 
kick and let Lafayette get the ball on the fifteen 
yard line. By a series of hard plunges it was 
forced down toward the goal and Chalmers 
finally took it over for a touchdown. Chal- 



mers also kicked the goal. Score, Lafayette, 
6 ; Bucknell, o, 

Bucknell kicked off and got the ball on Kei- 
per' s fumble. They played fast and furious, 
rushing down the field for gains of three and 
five yards at every play. As they neared La- 
fayette's goal, trick plays were used to good 
advantage. A double pass had just taken 
them to Lafayette's three-yard line when time 
was called.

LAFAYETTE VS. LEHIGH.

I^fayette victorious — eleven to five ! Rahl 
Rah I Rah! Tiger I Lafayette! And we can 
still say ^^ Lehigh never defeated us on La/ay- 
ette Field**/ No, not even in a driving snow- 
storm, with four inches of slush on the field ! 

Notwithstanding the cold and dampness, the 
snow and sleet, fully 800 people turned oat to 
see Lafayette defeat Lehigh on Thursday, thus 
wiping out the disgrace of November 5th, by 
ending a season of successive defeats with one 
grand, glorious victory ! It was a xemarkable 
assembly, for besides the students of both in* 
stitutions, there were also present many old 
Lafayette alumni, and a goodly number of the 
fair sex, who braved the storm and inclement 
weather. Ulsters, heavy coats, mackintoshes, 
gum boots, umbrellas, and even horse blankets 
were called into service; yet even these fidled 
to give sufficient protection against the driving 
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rain and snow. It is safe to say that never in 
the history of football was another such game 
played, nor is it likely that there will ever be 
another under such conditions. Those who 
were present will never forget the game and its 
attendant circumstances. 

The undergraduate student body took pos- 
session of the left-hand bleachers, — a veritable 
mass of storm coats and umbrellas ! In the 
first half the cheering was half-hearted and 
listless, far inferior to the article put up by Le- 
high from the opposite stand, but in the second 
half Lafayette cheers rang out with a vim and 
enthusiasm that was tremendous. It seemed 
as though the eleven men who were battling 
for the honor of dear old Lafayette had caught 
the spirit and enthusiasm which dominated the 
bleachers. Their playing was fast and snappy. 
One play followed another in quick succession, 
and the ball was rapidly worked down the 
field. Bray's superb punting practically won 
the game, but every man did his fair share and 
deserves full credit. 

It was a hard-fought game from start to 
finish. The Lafayette heroes went on the field 
with the firm determination of wiping out the 
disgrace of their former defeat or dying in the 
attempt, while the Lehigh eleven were equally 
determined to take another scalp, and thus 
close the season by scoring one more victory 
against their old rivals. 

Lafayette's work was immense, and the re- 
sult of the game clearly demonstrated her 
superiority over Lehigh. Marked improve- 
ment, both in speed and accuracy, over its 
previous work was shown by the Kaston team. 
This was entirely due to the coaching and per- 
sonal ofibrts of the large squad of &mous foot- 
ball lights who spent the week here whipping 
the eleven into shape. The men had been 
playing their best during the season, but they 

needed personal, individual coaching to render 
their efforts concerted and effective. This is 
just what had been given them since the Buck- 
nell game, and this is just what won the game. 
Great credit is due to Coaches Davis, Vail, 
Brooke, Newton and Dickson. 



It was a clever stroke of policy that kept 
Bray out of the game during the first half, when 
the wind was against us, and then put him in 
for the second half when the wind would aid 
his punts. 

Best showed remarkable judgment in giving 
just the signals needed, every play being in- 
tended to serve its purpose. And they did! 
The score shows that. In fact, every man on 
the team outdid himself, not only in keeping 
an eye upon the ball, but in seeing just where 
his weight was most needed, and in immedi- 
ately putting it there. 

While the officials were scratching away the 
snow in search of the boundary lines. Captain 
Best and Captain Chamberlain held a short 
conference, at which the Lehigh captain won 
the toss. He consequently took the north goal, 
thus having the advantage of the wind, which 
blew a gale along the length of the field. 

Bachman kicked off for Lafayette to the 
Bethlehemites' thirty-yard line. On the first 
line-up, Domin punted, the ball being carried 
by the wind to midfield. Lafayette slowly 
pushed her way down the field as &r as the 
twenty-five-yard line, where Lehigh held her 
for four downs and took the ball. 

Domin punted again to the center of the 
gridiron, and on the next play Lehigh was 
given the ball for holding. They gradually 
forced it towards Lafayette's goal, but were 
held for four downs on the twenty-five yard 
line. This gave Lafayette the ball, but she 
was unable to gain, consequently it passed over 
to Lehigh again. Lehigh tried to buck our 
line, but couldn't get over the stonewall, so the 
ball went to Lafayette and was kicked to the 
forty-yard line. End runs and line plunges 
were successful for Captain Chamberlain's men; 
they forged ahead to our ten-yard line. But 
here they were too anxious, and lost the ball 
for holding. 

Lafayette fumbled her first play, failed in the 
second, and punted on the third. Lehigh 
carried the slippery pigskin back to the eight-

npHE LAFAYETTE would heartily second 
the remarks made by Manager Weaver 
at the mass meeting regarding the ringing of 
bells and blowing of horns by the students 
when ladies appear upon the campus.

He 
was afraid that through some mistake an up- 
roar might be started, and when once started, 
he knew it would be impossible to stop it. 

From the many words of approval of Mana- 
ger Weaver's remarks we have heard, we feel 
confident that he voiced the sentiments of 
nearly every one in college, and that greater 
care will be taken in future to suppress any 
outbreak of this senseless custom.

This was to enable us to play a 
kicking game, and as it turned out, to be a win- 
ning game. 

Lehigh's kick-oflF was returned fiiUy fifteen 
yards by Chalmers' clever running. Then 
Bray kicked into Lehigh's territory. The 
visitors failed to gain and punted to midfield. 
Bray again punted, the ball rolled out of Dor- 
nin's hands, and Chalmers was on it like a 
flash. This gave Lafayette the ball on the 
three-yard line. In another minute Carter 
crossed the line for a touchdown. Chalmers 
kicked the goal. 

Score: Lafayette, 6; Lehigh, 5. 

Carter brought Lehigh's kick-off back to the 
twenty-yard line before being downed. Bray 
immediately punted into Lehigh's territory. 
The Bethlehemites tried to kick, but were 
blocked. Gledhill, however, fell on the ball. 
This gave them another chance, and Dornin 
succeeded in punting to midfield. 

Bray kicked to the twenty-yard line, where 
Keiper, Rutter and Chalmers downed the backs 
almost as soon as they touched the ball. An 
exchange of punts gave us the ball on the 
thirty-yard line, in front of the goal. Bray 
and Best attempted a goal from the field. The 
kick was blocked, and Lehigh got the ball. 
Domin punted into Lafayette's territory. On 



Bray's kick the ends went down field like a 
pair of race horses. Keiper dashed into Dor- 
nin so unexpectedly that he dropped the ball, 
and Rutter was right thei« to fall on it. 

This time Bray kicked beyond the goal line. 
Lehigh'* kick-out fixjm the twenty-five yard 
line was returned to her fifteen-yard line by 
Bray's running kick. Keiper was severely in- 
jured at this point, and had to leave the field. 
Wilson took his place at right end. 

Lehigh gained fifteen yards by skirting the 
right end. They then lost the ball on a fumble. 

Lafayette tried a tackle play, to carry the 
ball in front of the goal ; then Best and Bray 
prepared for another place-kick. Pour inches 
of snow and slush had to be scraped away to 
make a suitable place for the attempt on the 
forty-five-yard line. Yet when the ball was 
passed back. Best barely had time to fix it 
properly before Bray's sure foot sent it spin- 
ning right over the bar, a magnificent goal ! 
Score, Lafayette, 11 ; Lehigh, 5. 

The remainder of the game was unimport- 
ant. The ball was kicked back and forth fh>m 
one side to the other, but at no time was it 
very near either goal. Once when it was on 
Lehigh's forty-five-yard line Lafayette at- 
tempted another place-kick, but it was fumbled. 
Bray's next punt was blocked, and Lehigh 
immediately kicked out of danger. Time was 
called with the ball on Lehigh's twenty-five- 
yard line. Final score, La&yette, 1 1 ; Lehigh,

gROWN UNIVERSITY has challenged 
Dartmouth College to a debate to be held 
during the fall. 

Tufts College has followed in the recent steps 
of Princeton and Dartmouth with resolutions 
to abolish hazing among lower classmen. 

Arrangements are being made for a Christ- 
mas trip of the Yale hockey team. Exhibi- 
tion games will be played with the University 
of Pennsylvania, Washington and JeflFerson 
College, the University of Western Pennsylva- 
nia, and several other teams. 

The new gymnasium at Columbia is now 
ready for use. It is the largest in the country, 
having 22,000 square feet of ground space. 

The University of Cincinnati has lately re- 
ceived a gift of $56,000, to be used for the 
erection of a fireproof library building. 

Heidelburg University now has classes ofiS- 
cially recognized for regular practice in field 
sports. The movement was made in order to 
reduce the frequency of student duels. 

The Athletic Association of Harvard Gradu- 
ates will give a complimentary dinner to the 
Harvard eleven and substitutes on Saturday 
evening, December 3, at which Col. Theodore 
Roosevelt, Governor Wolcott and President 
Eliot will be among the speakers. 

The annual Pennsylvania-Cornell debate will 
be held this year on February 24. The ques- 
tion will be, ^^ Resolved, That the interests of 
the United States are opposed to the permanent 
control of any portion of the Eastern Hemis- 
phere, except so much as might be used for 
naval stations.'' 

The Yale Club, of New York, has appointed 
a committee to be known as the Committee on 
Business Information, the purpose of which is 
to aid communication between Yale men seek- 
ing employment and those in need of service. 
A register of names and addresses and other 
information will be kept. 

On Saturday night the Mask and Wig Club, 



of the University of Pennsylvania, gave a 
smoker, in honor of the football team and sub- 
stitutes of 1898, at their club house. The 
smoker was preceded by a one-act farce, en- 
titled '*The Game That Failed," written by 
William Ernst, '96. 

The men in the American army at Manila 
who are college men have formed a club known 
as the University Club of Manila. Men from 
Yale, Harvard, Princeton, Cornell, Pennsylva- 
nia, Columbia, Lafayette, Michigan, Oxford. 
Edinburg and Cambridge, England, are among 
the members. Non-commissioned officers and 
privates alone are eligible to membership. 
There are about 150 members in the club. 

The University of California is about to erect 
a students' observatory on a scale for under- 
graduate and graduate work never before at- 
tempted. There will be a central dome twenty- 
five feet in diameter with a telescope of sixteen 
inches aperture, and four similar domes for six 
to ten-inch telescopes. There will be rooms 
for fifty students, and all modem aatronomical 
appliances. 

When Brown University opened last year, 
but one student elected to study Spanish, and 
he was induced to substitute some other lan- 
guage. After the explosion of the Maine, 
when the spring term began, four students 
presented themselves to the professor of Span- 
ish, and the study was resumed. This fall, 
after the war, the professor found his room 
crowded with young men who wanted to study 
the language and literature of our late adver- 
saries.

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FOOTBALL CASUALTIES. 

'TpHE football season, just closed, shows 
more deaths and more serious accidents 
than any season in the history of the game. 
The minor accidents, however, are fewer. The 
season opened September 24 and closed No- 
vember 24. During that time there were five 
deaths and thirty-three serious injuries, while 
the minor accidents ran up into the hundreds. 
These figures give those opposed to football 
the opportunity to decry the game. The 
friends of the game offer in rebuttal the facts 
that 25,000 players have participated in games 
during the season, which places the death per- 
centage at I in 5000, while the serious injuries 
were i in 748. This percentage, they claim, 
is less than shown by yachting, swimming, 
cycling, hunting and other sports. In many 
instances, such as broken ribs and thumbs, the 
accidents are not recorded. The number of 
deaths this year is unusually large, but football 
is on the increase, and this will account for the 
larger percentage of deaths. A peculiar inci- 
dent is noticeable in the list of serious injuries, 
the number comprising many different kinds of 
mishaps. The list is as follows: 

Collar bone broken, 5 ; legs broken, 4 ; ribs 
broken, 4 ; skulls fractured, 3 ; torn ligaments 
of legs, 3 ; shoulder bones broken, 2 ; nose brok- 
en, concussion of the brain, ruptured kidney, 
wrist broken, collar bone dislocated, ankle 
sprained, leg dislocated, elbow socket broken, 
dislocated knee, cartilage of ribs torn, ankle 
broken, thumb broken and dislocated knee 
made up the other accidents. 

The following is a complete list of deaths : 

October i. — Boston College game, R. Cove- 
ney, paralysis of the spine. 

October 2. — Practice game at Omaha, Neb., 
W. Howell, injured spine. 

October 11.— Game at Camden, N. J., E. 
Shoemaker, crushed fingers from which lockjaw 
resulted. 

October 22. — Wyoming vs. Dickinson, M. 
P. Anderson, injured internally. 

November 5. — Game at Chicago, J. Mor- 
rison, injured internally. 



LA FAYETTE lyiQ^4UMENT FUND. 

npHE La Fayette Memorial Commission has 
been requested by President McKinley 
to report to him the amount of funds contrib- 
uted by the school children of the United States 
for the erection in Paris of a monhment to La 
Payette. The Commission is desirous that 
postmasters and public and parochial school 
officials forward the amounts held by them at 
the earliest possible date to Treasurer Charles 
G. Dawes, Washington. It is expected that 
Congress will appropriate for a pedestal an 
amount of money in duplicate of the pennies 
and nickels given by the children, which will 
approximate $50,000 or $60,000. This appro- 
priation will be asked for in the form of La Fay- 
ette souvenir half dollars, the silver for which 
will cost the government half the face value or 
$25,000. It is thought that the coins may 
readily be disposed of at a premium or one 
dollar each.

npHE following extract from The Sibyl, of 
Elmira College, may perhaps strike a 
sympathetic chord in the hearts of some of our 
own undergraduates:

A T the meeting of the Delaware Historical 
Society, November 21, at Wilmington, 
William T. Smithers, of Dover, read an inter- 
esting paper on the late Hon. N. B. Smithers, 
'36, of Dover, who was considered one of the 
best lawyers in the state and one of the best 
Congressmen Delaware ever sent to Wash- 
ington.

npO understand aright the subject of this 
window, it will be necessary to recall 
some of tHe facts in the life of Alcuin, the 
" Glory of Anglo-Saxon Learning.'* He was 
bom in 735 A. D., near the city of York. He 
was educated by Archbishop Egbert, whom he 
succeeded as director of the school of York, which 
possessed the best working library in Europe, 
rich in both Christian and heathen authors, 
and in which the seven liberal arts were taught, 
together with chronology, natural history and 
jurisprudence. 

Alcuin was by &r the greatest educator of 
his age, and took the lead in the revival of 
learning, inaugurated by Charlemagne. The 
master and the pupil first met at Pavia, in the 
year 781. At the time Alcuin was in Italy on 
a book hunting tour, and stopped at Pavia in 
order to attend a public disputation between 
the king's instructor in grammar and one 
Luleus, a celebrated Jewish doctor. Charle- 
magne forming the acquaintance of Alcuin, 
was so impressed by Alcuin's knowledge, and 
hearing of his great executive ability, that then 
and there he asked him to take charge of the 
educational af&irs of his domain. Alcuin ac- 
cepted the offer, but did not enter upon active 
work until the following year (782). The first 
thing that claimed his attention was the cor- 
rection of the text of the Latin writers, the 
Holy Scripture, and the liturgical books be- 
longing to the court school at Aix-la-Chapelle, 
which were very much corrupted through the 



ignorance of the copyists. He next, with the 
assistance of the three best scholars of the 
school of York, Wizo, Fredegis and Segulf, put 
the court school upon a right and reasonable 
method of study. This was followed by the 
establishment of a number of public schools in 
different parts of the empire. The correction 
of the Bible was a long task, and was not com- 
pleted till the year 800, when a copy, carefully 
freed from error, was presented by Alcuin to 
Charlemagne at the time of his coronation at 
Rome as the Emperor of the West, and this 
identical copy is now in the library of Sta. 
Naria in Vallicella at Rome. 

In the court school the children of the palace 
were by no means the only pupHs, as the daily 
lectures were crowded by other ecclesiastics 
and laymen; moreover, the influence of the 
school in the restoration of letters was felt 
through all the countries^ under the sway of 
Charlemagne. The studies pursued included 
grammar, logic, rhetoric, arithmetic, geometry, 
music and astronomy, together with a careful 
study of the classic poets. Holy Scripture and 
the Fathers, and besides great attention was 
given to refutation of errors contrary to Chris- 
tian truth. The wits of the pupils were stimu- 
lated by quiz classes : an exercise ad acuendos 
pueros. The school was brought by Alcuin to 
such a state of perfectic^a that it was not only 

a school, but a literary academy as well, in 
fact, a college. In the Jie of Charles the Bald 
it was removed to Pari* and became the nucleus 
of the great university of that city. Alcuin, 
as was stated above, established numbers of 
free schools, colleges and libraries; and in 
addition devoted much time to forming a staff 
of skilful copyists in order to multiply books 
for these institutions of education. 
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In the year 796, he was appointed Abbot of 
S. Martins at Tours, where there was already 
a very good school, but which he raised to a 
renown far beyond any of its contemporaries, 
and whose libraries he enriched with many 
precious manuscripts. The school became so 
celebrated that crowds of scholars flocked to 
its halls of learning from every part of Europe. 

Alcuin's greatest scholar was Charlemagne 
himself, and he found it no easy task to satisfy 
the Emperor's intellectual requirements, for he 
was a man who thought of everything, whose 
scholastic curiosity was insatiable, who busied 
himself equally with history, chronology, 
morals, astronomy, grammar, theology, and 
law. He specially delighted in the study of 
astronomy, to which his mind was more point- 
edly called in the year 798 by the erratic move- 
ments of the planet Mars, and he was also most 
anxious to learn all about the calculation of 
Easter. 

The artist of the window has, as will be seen, 
portrayed the master and pupil in familiar con- 
verse. Alcuin is turning over the leaves of one 
of his works on astronomy : De Cursu et Saltu 
Lurue ac Bissexto, while the great king, lean- 
ing lovingly on his beloved teacher and dearest 
friend, hearkens to the explanation of the right 
method of calculating Easter, and the relation 
of the moon to the sun. The architectural and 
other accessories of the sketch are true to the 
age of these illustrous men. The artist has 
placed over their heads seven burning lamps, 
symbolical of the liberal arts, the irivtum and 
the quadrivium.

which the master and the pupil did so much to 
promote. In the base of the window, to the 
left, there is a representation of the seal of 
Charlemagne, which in its day was impressed 
on many a charter granting educational privi- 
leges to the eighth century inquirers after truth 
in all its various orders, and we may believe it 
was affixed to that most momentous document. 



the Capitulary of 787, which was in truth the 
basic charter or germ from whence sprang 
mediaeval education and culture. To balance 
this seal of the great king, on the right of the 
base there is a monogram of Alciun. 

Could there be a better subject or more fitting 
memorial for a college, chapel or the hall of a 
society of collegians than this design, in view 
of what these great men did for the cause of 
education in all its grades? Moreover, it lends 
itself to colored glass work, because of the color 
possibilities it offers to the artist. 

How Charlemagne must have mourned for 
Alcuin, and what a loss to the cause of learn- 
ing, when on the morning of Whitsunday, May 
19, 804, the great master and scholar passed 
quietly and happily to the eternity he so loved 
to contemplate in the light of Christian faith. 
There is one more thought and another reason 
for this window. In the love that these two 
benefactors had for each other, the true equalit}' 
of man and man is most beautifully exemplified 
and set forth, together with true friendship.

A FIRE IN MdCEEN HALL.

A NOTHER matter that was called to our 
attention by the fire is the deliberate 
breaking of the hall windows by the fellows.

We have all of us very probably been guilty 
of this window smashing, but when we stop to 
think of the matter, it seems so utterly childish, 
and the spirit of destruction it manifests seems 
so unworthy of a college man that we are sur- 
prised not to have realized it before. 

We are in the habit of saying that it all 
comes out of the damage money which would 
go somewhere else at any rate, so it doesn't 
make any difference. But it does make a dif- 
ference in many respects, and puts us to a 
great many inconveniences, which, if inflicted 
upon us from any other cause, we would be 
very quick to resent. 

During this cold weather, these open win- 
dows make our rooms very much harder to 
keep warm, and materially increase our coal 
bill as well. When it storms, the rain pours 
in through these windows, and it was far from 
pleasant, after the last snow, to find a snow 
drift in front of one's room door. On windy 
nights the gas is frequently blown out, filling 
the building with the delightful odor of water 
gas, unless some o^e takes tlie trouble to turn 
it off, and at any rate compelling one to grope 
about in Stygian darkness, at imminent danger 
of life and limb. 

We feel sure that the matter has but to be 
brought before the attention of the undergrad- 
uates to have them see it in its true light and 
to cause the immediate discontinuance of the 
custom.

DR. VARFIELiyS ADDRESS. 



An Abridf|unAit of foe Scmioii Duivcfcd by Pmldciit 
Wasfidd in fhe CoOcge Qutpcl on Sunday Morning. 

T DO not think we can find a more fitting 
mental attitude in which to begin the new 
year than that reflected in the refrain of the 
One Hundred and Seventh Psalm : ** Oh thai 
men would praise the Lord for His goodness ^ and 
for His wonderful works to the children of men . ' ' 
In this Psalm the manifold providences of God 
are depicted in graphic language. We are 
made to see the dangers which beset the trav- 
eler, the invalid, the prisoner, those that go 
down to the sea in ships, and many others, 
and how in their trouble these men cry unto 
the Lord and He delivers them out of their dis- 
tress. And the Psalmist rebukes us because 
we do not constantly recognize God's goodness 
and unfailing care over us. 

There is no virtue higher than the perfect 
contentment of spirit which recognizes on the 
one hand the rich grace of God, and on the 
other the obligation of man to consecrated ser- 
vice. The exhortation of the apostle "be con- 
tent with such things as ye have" is coupled 
with a warning against covetousness and a re- 
minder of the ever-present help of God. We 
should scarcely need to be reminded of the 
wonderful richness of our life in things which 
minister to our comfort,' in thoughts which lift 
us above the commonplace, and in hopes that 
raise us up to God. But are we contented 
with our lot ? Ours is a material civilization. 
We regard the singer of this song as one lifted 
but little above the level of barbarism. The 
Israelite of old dwelling in tents amid his flocks 
and herds ; the King of Judah hiding in the 



caves of the rocks; the dweller in the rude 
palaces of a provincial city; what did such 
men know of the conveniences and comforts of 
modern life? How little they had to make 
them content. Yet we find no more beautifttl 
notes in which to breathe our blessings, no 
loftier language in which to frame our aspira- 
tions, than was fashioned by such men as these 
three thousand years ago. 

It behooves us to hearken to the appeal that 
is made to us to recognize God's goodness, and 
not less to attend to the implied rebuke to the 
carping, complaining spirit. If we fix our 
thoughts only on what we have not which 
others have, in this age of infinite wealth and 
variety of material possessions we shall never 
finish our catalog of the things we have failed 
to attain. But if we will but fix our thoughts 
on what we have, how much cause shall we 
find for gratitude. There is not one of us but 
is singularly blessed. We have much. We 
have large opportunities. We have great 
hopes. 

We have lately come to understand how 
great is our beloved republic. We have en- 
larged our borders in the year that is passed. 
We have visibly grown in power and reputa- 
tion. Let us joyfully recognize this, and let 
us resolve to support our country in her hour 
of critical decision with loyal hearts; not criti- 
cising nor complaining, let us steadfastly urge 
the obligation of our country to preach political 
equality and extend religious liberty wherever 
its influence reaches. Our fathers crossed the 
sea in the conviction that these were universal 

truths ; in due time they passed the Appala- 
chian range, occupied the central valleys, and 
looked with rising courage on the western

Inasmuch 
as there has been no book out up to the pres- 
ent time which embodies the most recent data 
and ideas relating to the subject and treating 
of both combined and separate systems in a 
comprehensive manner, we believe the work 
will be heartily welcomed by both city engi- 
neers and engineering schools. 

The subject of sewage disposal is not treated 
at length, as much data on that subject has 
already been published. 

The work is eminently a practical work for 
practical men. 

The chapters on **the design*' and **detail 
plans" are carefully written, and Part II on 
construction, embodying as it does the best 
engineering practice, should prove of great 
value, not only to novices, but to men who 
have had considerable experience as well. 



Especial attention has been paid to the matter 
of cost, the comparative advantages of day 
labor and contract work are discussed, and 
model specifications and contracts are also 
given. The subject of maintenance is also 
given careful attention. 

The book contains much valuable data, which 
is so tabulated as to be readily accessible. 

The work is primarily intended for practis- 
ing engineers, but has also been arranged with 
a view to its use as a text-book in engineering 
schools. The matter having some time been 
so used by the author, his experience has been 
of some value in its selection and arrangement.

An Afaridfemeiit of tfie Senium DeUvcfcd by Prcddent 
l^affidd in t&e College Chapel on Sunday Morning. 

T DO not think we can find a more fitting 
mental attitude in which to begin the new 
year than that reflected in the refrain of the 
One Hundred and Seventh Psalm: '' OA thai 
men would praise the Lord for His goodness ^ and 
for His wonderftil works to the children of men,*' 
In this Psalm the manifold providences of God 
are depicted in graphic language. We are 
made to see the dangers which beset the trav- 
eler, the invalid, the prisoner, those that go 
down to the sea in ships, and many others, 
and how in their trouble these men cry unto 
the Lord and He delivers them out of their dis- 
tress. And the Psalmist rebukes us because 
we do not constantly recognize God's goodness 
and unfailing care over us. 

There is no virtue higher than the perfect 
contentment of spirit which recognizes on the 
one hand the rich grace of God, and on the 
other the obligation of man to consecrated ser- 
vice. The exhortation of the apostle "be con- 
tent with such things as ye have" is coupled 
with a warning against covetousness and a re- 
minder of the ever-present help of God. We 
should scarcely need to be reminded of the 
wonderful richness of our life in things which 
minister to our comfort,' in thoughts which lift 
as above the commonplace, and in hopes that 
raise us up to God. But are we contented 
with our lot ? Ours is a material civilization. 
We regard the singer of this song as one lifted 
but little above the level of barbarism. The 
Israelite of old dwelling in tents amid his flocks 
and herds ; the King of Judah hiding in the 



caves of the rocks; the dweller in the rude 
palaces of a provincial city; what did such 
men know of the conveniences and comforts of 
modern life? How little they had to make 
them content. Yet we find no more beautiful 
notes in which to breathe our blessings, no 
loftier language in which to frame our aspira- 
tions, than was fashioned by such men as these 
three thousand years ago. 

It behooves us to hearken to the appeal that 
is made to us to recognize God's goodness, and 
not less to attend to the implied rebuke to the 
carping, complaining spirit. If we fix our 
thoughts only on what we have not which 
others have, in this age of infinite wealth and 
variety of material possessions we shall never 
finish our catalog of the things we have failed 
to attain. But if we will but fix our thoughts 
on what we have, how much cause shall we 
find for gratitude. There is not one of us but 
is singularly blessed. We have much. We 
have large opportunities. We have great 
hopes. 

We have lately come to understand how 
great is our beloved republic. We have en- 
larged our borders in the year that is passed. 
We have visibly grown in power and reputa- 
tion. Let us joyfully recognize this, and let 
us resolve to support our country in her hour 
of critical decision with loyal hearts; not criti- 
cising nor complaining, let us steadfastly urge 
the obligation of our country to preach political 
equality and extend religious liberty wherever 
its influence reaches. Our fathers crossed the 
sea in the conviction that these were universal 

truths ; in due time they passed the Appala- 
chian range, occupied the central valleys, and 
looked with rising courage on the western 
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ocean. We have carried our arms far into that 
broad sea, and it is for us to see to it that the 
beloved faith of old does not falter nor fail. 

And do we not owe a very large debt of 
gratitude to God for this college? How many 
things have we now to make us contented and 
happy ? Is the college not richly equipped for 
its work ; are not the buildings large and con- 
venient ; are not the grounds singularly beau- 
tiful? Shall we take up the burden of the 
chronic complainer and criticise .this or that 
minor detail ; shall we whine over this incon- 
venience, and that petty discomfort ; when so 
many things minister to our well-being and 
advance our purpose in being here ? There are 
richer colleges, and more superbly furnished 
buildings, and if we choose to keep our eyes 
always on what some other institution has, and 
we have not, we shall be continually occupied 
with our complaints. But let us rather re- 
member how for many years the students and 
faculty contented themselves for homes and 
recitation rooms with the central portion of 
South College and West College. The grounds 
were narrow, the buildings small, the comforts, 
as we count comforts, few. But they were 
brave men who wrought in that contracted 
field, and they bred brave men for large useful- 
ness in the world. It ought to be with deep 
gratitude and strong resolve that we recall the 
steady development of the material and intel- 
lectual forces of this college; and above all 
with un&ltering faith in God's goodness to us. 

It was because I had such faith that a year 
ago I dared to stand here and out of the dark- 
ness of a great loss promise the rising of a new 
day. Whenever I looked across the campus 
and saw our beautiful building a mass of black- 
ened ruins my heart sank within me. Long 
ere we knew that the terrible tragedy of a hu- 
man soul was inextricably mingled with those 
ruins, we all felt their baleful influence. But 
trusting in God and His promises ; believing in 
the large work that He has given this college 
to do and His sure help in time of need; I said 
that I was sure another year would see a not 



less noble building rising in beauty from the 
old foundations. That building, though not 
yet quite completed, stands there to fulfill my 
prophecy. It is even better adapted to the 
purposes to which it was dedicated by its gen- 
erous giver than the building which preceded 
it. We shall soon be rejoicing in its finished 
beauty and its increased convenience. 

But not only is thb so. The work of the 
college has gone steadily on. The students 
responded nobly to every appeal, and though 
for a time we were sorely tried, each trial but 
brought us closer and closer together, and 
made us feel that we all stand first and most 
for the honor of our dear college.. Material 
blessings followed this spiritual one. Three 
professors' houses sprang up on the further 
border of the grounds, a legacy has insured us 
at an early day the long desired library build- 
ing, other gifts in other departments brought 
the year's total up to fifty thousand dollars, 
and now the courts have by fiivorable decisions 
assured us of the remainder of the Payer- 
weather fund, amounting perhaps to $30,000. 

I begged you then to 

" Look up and not down. 
Look forward and not back, 
Look out and not in, 
Lend a hand." 

I rejoice in your response to that appeal, and 
beg you to take heart of grace and believe that 
God has a great future for this college, and 
that He shall surely perform His purpose 
towards it. 

Let us begin the new year then with the 

recognition of God's goodness tons, and stoutly 

resolve that with His help we will do our part 

to make the life of this college a continual song 

of praise.

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S^YFORD AT LAFAYETTTE. 

A MOST interesting series of meetings is in 
progress this week under the auspices of 
the Young Men's Christian Association. Mr. 
S. M. Sayford, of Boston, one of the most ac- 
ceptable speakers among college men in the 
country, who is touring the eastern colleges un- 
der the auspices of the business men of Boston, 
is delivering a series of addresses to our college 
body. Say ford was one of the principal speakers 
at the fiimous Northfield conference last sum- 
mer, and is well-known among college men as 
one of the most successful personal workers in 
the field of college work. For twelve years he 
has prosecuted his labors most successfully in 
all the leading colleges and universities in the 
country, during which time hundreds of college 
men have been led into better and more use- 
ful lives. Sayford visited Lafayette in 1890, 
and his stay then resulted in a number of con- 
versions and a general uplifl among the Chris* 
tian men. In his present visit he has been 
assisted in his work by Mr. Edmund D. Soper, 
the State Secretary of the College Associations 
of Pennsylvania. The opening meeting was 
held on Tuesday evening in Brainerd Hall, and 
was largely attended, about 85 men welcoming 
Sayford to the college. On Monday evening 
Sayford had met the committeemen of the asso- 
ciation for a short season of preparation. The 
address of Sayford on Tuesday evening was 
strong and practical in every detail, and he 
spoke with that earnestness and sympathy so 
much appreciated by college men. His address 
made a most favorable impression on his 
hearers, and on Wednesday evening about one 
hundred men gathered in the Y. M. C. A. 
rooms to hear his second address. This ad- 
dress, tike his first, was a touching appeal to 
men for more fruitful lives, and his talk was 
replete with apt illustrations drawn from his 
own varied experience which clinched his ar- 
guments presented to his hearers. Never has 
a more attentive and appreciative audience 
gathered in Brainerd Hall. Mr* Sayford has 
a winning, manly personality which attracts 



the college man with peculiar force, and the 
visiting speaker becomes a personal friend and 
helper. Sayford*s methods are unique, but far 
reaching and popular. Without emotion and 
undue excitement he presents the Christian 
life to college men in a sunny, happy manner, 
which both attracts and convinces without 
forcing men through their feelings. He aims 
to make college men think, and his addresses 
have provoked thoughtful discussion through- 
out the student body. Mr. Sayford made his 
closing address in the chapel on Thursday 
evening, the increased attendance demanding 
a larger meeting place. The Lafavkttk was 
in press during this meeting and is thus unable 
to report it. The meetings in general have 
been highly successful, and the Y. M. C. A. is 
to be congratulated for having arranged the 
very helpful visit of Sayford to the college. 

Aside fh>m the meetings Mr. Sayford has 
met a number of the fellows in private inter- 
views, and has given them the full benefit of 
his experience as a man among men, working 
and living for the uplifting of college men. 
Mr. Sayford has won a warm spot in the hearts 
of the Lafayette students, and will always find 
a royal welcome awaiting him here.

TOURING the Christmas vacation Lafayette 
lost another of her loyal supporters in 
the death of Judge Howard J. Reeder, which 
occurred on December 28. He was chairman 
of the Alumni Athletic Committee of the Ath- 
letic Association, and has long been identified 
with the college as one of her ardent up- 
holders. 

Judge Reeder was bom in 1843, and was the 
son of Andrew H. Reeder, Governor of Kansas 
during the anti-slavery struggles before the 
civil war. He prepared for college at the pre- 
paratory school at that time carried on in con- 
nection with Lafayette, and entered Princeton 
with the class of 1863. In his Senior year he 
left college to serve as adjutant in the 153d 
Regiment of Pennsylvania Volunteers, in which 
he was promoted to a captaincy. 

After the war he practiced law, and com- 
pleted his studies at the Harvard Law School. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1867, and estab- 
lished himself in his profession, {(t Kaston. 

In 1 88 1 he was appointed Judge, and in 
1884 was elected Judge of the Northampton 
County Judicial District. He was appointed 
Judge of the Superior Court by the Governor 
in 1895, and at the election of the same year 
was elected for the full term of ten years — the 
position which he held at the time of his 
death.

INTEROOLLEGIATE. 

"^ORTH CAROLINA has opened the doors 
of her State University to women. 

At a recent meeting of the Intercollegiate La- 
crosse Association, Captain Gummere, of Le- 
high, was elected president. The schedule of 
games was adopted, and officials for the con- 
tests were selected. 

On January 2, representatives of Harvard, 
Columbia and Cornell formed at New York 
City the Inter-University Lacrosse League, to 
take the place of the Intercollegiate League 
which has existed for several years. Univer- 
sities alone will be admitted. 

The challenge issued by Harvard, Yale, 
Columbia and Princeton for a cable chess 
match with players from Oxford and Cambridge 
was forwarded on January 4, to England. The 
challenge calls for matches on six boards, to 
take place during the Easter recess. 

A meeting of the representatives of the Yale 
and Columbia hockey teams was held on Jan- 
uary 6, in New York. A proposition of form- 
ing an intercollegiate hockey league was dis- 
cussed. It was decided that invitations should 
be sent to Yale, Columbia, University of Penn- 
sylvania, Cornell and Brown, asking them to 
send representatives to a meeting to be held in 
New York next month. 

Cornell has recently erected a hydraulic lab- 
oratory. In the laboratory experiments will be 
conducted to ascertain the motion of water in 
open channels. The dragging and suspending 
power of running water, and the resistance of- 
fered to the motion of boats dependent on their 
form, size and surface condition, will also be 
studied. Of special interest to all students of 
sanitary science will be the experiments made 
upon the motion of sewerage in pipes as af- 
fected diameter and grade of the pipes, and the 
effect of flushing. In this connection, the pol- 
lution of streams and the purity of filter af- 
fluents will be investigated.

THE DEATH OF FRANK LAROS» "97. 

npHE many friends of Frank Laros, '97, will 
be surprised and pained to learn of his 
death, which occurred on Friday morning, 
December 23. The cause of his death was a 
succession of diseases. During the summer 
following the graduation of '97, he suffered an 
attack of diphthera. He had scarcely recov- 
ered from this sickness when he was stricken 
by a severe attack of typhoid fever, followed 
by a relapse. Suffering and sickness may have 
left his system weakened, although he seemed 
to have regained his former robust health. 
During the month of October last, in a fit of 
coughing, a nasal artery broke, and before aid 
could arrive, he had lost over half his blood. 
He was unable to recover his strength, lost by 
hemmorrhage, and when finally his lungs 
became affected, death came and put an end to 
his sufferings. 

At the time of his last illness he was mana- 
ger of the South Bethlehem Star. His death 
cut short a successfril career in his chosen pro- 
fession of journalism.

npHE fiftieth anniversary of the ordination 
to the ministry of Rev. Dr. James F. 
Kennedy, '39, the celebrated blind preacher 
and author, of Chambersburg, was held De- 
cember 13. The venerable Rev. William A. 
West, president of Metzger College, Carlisle, 
presided, and the religious services were opened 
by Rev. Ebenezer Erskine, of Newville. Dr. 
Kennedy was bom at "The Straw," in War- 
ren county, N. J., September 27, 1824. He 
was graduated fi-om Lafayette College in 1839, 
after which he studied medicine, but subse- 
quently went to Princeton Seminary, studied 
for the ministry, and was graduated in 1845. 
The Presbytery of Carlisle licensed him in 
1846. During 1856-7 he lost the sight of both 
eyes, and, returning here, became teacher of 
languages in the academy, then professor of 
ancient languages at Wilson College, and vice- 
president of that institution, continuing there 
until 1876. The doctor has been a volumin- 
ous writer on' religious topics, and many of his 
books are widely known and used. He has a 
rare faculty for languages, and speaks and 
writes Arabic, Syriac, Hebrew, German, Latin, 
Greek and Anglo-Saxon. 

'54. Among the older alumni of North- 
eastern Pennsylvania, few were better known 
than B. H. Pratt, who died in December. For 
many years he has been engaged in newspaper 
work in Wilkes- Barre and Scran ton. In later 
years he has been employed on the Scranton 
/Republican, the Scranton Truths and at the 
time of his death on the publication of the 
Colliery Engineer, 

'55. William M. Allison, valedictorian of 
his class, lawyer and editor, and one of the re- 
markably able men of this State, died at Mifflin- 
town. Pa., in December. Mr. Allison was the 
founder of the Altoona Tribune, and for nine- 
teen years preceding his death published the 



Juniata Herald, He was president of the 
Juniata Valley Alumni Association.

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FOOTBALL AT LAFAYETTE. 



RESUMfe OF THE SEASON OF '98. 

T^ VERY student of Lafayette looks back over 
the football season of 1898, and contem- 
plates with much satisfaction the successful end- 
ing of the season, even though he may not have 
so thoroughly enjoyed its beginning. Indeed, 
when college opened, matters looked blue and 
discouraging enough. With only two men left 
from the previous year's eleven, and with Cap- 
tain Worthington unable to return, the devel- 
opment of a winning team looked like a hope- 
less task. But neither Manager Weaver nor 
Acting Captain Best allowed themselves to be 
disheartened. They at once set to work, and 
with the assistance of Coach Davis, and the 
hearty co-operation of the players and entire 
student-body, succeeded in producing a team 
which defeated Lehigh once, and should have 
defeated her twice. 

The material was good, the men were will- 
ing and anxious to play their best, and they 
tried their hardest; but something seemed 
lacking. They had not received proper indi- 
vidual coaching ; they had not been drilled into 
proper form, and consequently they went to 
pieces at critical moments. 

Perhaps the less we say of the early part of 
the season the better, but towards the end, after 
our first Lehigh game had shaken things up, a 
decided improvement was to be seen, not only 
in team work and concerted action, but also in 
individual playing. More attention was given 
to ^ch individual man on the team. A large 
squad of cpaches instructed him as to the proper 
method of meeting every man of the enemy. 



He came to have more confidence in his own 
ability after he knew precisely what was to be 
done on each occasion, and how to do it. With 
this confidence came that life and ginger which 
means so much in a game, and which had been 
a minus quantity during the early part of the 
season. 

Thus, our team was really not getting the 
proper kind of training and coaching until the 
last two games. In these games they showed 
what they were capable of doing under favora- 
ble conditions. When we consider the disad- 
vantages under which we labored^ and the raw 
material with which we had to deal, we have 
no reason to be ashamed of our team or of their 
record. 

The first game was played on the home 
grounds with the Villa Nova team. The re- 
sult was a decided victory for Lafayette, rais- 
ing our expectations and furnishing grounds 
for the brightest hopes of future success. But 
in some respects it was disappointing. The 
team work was ragged and the playing in gen- 
eral was slow, uncertain, and loose. The score 
was. Villa Nova o, Lafayette 16. 

The second game was played with Washing- 
ton and Jefierson at Pittsburg. Perhaps the 
heat and the exceedingly muddy grounds were, 
to some extent, responsible for our defeat. 
I^afayette put up a very fair game, however, 
tackling well and frequently forcing W. and J. 
to kick. But it seemed as though the adverse 
tide of misfortune had started to roll in towards 
us, for the s^ore stood Lafayette o, W. and J. 
16. 

The third game was with State College at 
Easton. It was a stubborn, hard-fought bat- 
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tie, each side realizing how much it meant to 
win or lose this first decisive game of the sea- 
son. Neither side scored in the first half. In 
the second half Lafayette carried the ball down 
towards State's goal with a rush and succeeded 
in reaching the twenty-yard line. But here 
three inexcusable fumbles in succession lost us 
the ball and allowed State eventually to score. 
These three fumbles are, in a large measure, 
responsible for the team's demoralization and 
the long string of defeats that follows. The 
score was Lafayette o, State 5. 

The fourth game was with Princeton at 
Princeton. Of course we could not hope to 
win this game. To hold the Tigers down to 
a small score was the height of our ambitions, 
or to make a chance touchdown against them. 
To neither of these did we attain. The score 
stood Lafayette o, Princeton 34. 

The fifth game was played atSaston against 
the strong Dickinson team. Each eleven scored 
one touchdown in the first half. In the second 
half Lafayette seemed to fly to pieces, allowing 
the Carlisle team to double the score, making 
it Lafayette 6, Dickinson 12. 

Our sixth game was with U. of P. in Phila- 
delphia, witnessed by a crowd of over 7,000 
people. Lafayette's defensive work was good, 
but the oflFensive playing was weak, very few 
first downs being made during the entire game. 
It was largely due to Bray's magnificent punt- 
ing that the score was kept down, and especial 
credit was given to Chalmers for his great 
tackling. Like Rinehart in the previous year's 
game, Chalmers played all over the field, mak- 
ing tackle after tackle that brought the grand- 
stand to its feet. Still Pennsylvania succeeded 
in running up 32 points in the two twenty-five 
minute halves. 

Next came the Annapolis game with the 
Naval Cadets. The middies have the reputa- 
tion for always putting up a stiflF game of foot- 
ball. Lafayette knew this, but was not quite 
prepared for the style of game served up by 
the Cadets. Tricks and fast hard play proved 
too much for Maroon and White's inexperi- 



enced eleven. They held the score down to 
six points for the first half, these six points 
being made on a trick play and a sixty-yard 
run. But in the second half, instead of play- 
ing hard to even matters up, La&yette seemed 
to take a slump. Consequently the middies 
rushed the ball over for two more touchdowns, 
making the final score 18 to o in favor of 
Annapolis. 

The ill-fated 5th of November brought to the 
hearts of Lafayette rooters the most crushing 
blow of the season, when they saw Capt. Best's 
men crumble away before Lehigh's light line. 
The game took place at Bethlehem, a special 
train carrying up the entire student body, who 
stood by their team nobly, cheering to the 
bitter end. On the very first play Chalmers 
fell on the ball not ten yards fi-om Lehigh*s 
goal, and nothing should have prevented our 
making a touchdown or at least kicking an 
easy goal from the field. But neither was done, 
the latter not even being attempted. Lehigh 
could make but one touchdown during the first 
half. In the second when Bray was injured 
and carried off the field, the team simply went 
to pieces. Three more touchdowns were made 
by the Brown and White ere time was called. 
The final score was Lafayette o, Lehigh 22. 

The ninth game was with Cornell at Ithaca. 
Lafayette had not recovered from the efiects of 
the Lehigh defeat. Bray was unable to play, 
and the entire team was disheartened. As a 
result the Ithacans rolled up a big score, wiping 
out the disgrace of defeat received at Lafayette's 
hands two years ago. The score was 47 to o 
for Cornell. 

Previous to the Bucknell game our team re- 
ceived an addition to the coaching force. Mr. 
George Brooke had given the men his undi- 
vided attention for several days, and had 
coached them individually, as well as giving a 
number of new plays. In this game the team 
showed wonderful improvement. Their oflfense 
and defense were strong. Their team work 
was much better, and they entered more into 
the spirit of the game. Neither side scored 
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during the first half. In the second half La- 
fayette got the ball and forced it down the 
field slowly but surely. Chalmers carried it 
over the line and afterwards kicked the goal. 
The score stood 6-0 in favor of Lafayette. 

Our last' game was with Lehigh at Kaston 
on that memorable Thanksgiving Day. The 
snow and slush were four inches deep, and the 
wind blowing a perfect gale. No one who at- 
tended the game can ever forget the storm. 
During the week Coaches Davis, Vail, Brooke, 
Newton and Dickinson had been whipping the 
team into shape and everyone expected a vic- 
tory on good grounds. But the wet, benumb- 
ing snow put a difierent phase on the matter. 
Nothing could be certain in the midst of that 
slipping, sliding mass of tangled humanity. 
We held our bated breath and shivered with 
apprehension. But the team was equal to the 
occasion. They came up nobly and won by a 
score of 1 1-5. This gave us some idea of what 
they could do with proper training. Bray was 
the hero of the hour. His magnificent punt- 
ing of that wet slippery pigskin has made him 
the king of full-backs and endeared him to the 
hearts of every La&yette student. 

Although the past season, taken as a whole, 
has seemed unfortunate, yet we can not by any 
means call it a bad one. It is true we have 
suffered defeat frequently, but it must be re- 
membered that we had a severe schedule, and 
that we ran up against the crack teams of the 
country. The arrangement of the schedule 
was particularly unfortunate. Two games a 
week against strong teams for the first half of 
the season, was too much for the men, and we 
feel sure that had they had a longer time to re- 
cover from the efiects of one game before play- 
ing the next, they would have given a better 
account of themselves. In the eleven games 
played Lafayette scored 33 points to her oppo- 
nents 191 — ^not such a bad record when we 
think of Princeton, U. of P. and Cornell as 
among the opponents. 

It has been an unusually hard season for 
those on the team. It is always harder to play 



with a losing team than with a winning one, 
and those men on the '98 team deserve the 
highest credit for the manly way in which they 
finished the season. 

Manager Weaver deserves especial praise for 
the efficient way in which he has managed the 
season, and for undertaking the task in the 
face of such overwhelming odds as were pre- 
sented to him at the opening of last term. We 
feel sure that no one could have run the team 
with more ability or with greater success than 
has attended Weaver's administration. 

The captain's position is ever a difficult one, 
and therefore to Captain Best is due a large 
measure of credit. He was &ithful in his work 
and judicious in his management of the team 
— always doing his utmost to gain the victory. 

And the ** scrubs" come in for no small 
share of the credit. This year it took a more 
substantial form in the dinner given to them 
by the undergraduate members of the college, 
and which they thoroughly enjoyed. Captain 
Sisenberg's team worked faithfully and hard, 
and contributed in no small degree to the suc- 
cess of the 'Varsity. This year's "scrub" 
team was unusually strong, giving the 'Var- 
sity their hands full, and even scoring a touch- 
down on them, much to the delight of the 
college. 

Among the most prominent men on the sec- 
ond eleven are Eisenberg, '01, (Capt.); Ely, 
'00; White, '01; Steele, '01; Watson, '01; 
Bixler, '99; Schmidt, '00; Roper, '02; Slat- 
tery, '01 ; Brown, '02; Pollock, '01 ; Roe, '02; 
Mateer, '02; Salmon, '02; Stradling, '00; 
Beers, '01 ; and Green, '02. 

With such splendid material to draw upon, 
we can hope to build up a team next year that 
will be able to rival any eleven that has here- 
tofore represented Lafayette.

Entering here at the beginning of 
Sophomore year he played quarter on the fa- 
mous '96 team and on the '97 team. Early 
this fall, when it was known that Captain 
Worthington could not return, Best was selected 
as acting captain, and was afterward elected 
captain. He has proved an efiBcient quarter- 
back and a good captain, and will be greatly 
missed next year. 

Ned G. Bray, '00, hails fh>m Lambertville, 
N. J. ; he is twenty-one years of age, is five 
feet eleven and one-half inches tall, and weighs 
one hundred and seventy-two pounds. Pre- 
vious to entering Lafayette he played one year 
on the State Normal School eleven at Trenton, 
playing the positions of full-back and end. 
Since entering college he has devoted himself 
exclusively to the position of full-back, and has 
developed into one of the best in the country. 
His line bucking is of the highest order, while 
his punting and goal kicking have won more 
than one game for Lafayette. Bray was a 
member of the great '96 team — ^indeed, its suc- 
cess was largely due to his punting and line 
bucking. He has been elected captain of next 
year's team, a position for which he is emi- 
nently fitted, and which he will, without doubt, 
fill with credit. We expect to hear great things 
of Captain Bray's '99 eleven. Ned took part 
in every game but one. He was severely in- 
jured in the first Lehigh game, and as a result 
could not play against Cornell. • 

John G. Chalmers, '01, comes from De 
Quincey, N. J. His age is twenty-three, his 
height five feet eleven and one-half inches, and 
hb weight one hundred and seventy pounds. 



For three years he played tackle and half-back 
on the Delaware Academy team, then he en- 
tered La&yette. He has turned out to be one 
of the hardest players on the team, and shares 
with Bray the honor of being the best ground 
gainer. His plunges through the line have 
rendered him famous. He is quick and sure, 
rarely fumbling the ball ; consequently we have 
come to depend upon John to make necessary 
gains at critical points in the game. Although 
he played in all the games, he was so frequently 
called upon to buck through heavy lines that 
he was pretty badly battered up and had to re- 
tire towards the end of five of the games. But 
he always played his hardest even when crip- 
pled and groggy. His absence was very no- 
ticeable whenever he was forced to retire. 

W. K. Bachman, '02, lives in Phillipsburg, 
N.J. His age is eighteen years, his height 
six feet, and his weight one hundred and 
ninety pounds. He played guard on the Phil- 
lipsburg High School eleven for two years. 
The center men in the line do not have such a 
chance to distinguish themselves by phenome- 
nal plays as is offered to the end men and the 
backs, but nevertheless, their positions are just 
as important and just as hard to play. Bach- 
man has played left guard in every one of the 
eleven games, nor has he ever been compelled 
to retire from a game on account of injuries 
received. He is a good steady player, always 
holding his man and taking advantage of every 
opportunity. With the snap and vigor that 
another year's training will put into his play- 
ing, he should become a star. 

W. B. Rosenberger, *oo, resides in Colmar, 
Pa. He is twenty-one years of age, stands five 
feet six inches tall, and tips the scale at one 
hundred and seventy-five pounds. He played 
on the Beverly A. A. team before entering col- 
lege, and two years* work on the scrub eleven 
has developed him into a crafty little center. 
He played in all the games this year except 
the last two, when he was laid up with the 
grip. His work throughout has been excep- 
tionally good, showing him to be a thoroughly 
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reliable man. His passes are always clean and 
accurate — ^passes that can be depended upon. 
It is only fair to state that the fumbling which 
marred the first few games was seldom, if ever, 
due to **Humpty.*' He is a splendid center, 
and is a fixture on the team. 

J. E. Weidenmayer, '02, lives in Newark, 
N. J. His age is nineteen years, his height 
just six feet, and his weight one hundred and 
seventy-eight pounds. He was tackle for three 
years on the Newark High School team, and 
since entering college he has played right tackle 
in good form. He played in seven games. At 
Annapolis he suffered a severe wrench of the 
knee, which not only caused his retirement 
from that game, but also prevented his playing 
again during the remainder of the season. In 
the seven games which he did play, however, 
he showed ability. He will doubtless develop 
into a good fast tackle. 

R. R. Carter, Jr., '02, hails from Mauch 
Chunk, Pa. He is twenty years old, five feet 
ten inches high, and one hundred and seventy 
pounds in weight. He has been connected 
with the football teams of West Jersey Acad- 
emy and Lawrenceville Preparatory School, 
playing half-back on the former organization 
for one year, and being sub end on the latter 
for three years. Carter has taken part in every 
game this season, his regular position being 
left-half, but in an emergency he makes a very 
acceptable full-back. He is conscientious in 
training, faithful in practice and regular in his 
playing. Quick in getting off, and fast on his 
feet, his only fault is a tendency to fumble, 
which can easily be overcome by practice. 
Carter is a hard player and has become a 
fixture on the team. 

Ross G. Knight, '02, comes to Lafayette 
from Point Pleasant, N. J. He is twenty years 
of age, five feet eleven inches tall, and weighs 
one hundred and sixty pounds. Last year he 
captained the football team of Mercersburg 
Academy, playing the position of half-back. 
Upon entering Lafayette he was tried at right- 
half and found to fill the position creditably. 



He played in eight of the eleven games. Al- 
though a trifle slow, he gets into the plays and 
makes his presence felt. 

W. R. McDermott, *oi, lives at Fawn Grove, 
Pa. He is twenty years old, stands six feet 
two and one-half inches tall, and tips the scale 
at one hundred and seventy pounds. For a 
man who never played football before entering 
college, McDermott has developed remarkably. 
The only experience he received was one year's 
work on the scrub team, yet this year he 
stepped right in as a good substitute tackle, 
taking Chalmers' place at left tackle in five 
games and playing right tackle regularly after 
Weidenmayer's knee was hurt. He goes into 
the game with a determination to do or die, 
and plays his hardest from start to finish. He 
deserves great credit for his line bucking. 

P. M. Weaver, '01, lives in Easton, Pa. His 
age is twenty years, his height five feiet eight 
inches, and his weight one hundred and fifty* 
eight pounds. For one year he was captain of 
the Academy team down town. Last year he 
was injured early in the season and had to stop 
playing, but this year he took part in eight 
games, playing right-half and right end. 
Though light in weight, Weaver is quick, 
active, and always on the alert. As an end he 
is quick at getting down the field and sure of 
his tackles. As a back he is rather light for 
the interference, but very quick on his feet and 
good at running with the ball. 

Harry Rutter, '99, has Williamsport, Pa., 
for his home. He is only five feet five inches 
high and weighs but one hundred and thirty 
pounds. He is the smallest man on the team, 
and at the same time one of the best men on it. 
There is not much about football that ' ' Henny ' * 
does not know. He had not intended to play 
this year, but owing to the bad shape of our 
team he was prevailed upon to come out just 
before the Princeton game. He took part in 
that game and played left end regularly in the 
seven succeeding games. Quarter is his natu-

Many a fumble has been re- 
deemed by Pierce's sharpness and his quickness 
in falling upon the ball. In the Dickinson 
game the "Judge's" knee was badly twisted 
while making a magnificent tackle, and he was 
compelled to finish the season on crutches. 

F. H. Heilman, '01, comes from Muncy, 
Pa. He is twenty-one years old, six feet three 
and a quarter inches tall, and weighs over two 
hundred and forty pounds. This is only his 
second year at football, but he has proved him- 
self such an apt scholar that he made right 
guard on the 'Varsity and played five games. 
The "midget" is a valuable man, not only for 
stopping the mass plays of the opposite team, 
but for making holes in the line. He is very 
active for such a heavy man, and will make a 
star guard with a few years training. 

J. C. Heckman, '99, comes from German- 
town, Pa. He is twenty-one years old, five 
feet nine inches tall, and weighs one hundred 
and thirty-four pounds. Heckman is another 
player whose entire training was obtained at 
Lafayette upon the scrub teams. He is a hard 
worker, having played in nearly every position 
upon the scrub, a fact which rendered him a 
most useful substitute on this year's 'Varsity. 
He has played in six games, filling the posi- 
tions of quarter, end, half-back and fiill-back.

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THE DAY OF PRAYER. 
T^HE day of prayer for colleges, as appointed 
by the General Assembly, was fittingly 
celebrated on Thursday. The usual service 
was held at 1 1 A. m. 

The chapel was well filled with students and 
visitors, when Rev. Dr. Thomas C. Porter, 
dean of the Pardee Scientific Department, for- 
mally opened the service with the invocation. 
After scripture reading and prayer offered by 
Rev. Dr. Leigh ton W. Kckard, of the Board of 
Trustees, the speaker of the morning, Dr. Ben- 
jamin Z,. Agnew, was introduced by President 
Warfield. 

Dr. Agnew was for many years the popular 
pastor of the Bethlehem Presbyterian Church 
of Philadelphia, of which our honored alum- 
nus, Dr. John Davies, '8i, is now pastor. Dr. 
Agnew is the successor of the late ex-President 
Cattell as secretary of the Board of Ministerial 
Relief of the Presbyterian Church. His.theme 
on Thursday morning was ** Culture and Re- 
sponsibility." He prefaced his address with a 
few telling facts from recent college statistics. 

There are in America eight million young 
men between the ages of fifteen and thirty, and 
of these young men one hundred thousand are 
in the colleges of the country. These men 
constitute the flower of American manhood, 
and it is peculiarly appropriate that a day 
should be set apart annually by the church for 
special prayer for college men. 

College education enriches a man's resources, 
hut it likewise increases his responsibilities. 
He leaves the college a very different man from 
the man he was when he entered, and the 
world rightly demands more of him. The 



lower levels of the professions are crowded, but 
there are few men prepared for the directive 
oflices in the first ranks. 

The speaker presented the claims of God on 
young men to enter the gospel ministry. Men 
have no right to defy a call to this work and 
follow their own inclinations. The tempting 
offers of the other learned professions have kept 
some men out of the ministry. The question 
is not **What do I wish to do?*' but **What 
does the Master call me to do?" 

Ideas rule the world. Napoleon gathered 
the ideas of Alexander, Sully, Caesar and 
Charlemagne, and by effectively using them, 
became the greatest military genius of the age. 
Men are now being trained in college for the 
responsibilities of life. Seas of doubt should 
be avoided, and college men should follow 
(Carefully the teachings of the Bible. The 
world is growing better, and Christianity is 
pressing forward in its conquering march. The 
world needs Christian college graduates. 

The speaker here took opportunity to com- 
pliment the work the college is doing for 
its students, by saying that in his experience 
as an examiner of ministerial students before 
Presbytery, no college had sent forth better 
prepared men than Lafayette. 

In closing. Dr. Agnew made a most touch- 
ing reference to Dr. Cattell, relating a beautiful 
incident of a child's dying message to its father : 
'* Tell father that when I am in heaven, I shall 
be watching for him between the palings as I 
did at home, and I shall ask Jesus to send my 
father to me.** The speaker spoke of Dr. Cat- 
tell's loving, sympathetic nature, and pictured 
him as watching from heaven's portals for his 
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students and the noble boys of Lafayette. It 
was a most apt illustration, and was related in 
a very impressive and touching manner. 

After the singing of a hymn, the service was 
closed with the benediction. 

MID-DAY SBRVICB. 

A quiet hour service was held in the room 
of the Y. M. C. A., at 12.30. A goodly num- 
ber were present, and the service was marked 
by earnest prayer and thought. Heberling,

THE TRUSTEED TRIBUTE TO 
DR. CATTELL. 

A COMMITTEE of the trustees has pre- 
pared the following graceful tribute to 
their associate, the late Dr. Cattell. During 
the autumn it was neatly engrossed and sent 
from one to another of the members of the 
board to receive their signatures, when it 
was formally delivered to Mrs. Cattell. The 
committee was composed of Rev. Jas. S. Mason 
Knox, D.D., LL.D., Mr. J. Renwick Hogg and 
Mr. Chas. B. Adamson. 

The resolutions are now printed for the first 
time. 

The Board of Trustees, having learned with pro- 
found sorrow of the death of the venerated and beloved 
Rev. Dr. Cattell, directs the following minute, testi- 
fying to its deep affection for him, and its appreciation 
of the great work he did for the college, to be entered 
upon its records, and a copy thereof to be sent to his 
family. 

Dr. Cattell was professor of Latin and Greek from 
1855 to i860, president from 1863 to 1883, and member 
of the Board of Trustees from 1861 till the close of his 
life, on the nth day of February, last. 

His death has removed from the associations of the 
college, the man, who for more than 42 years, was 
most closely and vitally connected with its history. 



Of this history indeed, in his person and work, he was 
much the greater part. His services, as professor, 
were most valuable in their influence on the students 
under his charge, but beyond this, so impressive were 
they of his chasacter as a man of intelligence, culture 
and manifold resources, and as a most competent g^ide 
and model for young men, that when the opportunity 
offered, and the demand was urgent, he was chosen 
president of the college, not only by the ttnanimous 
vote of the board, but with an eamestnesa which could 
not accept a denial. It was a heaven-directed election. 
The college was in a very depressed condition, the 
students were few in number, and its material resourres 
were well-nigh exhausted. The country was in the 
throes of civil war. The outlook was very dismaL 
Yet it was not entire darkness. The coU^^ had a 
reputation for the good work it had done. Influential 
places in the churdi and state were filled by its gradu- 
ates. The men who had filled and were filling, at this 
time, its chairs of instruction, were distinguished for 
their high moral and religious character, their erudi- 
tion and educational power. There was therefore some 
reason to hope, as well as much to fear, presented to 
the newly-elected president. He seized the hope. 
With all the eagerness of his enthusiastic nature, he 
accepted the call, as fix>m God, and from that hour 
gave himself wholly to the work committed to him. 
He had a genius for it. His ''wondrous winning 
ways'*, of which so much has been said, were only the 
outward expression of his tender love for God and 
man. His fine talent, genetous culture, genial dis- 
position, singular tact and indomitable perseverance 
almost at once made themselves felt in finding a way 
where there seemed to be no way, in levelling moun- 
tains of difficulty which melted out of sight before the 
sunlight of his gracious smile. In his skillful hands 
it was soon seen that I/afayette was to Uve and not 
die, and it was not long tiU the demonstration was 
complete, that the life was to be large and vigorous. 
Students multiplied, building after building was erected 
to adorn the grounds and meet the demands of the 
growing college, the courses of instruction were en- 
larged, additional professors and instructors were em- 
ployed, aud many who were able, were made willing 
by the divine blessing upon his ceaseless efforts to 
supply the necessary financial means. Dr. CattelPs 
enthusiasm was contagious. It can scarcely be said 
to have had bounds. He conceived great things for 

the college, and gave himself no rest in mind or body, 
while the least of them was not accomplished. He 
had the faculty of most pleasing, persuasive speech, 
which fairly captured those who heard him. Whether 
they were few or many, whether he met them in the 
drawing-room or in the i)ublic assembly, he made 
them subservient to his will, and allied them with 
himself in interest in the cause to which he was 
devoted with consuming zeal. 
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Thus, and by many other influences exerted by thia 
many-sided and always delightful man, Lafayette 
Collie is the strong and important institution it is 
today. Upon the sound foundations which were laid 
by others. Dr. Cattell was Almighty God's chosen 
servant to place the grand superstructure, which now 
blesses onr eyes and rejoices our hearts. Most nobly 
be fillfiUed his mission, magnifying his office always 
as a sacred trust to which he must be faithful. Herein 
was the secret of his power. 

It is a matter of high satisfaction that Dr. Cattell 
continued his membership in this board until his life 
went out. Though under pressure of other cares, very 
dear to his heart, he found time to attend its meetings 
with frequency, and was always ready to render ser- 
vice to the college up to the measure of his ability. 
Indeed, ** lovely Lafayette'*, for which he had labored 
so long, and with such distinguished success, was 
never absent finom his thoughts to devise and execute 
good things finr it, or from his prayers to seek for it 
yet richer blessings from the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift. 

This minute demands yet a single word to express 
the tender love felt for Dr. Cattell while he lived, by 
each and all the members of this board, and with 
which they cherish him in precious memory, now that 
he has gone out from among them, and they shall see 
his face no more. He was indeed a brother beloved. 
To be with him was a joy and a benediction. More 
and more, as the days go on, his presence will be 
missed, his good cheer will be fondly recalled, but 
amid the grief, because of his absence which must be 
felt, there will be thanks to God at every remembrance 
of him. 

So the board says farewell to its friend and bene- 
factor, with praise to Him who raised him up and so 
richly qualified him for the work given him to do; 
farewell "till the day break and the shadows flee 
away'* in the land of everlasting light and love, 
whence there shall be no going out forever.

A LTHOUGH the recent war with Spain has 

been of no great length, nor have many 
persons fallen in the struggle, yet important 
facts have been brought to our attention. One 
of the most noticeable is the part which college 
men played in the campaign. 

In the early spring numerous bodies of vol- 
unteers were organized, which, in many cases, 
were composed chiefly of college men. In all 



cases where these companies were called into 
active service, they have gained much distinc- 
tion. On the return of the Astor Battery fi-om 
the Phillipines, it was said by many military 
critics that they were more like regulars than 
volunteers. 

Many of the colleges and universities are 
already making preparations for raising me- 
morials. The University of Pennsylvania, in 
the last few days, appointed a committee to 
raise funds for the erection of a magnificent 
memorial tower ; Harvard has a similar com- 
mittee; Rutgers in the early fall unveiled a 
memorial tablet for one of her fallen, and nearly 
all the colleges and universities are taking 
similar action. 

Why should we not have a memorial for 
Brigadier General Charles A. Wykoff, '55. No 
college can mourn the loss of any one higher 
in rank. He not only served in the regular 
army for many years, but he was a veteran of 
the civil war also. The War Department has 
honored and recognized him by naming one of 
the regular camps after him. 

In many ways honor has been shown him, 
and surely the college could do nothing more 
fitting than to have a memorial tablet in the 
chapel for him. We feel sure that if the stu- 
dent body would take the initiative step, the 
money for a tablet could be raised with a little 
effort, and no cause could be more worthy of 
that effort. 

^ I ^HERE is a growing feeling among the 

upper classmen that there has been of 

late a decided misinterpretation on the part of 

the lower classmen of their rights, and privil- 
eges. A certain audacity has marked the 
members of both the lower classes of late that 
demands suppression and curbing by the upper 
classes. This mushroom sense of importance 
has thrust itself most unpleasantly in our liter- 
ary halls, in college meetings and on the cam- 
pus, and the time has come to call a halt and 
demand a proper attitude of respect firom the 
lower classmen. Wise and judicious action in 
time may avoid a return to more serious forms 
of government.

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THE NEir CATAIjOGUE. 

npHE new catalogue has at last pnt in its 
appearance, and we are led to note sev- 
eral changes. The catalogue of a college is, in 
a certain sense, its thermometer, and if it rep- 
resents things as they a/^ we can judge from 
it what iHx>gress the coU^e is making. The 
present issue shows, that, despite many things 
apparently tending to the contrary, during the 
past year the college has heen steadily advanc- 
ing in every department of its work. 

One of the new features of the catalogue is 
the brief memorial of the life and work of Dr. 
Cattell and his invaluable services to the 
college. 

We note a few changes in the fJEiculty. In 
addition to his professorship in graphics, Prof. 
Hall has also been made Professor of Mining 
Engineering. 

From Professor of Hebrew, Dr. Ferrier has 
been made Professor of Moral Philosophy and 
Hebrew. As new names in the faculty, we no- 
tice Mr. Sheldon, Instructor in Electrical En- 
gineering, and Mr. Rinter, Instructor in His- 
tory and Political Sciences. 

Some steps have been taken toward raising 
the standard of requirements for entering. For 
example: Solid geometry and German will 
hereafter be required for entering the general 
scientific course. 

There are also marked improvements in the 
various courses of study. Notably so is the 
new arrangement in divisions for Freshman 
mathematics. 

Prof. F. B. Peck began the use of his new 
rooms in the centre of Pardee Hall with the be- 
ginning of the term. They are admirably 



lighted, easy of access, and divided so as to 
suit the purposes of classroom instruction and 
individual laboratory work. Contributions of 
minerals are flowing in, and exchanges of 
desirable and valuable mineral specimens 
are being arranged for. Prof. Peck received 
from Germany a lar^ projecting apparatus to 
be used in demonstrating before a class the op- 
tical properties of rock-forming minerals by 
means of polarized light, to which there is also a 
large microscope attachment for use in project- 
ing upon a screen thin sections of rock for the 
purpose of showing their structure and miner- 
alogical composition. 

In addition to this, five reflecting goni- 
meters, with horizontal circle and of the most 
recent pattern, have been purchased, to be used 
by the more advanced students in the technical 
courses in determining the geometrical con- 
stants of crystals ; also, a new and improved 
polariscope to be used in the study of crystal 
optics. [All of the above instruments were 
made by Fuess. in Berlin.] Two petrographi- 
cal microscopes are also in the possession 
of the department, and instruction will be given 
to the more advanced students in modem petro- 
graphical methods. 

Professors Porter and Folwell have greatly 
enlarged the facilities for the engineering stu- 
dents for studies in the flow of water. Much 
of the basement of Pardee Hall, as now con- 
structed, is devoted to this subject; especially 
the two lower floors of the west end. 

The liydraulic laboratory contains a large 
vertical tank arranged for making experiments 
on the flow of water through orifices and noz- 
zles under heads up tq three hundred feet, as 
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well as several tanks for use under low heads ; 
three tanks, two of them thirty feet long, for 
weir experiments; a turbine, Backus wheel, 
and other water motors; a Venturi meter, a 
measuring tank of a capacity of four thousand 
gallons, a smaller one of three hundred gallons, 
scales, and other appliances for measuring the 
water used in experiments, as well as arrange- 
ments for testing meters, nozzles, and fire 
hydrants, and for lecture-room illustrations. 
There is also connected with the laboratory a 
one-million gallon Worthington duplex pump. 
The laboratory is connected with a large cistern 
by four lines of sewer pipe of diflFerent sizes, 
each three hundred feet long, and arranged for 
making tests of joints and various experiments 
on flow of water. 

The new catalogue also contains a complete 
list of the various individuals and institutions 
from whom the college has received gifts of 
books for its libraries during the past year. 
This list is unusually large this year. 

As new prizes, we notice for the first time the 
**Bloombergh Prize," subscribed last June by 
the class of 1888. 

There have also been numerous gifts of min- 
erals, fossils, etc., to the chemical and other 
departments. 

On the whole, the catalogue shows the great- 
est care on the part of those who had it in 
charge, and will be a credit to the institution 
wherever it may go. It is only to be hoped 
that each succeeding issue may record as great 
or greater progress in the college as the present. 

A CORRECTION. 

Editor of * * The Lafa vbttr. ' * 
Dear Sir: 

In your article concerning Burr Mcintosh's 
lecture, in the last '* Lapavbttb", you state that Mr. 
Mcintosh is *'the only Lafayette man who ever took 
an honor at Berkeley Oval." 

If you mean by this, that he is the only one who 
ever took a prize in the intercollegiate sports, you are 
very much mistaken. At the annual meet in 1886, I 
think it was, L. D. Godshall, '87, won the pole vault 
and broke the rocord, "Jake** Rohrbach, '87, won in 



putting the shot and broke the record, and the famoo' 
tug-of-war, with "Jim** Bell, *86, as anchor, won 
either the first or second prize. I hope, in justice to 
these men, and in honor to Lafayette, you will make 
this correction. And again, I think the sports were 
not held at Berkeley Oval, in Mr. Mcintosh's time. 
They were held at the old Polo Grounds. Berkeley 
Oval, if I remember rightly, was not in use until 
about 1888. 

There ought to be a record kept of these events, to 
which the editor and his staff might refer for facts.

We are very happy to publish this letter, and 
wish to thank Mr. Overton for his correction. 
The idea published in the article referred to 
has been almost universally prevalent about 
the college, but we are very much pleased to 
learn that it is incorrect. There has been ab- 
solutely no record kept of these events, as 
many of the early editions of The Lafayette 
are entirely out of print, and we are dependent 
for our information solely upon tradition, which 
has in this case proved to be unreliable. It 
might prove a valuable suggestion for the 
statistical committee of the ipoo Melange to 
collect and tabulate all the data obtainable on 
this subject. 

A VALUABLE QUARRY. 
A QUARRY was recently opened in the 
hillside at the foot of the eastern slope 
of Weygadt Mountain. The land to be mined 
covers about thirty acres, and extends from the 
Delaware river to the track of the trolley road 
leading to Paxinosa Inn, and from Shawnee 
Spring to a point about 300 feet above St. 
Anthony's Nose. The rare specimens of gran- 
ite and fancy colored rock it contains are said 
to abound in almost exhaustless quantities. 
Experts say the vein extends into the mountain 
so deep that it will take a century to dig it all 
out, a good-sized force of men taking away 
tons every day. The mining company has 
been chartered with a capital of $30,000. 

Among the Lafayette graduates interested 
are the following: Mr. R. E. James, Mr. A. C.

urally turned to the work of the halls. What 
are they doing to prepare men to contend with 
suitable confidence in these contests? 

Being, as Lafayette aims to be, a literary col- 
lege, she ought to stand foremost among her 
sister institutions. In the past she has always 
done this, and undoubted, most of her best 
men have been trained by the halls. Owing to 
the present regime of the halls, she never shows 
the public what she is doing in developing 
good orators and debaters, except at these few 
contests, and since we gain our standing by 
these public efforts, it is of importance to every 
man in college that no lack of preparation be 
shown in them. 

Last year, when the State Oratorical Contest 
was held here, the student body did not turn 
out as they should. Some of the other contes- 
tants had more college sympathizers present 
than we. When the contest is held at Lehigh 



'X'HE old knotty problem of the best method 
of awarding the **L" has once more 
thrust itself upon our attention. Ever since the 
wearing of the **L" was restricted, some few 
years ago, spasmodic efforts have been made, 
from time to time, to alter the requirements, in 
the hopes of obtaining a more equitable system. 
None of these schemes, however, have met with 
satisfactory results, and the present system is 
still very far from being an ideal one. Some 
men are enabled to win the **L" with com- 
paratively little e&brt, and who are hardly up 
to the standard of 'Varsity men, while others 
work hard and accomplish much for the' good 
of the college, and yet are denied this privilege. 
It is an exceeding hard matter to fix the re- 
quirements so that they will give satisfiatctor}* 
results in all cases. They must not be so high 
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that only exceptional athletes can fulfill them, 
and so discourage good men from trying, nor 
must they be so low that too many men may 
win the *'L/' and so make it common and not 
worth having. It is obviously difficult to make 
equal standards for the different branches of 
sport. From their nature some sports make 
the winning of the **L" much more difficult 
than others, while the popularity of the sports 
themselves determine the honor which the 
"L's," won by members of their teams, com- 
mand. Again, more opportunities are afforded 
in some departments than in others, because of 
the more numerous contests held. For in- 
stance, not a man on our present track team 
has won his *'L" on the track, and the reason 
is not so much that we have no good track 
men, nor that the requirements are too high, 
but rather that our track meets have been so 
few that the men have not had sufficient 
opportunities. 

The whole subject becomes so complicated, 
and there are so many varying factors entering 
into it, that it is doubtful whether an entirely 
satisfactory solution may be had. The plan of 
granting different style letters for the different 
sports, such as is pursued in many colleges, 
seems, however, to offer the most ad- 
vantages. 

It is of vital importance to our athletic inter- 
ests that the matter be settled satisfactorily 
once for all, and that as speedily as possible. 
We feel that the last mass meeting, in recog- 
nizing that the subject is too important a one 
to be settled off-hand by a mass meeting, and 
in empowering the three athletic managers to 
confix with the Athletic Advisory Committee 
and devise a system, has done a wise thing. 
These gentlemen are thoroughly conversant 
with tfie needs of the subject, and have the 
best interests of our athletics at heart, and we 
may feel sure that we will soon be in possession 
of a system, which, if not perfect, will at least 
not require revising at every succeeding mass 
meeting. 



T T has always been the aim of The Lafav- 
KTTB to portray as faithfully as possible 
the feelings and sentiments of the student body. 
We realize full well that we often fall short of 
this aim, and that the ideas of the editors quite 
frequently do not coincide with those of the 
majority of the undergraduates. We cheer- 
fully welcome, therefore, any criticism that 
may be offered, and always endeavor to benefit 
by it, and to make it the means of bringing 
The Lafayette into closer sympathy with 
the men of the college. Our columns are al- 
ways open to anyone who cares to express him- 
self on any subject connected with the college, 
or of interest to its members, but we must dis- 
claim, of course, all responsibility for the sen- 
timents that may be expressed in these 
communications. 

It is with great pleasure, therefore, that we 
publish in another column a criticism of an 
editorial that appeared in these columns last 
week. It is always well to hear both sides of 
a question so debatable as that referred to in 
the editorial, and it may be that the views held 
by ** A Sophomore" harmonize more perfectly 
with those held by the students, than do those 
expressed by the writer of the editorial. 

^X/'E think it well to call attention to the 
work which is being done in the va- 
cant lot at the side of East Hall. Ground is 
being broken for the erection of a dance hall 
and concert pavilion. The placing of such an 
institution so close to the campus would be a 
nuisance to the college and a detriment to the 
welfaire of the student body. The music of the 
College Hill Band would prevent all thought 
of study in East Hall and the other dormi- 
tories, and a dance hall and its associations are 
not a desirable thing for a college campus. It 
would draw many away from their regular oc- 
cupations, and it would make the campus a re- 
sort for the low characters of Easton. This 
matter deserves the instant attention of the 

faculty, and should be settled before it is too 
late. 
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BURR McINTOSH LECTURES. 

Vif R. BURR WILLIAM McINTOSH, of 
the class of '84, who has been engaged 
to write the commencement play for the Dra- 
matic Association, delivered his lecture, **The 
Little I Saw of Cuba/' in Heptasoph Hall, on 
Monday evening, January 30, before a small, 
but appreciative audience, principally composed 
of students, members of the faculty and friends 
of the college. 

The lecture was given for the benefit of the 
Dramatic Association, and deserved a much 
better attendance of college men than it re- 
ceived. It was profusely illustrated by more 
than .one hundred and fifty stereoptican views, 
which had been taken personally by Mr. Mcin- 
tosh while he was at the front as a war corre- 
spondent representing Leslie's Weekly ^ of New 
York. 

Previous to the lecture, and during a brief 
intermission, several selections were rendered 
by the Lafayette Glee and Banjo Clubs, whose 
services had been procured for the occasion. 
The dubs received round after round of ap- 
plause, and were compelled to respond to fre- 
quent encores. 

The lecture was extremely interesting. Mr. 
Mcintosh explained each view as it appeared 
upon the screen, relating his experiences in an 
informal, witty, and amusing manner that quite 
captivated the audience. The pictures them- 
selves were instructive and highly interesting. 

But the number of students who turned out 
to attend the lecture was deplorably small. It 
is a burning disgrace upon the college that so 
little interest should be manifested in one who 
has done as much for Lafayette as Mr. Mcin- 
tosh has ! Not only is* this lack of interest in 
prominent alumni disgraceful, but also the total 
lack of loyalty to college organizations which 

was shown.

THE BANJO CLUB FINALE. 

The hours of careful training and practice 
under Larkin, '99, reached a climax in the 
superior rendition of the ** Vampire March." 
Both in tempo and expression the club ex- 
celled its other well-rendered numbers. As an 
encore the ever- popular "Scorcher " was played 
in real concert form. Under Larkin's leader- 
ship, the Banjo Club has advanced beyond the 
ordinary in banjo music, and the nature of the 
selections displays a marked improvement over 
the club of former years. Stier's new campus 
song with piano accompaniment was now sung 
with good expression. This number in words 
and music is one of the best recent Lafayette 
songs. The stirring notes of the "Victory 
Song" formed a fitting climax to this very 
successful concert.

We are gratified to note this firm adherence 
to the principles adopted by the university in 
its stand against professionalism two years ago. 
It is a wise determination on the part of the 
committee, and thoroughly in accord with the 
policy of other large colleges. The value of 
competition with professionals is doubtful, if 
practice alone is in consideration. The ways 
of professionals are not the ways of amateurs, 
and it is not desirable that the young men who 
represent our universities and colleges should 
be brought into contact with players whose sole 
object is to win without regard to deportment 
or sportsmanship. 

College athletics occupy a unique position in 
the world. They combine the brawn and 
muscle of mere physical development with the 
honorable and straightforward conduct of a 
gentleman. There is always an air of frank- 
ness and true sportsmanship about the college 
athlete, which is totally lacking in the profes- 
sional. The latter does not hesitate to stoop 
to means which the former would never for an 
instant consider. They thus constitute two 
distinct classes. Any contact between the two 
tends to bring them to the same level. The 
professional may be benefitted, but the amateur 
can never gain by it. He is almost sure to 
have his fine sense of honor blunted, to lose a 
measure of his self-respect, to approach one 
stage nearer the unscrupulous basis of the 
professional. It thus becomes all-important to 
the college world, not only to debar profes- 
sionals from the college teams, but to prevent 
the infusion of professional principles into purely 
amateur college athletics. And the best way 



to do this is by severing all connection with 
professional or semi-professional athletic organ- 
izations.

A S spring draws near, those who are fond of 
out-door sports, realize with pleasure that 
the baseball season will soon be at hand. Now 
is the time when the different classes should be 
electing managers and captains for their respec- 
tive teams. If a regular schedule could be 
made out, and the four classes compete with 
each other for the college championship, it 
would stimulate a greater interest in baseball 
in college. First it would show what the dif- 
ferent men, and especially the new men, are 
capable of doing, and in this way the captain 
of the college team would be greatly aided. In 
addition to this, it would help to create a 
healthy class spirit, which has never shown 
Itself at Lafayette as it should. Let it be hoped 
that this matter will receive careful considera- 
tion at the hands of the student body.

The triumphant Maroon and W hite blending 
beautifitlly into the college's seal, occupies a 
most prominent position. 



Much satisfaction is expressed in the literary 
and political world at the news that Dr. Mon- 
cure D. Conway, the brilliant miscellaneous 
writer, is engaged in writing his ** Reminis- 
cences,'' since these should introduce us to all 
the notable literary men and women of Eng- 
land and America, in the past half centur>% 
Dr. Conway is a voluminous writer and a fa- 
mous traveler and war correspondent. His best 
known works are '* Idols and Ideals," ''Chris- 
tianity." **Demonology and Devil-I/)re" and 
* ' Thomas Carly le. ' ' Dr. Conway, who is now 
living in quiet retirement in Paris, is in his 
sixty -seventh year. He has lived the greater 
part of his life abroad, being minister of the 
famous South Place Religious Society in Lon- 
don from 1863 to 1884. He is the brother of 
Mrs. Francis F. March, wife of Dr. March, 
with whom Dr. and Mrs. March spent some 
time during their tour abroad in 1897. 



Embodying his observations and experiences 
in their native lands, Prof. Frederick Starr, of 
the University of Chicago, (Lafayette, '82.) has 
published a most interesting work on **The 
American Indians." It is written in a most 
fascinating style, and tells, in an attractive 
manner, of the life and customs of the fast- 
disappearing aborigines. The author devotes 
much time on the language, money and sign 



language of the Algonkins and the Six Nations 
and other tribes, and finally about the ruined 
cities of the Southwest. The writer spent sev- 
eral years among the cave-dwellers of Mexico, 
and the chapter on the Pueblos gives us a val- 
uable original contribution to Indian anthro- 
pology. 

Thb late war was so largely made up of col- 
lege young men that the world need not despair 
of gallantry in the present generation. It not 
only changed American political history, but 
enlarged the field of literature and commeroe. 
Richard Harding Davis has given usin " Cuban 
and Puerto Rican Campaigns" the result of his 
vivid and virile newspaper articles during the 
progress of the war. Frederic Remington, 
Grave Flint and Stephen Crane, a trio of fa- 
mous war writers, have also prepared books 
descriptive of their campaign on land and sea. 
Mr. Stephen Crane, whose **Red Badge of 
Courage" was the greatest delineation of the 
feelings of a youth in battle, is now, after such 
a war-time experience, engaged on a picturesque 
and graphic portrayal of the salient incidents 
of the Cuban war. It will be interesting to 
anticipate whether imagination strengthened 
by reading or personal observation is a better 
factor in story telling. 

Crane's career is one of interesting diversity . 
He was bom in Newark, N. J., a little over 
twenty-four years ago. When he was about 
sixteen he worked for some time on the New 
York Tribune, and a year or two later he wrote 
a few short sketches for the Sunday edition of 
that paper. Later Mr. Crane travelled for a 
syndicate, writing stories at the same time, and 
when he was nineteen years old he entered 
Lafayette College. But the study which is 
necessary to fit a man for the profession of an 
engineer did not suit him, and the faculty sug- 
gested a change of climate. At Rochester 
University he made his mark as the best short- 
stop ever on the university team ; he also scored 
a sensation by venturing to disagree with a 
professor and with St. Paul. Afterwards he 
was a reporter on the New York Herald. 
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Thb rapid growth of the wealth of college 
Greek letter fraternities was emphasized a few 
days ago by the statement that the Kappa 
Alpha lodge at Cornell, which was recently 
burned, was valued at $45,000, and that the 
total value of the fraternity property at that 
institution amounts to nearly half a million 
dollars, One fraternity lodge alone at Cornell 
is worth $100,000. Williams College comes 
next to Cornell, then Yale, Amherst, Wes- 
leyan and Harvard, in the order named, accord- 
ing to a recently published estimate. There 
are twenty-eight college Greek -letter societies 
in the United States, which have a membership 
of over 100,000 members, with some 650 active 
chapters. The oldest fraternity is Kappa 
Alpha, founded at Union College in 1825.

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THE TRIAL OF EX-PROF. STEPHENS. 



Great Interot Taken in tiie Proceedinfi hy tfie Ftcufty 

and Students. 

'HP HE long delayed trial of Geo. H. Stephens, 
which has been awaited with so much 
interest by the people of Easton and the mem- 
bers of the college, has at last begun. The 
case was opened on Tuesday morning before 
Judge Scott in the Court of Common Pleas. 
True bills of indictment charging Stephens with 
arson, malicious mischief and larceny had been 
found by the grand jury at the December term 
of Court. 

The case has aroused the most intense in- 
terest, and the Court has been crowded at all 
its sessions with a large audience of Eastonians 
and students. 

District-Attorney James W. Fox opened the 
case on the charge of arson. After dwelling 
upon the incalculable damage caused by the 
burning of Pardee Hall, he said that the Com- 
monwealth was prepared to prove that the 
building was deliberately set on fire by Stephens 
purely out of a spirit of revenge. 

Dr. Moore was the first witness called. His 
testimony showed th&t on the morning of the 
fire he entered the building among the first and 
found the iron fire doors open. This allowed 
free access for the flames to all points of the 
building. Dr. Moore said that a few keys to the 
building were issued to professors who have a 
right to enter the building. One of these was 
given to Stephens when he was a professor. It 
has never been returned. 

The cross-examination of Dr. Moore dis- 
closed that the defense would contend that the 
fire was caused by defective arrangement of 



certain apparatus in the biological laboratory 
by which gas could be ignited and set fire to 
inflammable material. 

Professor Davison, who is at the head of the 
biological department, testified that a gas burner 
which was used to generate heat in making an 
experiment was in his laboratory the night of 
the fire. It had been kept burning day and 
night. The light was thoroughly protected so 
as to prevent conflagration. He said the fire 
door was closed that night when he left the 
building. It had been closed some time. 

Detective John B. Doran told of the arrest of 
Stephens at Duncannon, this State, and of bring- 
ing the prisoner to Easton. 

Chas. F. Zimmerman, ex-'99, now of Prince- 
ton, was next called. He told of Stephens' fre- 
quent visits to Easton, during which he always 
stayed on the campus with Zimmerman. His 
most important testimony was the fact that 
Stephens had told him, before he had made his 
confession in District Attorney Fox's ofiice, 
that he had burned Pardee. Zimmerman was 
positive on the point that no inducement had 
been held out to Stephens to make the confession . 

WEDNESDAY. 

Court opened with Zimmerman still on the 
stand. Mr. Zimmerman's testimony, that no 
inducements were held out to Stephens with 
a view of securing a confession, remained un- 
shaken. 

Prof. F. A. March, Jr., was the next witness. 
He testified as to the acts of vandalism com- 
mitted on the campus and his relations with 

Stephens subsequent to the arrest. 

Detective Johnson was the next witness 
called. His testimony was not particularly 
important. 
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Prof. March was again put on the stand. He 
testified as to Stephens* confession and the dese- 
cration of the chapel. When the prosecution 
began to question Prof. March about Stephens* 
confession, the defense objected to the admis- 
sion of the testimony, but the Court overruled 
the objection. 

In the cross-examination the defense pro- 
duced the confession, and Lawyer Shipman 
read the entire document. Prof. March testi- 
fied that it was the confession he had heard. 
The reading occupied nearly two hours, and 
the confession described in -detail the setting 
fire to Pardee Hall and all the acts of malicious 
mischief that had been committed. It also 
devoted considerable time to a long and some- 
what rambling recital of real or imagined 
slights that had been put upon Stephens by the 
President, and the wrongs which he believed 
had been inflicted upon him. Its character 
would seem to indicate very peculiar workings 
of the mind of the man who made it. 

The reading was one of the most dramatic 
incidents of the trial thus far. Mr. Shipman 
put considerable feeling into it, and the entire 
audience followed him with the closest atten- 
tion. At times the listeners were very visibly 
effected, and at a reference to his mother, 
Stephens himself broke down. 

Court adjourned shortly after the reading 
was completed. 

THURSDAY. 

When Court opened the prosecution placed 
Prof. Owen on the stand. Prof. Owen's testi- 
mony was much of the same nature as Prof. 
March's. He went over all the events which 
took place in Mr. Fox's office preceding the 
time when Stephens made his confession. Prof. 
Owen said that it was his impression that the 
only promise made Stephens at that time was 
that his confession should not be made public 
or published in the newspapers. Later he 
changed this and said the promise only related 
to the publication of the confession in the news- 
papers. During the cross-examination it de- 
veloped that the defense intended to lay great 



stress on the state of mind of the defendant at 
the time of his confession. 

E. J. Fox, Esq., was then called to the stand. 
His testimony covered the same points as that 
of Prof. March and Prof. Owen. He was posi- 
tive that no promises or threats had been made 
to draw out the confession. 

In the face of all this testimony it is believed 
that the defense will be compelled to abandon 
its attempts to show that inducements had been 
offered to obtain the confession and confine its 
efforts exclusively to the attempts to show that 
Stephens was temporarily not responsible for his 
actions. Under cross-examination both Profs. 
March and Owen admitted that Stephens bad 
acted peculiarly and in a manner that was not 
at all natural to him. 

Testimony was also adduced to show that 
Stephens was in possession of a clerical order on 
the Lehigh Valley Railroad, entitling him to 
reduced fare, and Enoch Arnold, ticket agent 
for the Lehigh Valley at Phillipsburg, testified 
that he had sold a ticket on a clerical order to 
New York on December 18, 1897, the day that 
Pardee Hall was burned, and that he had not 
recognized the purchaser as a local minister. 

A former cell-mate of Stephens, who had 
served a short term for assault and battery, 
testified that Stephens had told him of the vari- 
ous crimes he had committed at the college, 
and had said that he wished he had served Dr. 
Warfield as Haines had served his man. 

Profs. Owen and March and Detective John- 
son were all recalled and questioned as to any- 
thing being said at the time of Stephens' con- 
fession, in reference to using it against him at 
the trial. 

T. R. Martin, stenographer, testified that he 
had written down the confession, and that he 
had not heard anything said about not using 
the statement against Stephens. 

Rev. Chas. Schall, pastor of the College Hill 
Presbyterian Church, testified that Stephens 
had called him in as a fi'iend, after his arrest, 
and asked him his advice. He had advised 
him to tell the truth for his conscience sake

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OVAL RECORDS 



11J AVING received letters from other alum- 
ni, in addition to the one published in 
a recent issue, correcting the idea prevalent 
about the college, that B. W. Mcintosh, '84, 
is the only Lafayette man who ever took an 
honor at Berkeley Oval, we have made an 
eflTort to clear the matter up. 

Looking up the records in the old Melanges^ 
we find the correction well made. Pour first 
prizes have been taken by La&yette men, be- 
sides a number of second and third prizes. The 
mistake has probably arisen from the fact that 
Mr. Mcintosh was the first individual man to 
win a prize in these contests for Lafayette, 
though this same year our team won in the 
tug of war. As Mr. Overton suggests, the 
meets were not then held at Berkeley Oval, 
but at the Manhattan Polo Grounds, New 
York. It seems that the meet was first held 
at Berkeley Oval in 1889. 

A complete set o{ Melanges is not available, 
but as far as we can learn, the following are 
the honors won by Lafayette men in these 
meets: 

1883.— 100-Yard Dash. Second prize, B. W. Mcin- 
tosh, '84. 

Tng of War.— First prize, 3 ft. 4 in. Lafayette 
team. 

1885.— Pole Vault. First prize, 9 ft. ^% in. L. D.

There have been one or two other second 
and third prizes taken by Lafayette in these 
contests, but when and by whom we are unable 
to learn. 

The tug of war team in 1883 ^^8 one of the 
best that ever pulled a rope. Mr. Craig, *9o, 
of Mauch Chunk, says of it: "They pulled 
Harvard 4 ft. 6 in., and were then requested 
to stop. This was the final pull. In one of 
the. preliminary bouts they pulled Princeton's 
rope away from them.'* 



An interesting incident during this pull 
against Princeton occurred when three of the 
Lafayette team held the four Princetonians 
while Bell, the front man, got up and took a 
look at the mark on the rope which was by 
this time behind the La&yette anchor, and 
packed the cleats for the anchor man. He 
then resumed his place, with the above result. 
When Bell stopped pulling to fasten the cleats, 
the referee told him this could not be allowed. 
But Bell simply laughed at him, and asked 
him if there were any rules to the contrary. 
True, it had never been thought necessary to 
make a rule against three men holding four. 
This £unous team was composed of the follow- 
ing : W. C. Bond, S. C. Bond, Bell, Reeder. 

Mr. Craig, in his communication, also speaks 
of his friend, Mr. G. B. M. Zerr, '86. We find 
that it was not in these contests at New York, 
but in the meet of the Inter-collegiate Athletic 
Association of Pennsylvania that Mr. Zen- 
broke the record, when he put the 56-pound 
shot 19 ft. 9>^ in. 

Should there be any mistakes in these rec- 
ords, or if any one is able to furnish any further 
information in this matter, we would be glad 
to hear from them. These are records of days 
when Lafayette stood high in such contests. 
In the meet in 1885, she took third place, fol- 
lowing Yale and Harvard, and for many years 
was classed among the larger colleges. Let us 
hope that the thought of what these men have 
done in past years may be an inspiration to 

those who are about to contend in the coming 
athletic meets, to go in with greater determi- 
nation to win fresh laurels for Lafayette.

PRESIDENT VARFIELiyS CENTENNIAL 

ADDRESS. 

'T'HE Louisville Courier-Jourrud oxmX^wis^si 
interesting account of the proceedings 
held in Lexington, Ky., lately, in honor of the 
one hundredth anniversary of the historic old 
Transylvania University. At the request of 
Henry Clay, Dr. Morrison endowed the insti- 
tution, and hence its place of worship is known 
as the Morrison Chapel. Here a large audi- 
ence was gathered. An electric star graced the 
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entrance, and the words "One Hundred Years 
Old " shone out in incandescent lights over the 
President's chair. On the platform were the 
Governor of Kentucky and his staff and num- 
erous notable people of the Blue Grass region. 
Four college presidents made addresses. Dr. 
Warfield said that his great-grandfather had 
been a trustee of the institution, and that both 
his grandfathers, his father and himself had 
studied there. He wished that all the alumni 
of the University might vigorously join in 
efforts to make this old educational hall the 
glory of the State. 

He announced as his theme " Christian Edu- 
cation. ' * For several hundred years a rational- 
izing influence has been at work, suggesting 
that the imparting of knowledge is the only 
function of education. Opposed to this, Chris- 
tian education has set up its banner and bat- 
tled for a training and inspiration which has 
for its highest object the making of men. Our 
Christian civilization rose from the ruins of 
Greek thought and Roman rule, because it has 
a deeper purpose than they. It trained and 
developed the forceful energies of the wild 
forest men of Germany. Out of these elements, 
by the subtle influence of the Christian sense 
of obligation and love, was created our modem 
world. Now, when we are all partakers of its 
benefits, when we enjoy its liberty, delight in 
its equality, and rest in its hope, men who are 
its beneficiaries seek to escape its obligations. 

The advocates of a purely secular education 
rest their case on the individual responsibility 
of all men. Without obscuring this necessary 
truth, I go one step farther, and claim that 
Christianity is not only a faith, but a practice. 
The secular view thinks it outside of a teacher's 
duty to see to it that those who are nominally 
students really study, and that those who are 
enrolled as teachers of truth live worthy of their 
vocation. The Christian teacher would pro- 
tect his pupils firom temptation, would counsel 
and direct them, so that they may grow into 
noble manhood, and not forget that all knowl- 
edge comes from God, who is the truth itself. 



The Christian scholar is taught to realize his 
obligations to himself, to mankind and to his 
God. How much larger is the significance of 
history when it is viewed as the unfolding of 
the divine purpose ; how much nobler is the 
profession of the law when human law is seen 
to be but the reflection of the divine; how 
much more sacred is the physician's trust when 
he looks upon his patient not merely as mortal 
clay, but as an immortal being. The family, 
the school and the church will suffer from false 
ideas as to the proper sphere of the educator. 
Christian men and women must lead our youth 
to finitfiil manhood through a path that has 
been broken by many consecrated feet, that is 
hedged about by many inspiring memories, and 
that is cheered by many lofty purposes.

The Ez-Pro€eaor Sentenced to a Term of Nine Yean 

in tfae Penitentiary. 

SATURDAY. 

\X/^HEN Court reconvened the court-room 
was crowded to hear Russell C. Stew-

art sum up the case for the Commonwealth. 
In beginning his address he stated that it was 
not a case of President Warfield, but of the 
Commonwealth against George H. Stephens. 
There were, he said, four things in evidence, 
of which any one was sufficient to convict. 
They were the confessions made by the defend- 
ant to Charles Zimmerman, Rev. Chas. Schall 
and Prof. W. B. Owen, and the statement made 
to the District Attorney. 

Mr. Stewart affirmed that the defendant went 
to the college chapel to commit various acts of 
tnalicious mischief like a common criminal. 
He ridiculed as preposterous the claim that the 
confession was extorted. It had been made 
without coercion on the part of any one. 
"How,'* he asked, **could Stephens have 
known that such a man as Aaron Snyder from 
Scranton had registered at the Columbia House 
in Phillipsburg on a certain day in December, 
1897, unless, according to the rest of the story, 
the defendant and Aaron Snyder were one and 
the same? If he himself did not write that 
name how did he know it was there? *' 

As soon as Mr. Stewart had closed his ad- 
dress Judge Scott began his charge to the jury. 

Judge Scott said that if real or fancied wrongs 
had been suflFered, it made no difference as to 
his guilt. He gave the law in regard to the 
confession of the defendant, and said that it 



could be received only when the statements 
therein made were corroborated by witnesses. 
The jury then went out. In an hour and a 
quarter they returned with a verdict of guilty. 
Stephens received the verdict very quietly and 
coolly, as though it had been expected. 

MONDAY. 

At ten o'clock the prisoner was brought into 
the Court to receive his sentence. 

Judge Scott first asked if the prisoner, through 
his 'counsel, had anything to say before the 
sentence was imposed. 

Mr. Shipman thanked the Court for the 
kind manner in which the case had been con- 
ducted and asked that the sentence be made as 
light as possible, so that the convicted man 
could at some distant time go out into the 
world and again seek a future. 

The Judge then gave the prisoner a very 
graceful talk, which brought tears to the eyes 
of the ex-professor. A great tribute was paid 
to the ability with which the defense had been 
conducted. His Honor said that he had, 
throughout the trial, felt the deepest sympathy 
and pity for the prisoner, who was apparently 
friendless, and who had the loyalty of none 
save his counsel. 

In the indictments found for malicious mis- 
chief and for larceny the Judge directed that 
the plea of non vult coniendre be entered. For 
these charges the prisoner was assured that he 
would never be prosecuted. 

Judge Scott then imposed the sentence of 
nine years in the penitentiary. 

During the Judge's remarks the prisoner re- 
mained standing before the bench with head 
bowed down. Tears flowed down his cheeks 
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oughly in fundamental principles rather than 
to teach trade details. 

College men are thrusting aside those who 
have not enjoyed the same advantages and are 
filling the prominent positions. The college 
man has had the dicipline of hard mental work, 
has been taught to be thorough and exact, and 
has acquired zeal and fidelity. He is intelli- 
gent and original, and has the confidence which 
comes from the consciousness of proper prepar- 
ation. He has associated intimately for four 
years with picked men from all parts of the 
country, and has learned that success does not 
wait upon genius, but is won by continuous 
and well directed labor. 

An examination of the lists of engineering 
alumni of two prominent technical schools 
shows that the particular engineering course 
pursued in college, in a large proportion of 
cases, has not determined the line of engineer- 
ing practice that has been followed after grad- 
uation. Mining engineers are engaged in rail- 
road work, and civil engineers have mining 
positions, mechanical engineers have places as 
electricians, and electrical engineers are design- 
ing and constructing machinery. This would 
seem to indicate that the particular engineer- 
ing course that is selected is not of such mo- 
ment as is generally supposed, but the matter 
of supreme importance is that the students be 
given a broad foundation in those subjects that 
are common to all engineering courses : mathe- 
matics, mechanics, physics, surveying, graph- 
ics, chemistry, etc. In the famous •'Gewerbe- 
schulen " of Germany, three-fifths of the time 
occupied by study is given to mathematics and 
drawing. Prof. Thurston, director of Sibley 
College, says, "The subject which constitutes 
the spinal column of the whole technical cur- 
riculum is applied mechanics.'' 

College graduates appreciate the value of a 
sound mind in a sound body. The enforced 
physical training in college, and the influence 
of athletic sports are of great value in after life. 
In every important position there is an enor- 
mous tax upon nervous energy, and the physi- 



cal condition should be as perfect as possible to 
stand the mental strain. 

The temptation to misrepresent is as great 
for the engineer as for the business man, par- 
ticularly if he has to do with contracting. But 
it is gratifying to be able to say that college- 
bred engineers are usually not only capable, 
but honest. College associations and traditions 
teach honesty, arid the very nature of the scien- 
tific training tends to make men loyal to truth. 

The graduate engineer leaves the impression 
that he is an educated man with every one 
with whom he has dealings, and education is 
of more importance than engineering. He has 
laid the foundations of success in life who 
possesses those traits that a rigorous engineer- 
ing course should foster: Zeal, persistence, 
fidelity, reliance upon scientific methods, de- 
light in accurate results, and the consciousness 
of ability to attack and solve problems.

\1I7E take great pleasure in publishing in 
this issue an article by Prof. Hall on 
'* Engineering Education and the Graduate 
Engineer." Coming as it does from one of 
our own graduates, who has had a great deal 
of experience along engineering lines, we feel 
that it will be read with a great deal of inter- 
est, especially by our technical students, and 
that the suggestions therein embodied, and the 
conclusions reached, the results of the writer's 
own experience, will prove very helpful to 
these men. 

We have been greatly impressed with the 
fact that there is, apparently, a widespread 
misconception of the aims and character of a 
technical education, and consequently of its 
ultimate value to the student. Especially do 
we find this true in connection with our own 
college. Although Lafayette had its origin in 
a manual training school, it came to be a 
purely classical college, and even since the 
founding of the Pardee Scientific School in 
1866, the classical departments have continued 
to receive the greatest attention and to exer- 
cise a preponderating influence in the develop- 
ment of the college. 

As Prof. Hall calls to our attention, the last 
decade has seen a wonderful growth and devel- 
opment in technical schools throughout the 
country. It is necessary, if Lafayette is to 
maintain her position among educational insti- 
tutions, that she develop and improve her engi- 
neering schools in unison with the latest and 
best scientific knowledge. We feel, therefore, 
that this article is particularly opportune at 
this time, and that correcting, as it does, many 
prevalent misconceptions, it will ensure a re- 
newed interest and increased support to our 
scientific school. 

The college, always extremely conservative 



in its policy, has come to a realization of the 
vast significance of this movement toward tech- 
nical educations, and with the rebuilding of 
Pardee Hall, has equipped the engineering de- 
partments in a manner far superior to the fa- 
cilities which they have hitherto enjoyed. It 
is to be hoped that these improvements will be 
continued and extended until the engineering 
schools at Lafayette enjoy as wide and as 
well merited a reputation as do her classical 
departments.

"g^ASH. HALL OCCUPIES HER NEW ROCHMS. 

/^N last Wednesday evening the Washing- 
ton Literary Society held its first meet- 
ing in the new rooms. The rooms, as refitted, 
far surpass the old rooms in many respects. 

The efiect of the library is particularly pleas- 
ing. The furniture and bookcases are of ma- 
hogany, which forms with dark green walls and 
draperies an extremely harmonious combina- 
tion. The library itself is as yet incomplete. 
All the books have not yet arrived, but at 
present about fifteen hundred have been placed 
on the shelves and are being catalogued as 
rapidly as possible. 

The main hall presents a much less subdued 
effect than the library. The furniture is fash- 
ioned of dark Flemish oak. As before, the offi- 
cers' desks and the rostrum are placed at oppo- 
site ends of the hall, while tiers of benches, plain 
but impressive in their massiveness, are ranged 
along the sides for the members of the hall. 
The tendency to sombreness presented by the 
furniture is very pleasingly relieved by the rich 
terracotta hue of the walls and draperies, while 
the antique silver electric light fixtures at in- 
tervals around the walls, add a needed touch 
of brightness to the whole. 

The program of the evening was in sympathy 

with the occasion. 

The first number was music by a trio com- 
posed of Larkin, '99, and Yon, '01, banjos, 
and Wilson, '00, guitar. 
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Congdon, '99, in his address which followed, 
* ' Purged by Fire," told of the manner in which 
the old rooms were taken from the Hall, and 
the inconveniences which had been suffered in 
the meetings. He likened the Hall to the 
Phcenix, in that she had been burned away, 
but had risen from the ruins much better than 
she had ever been before. 

The trio again brought forth prolonged ap^ 
plause by their fine music, and were forced to 
respond with an encore. 

"Some Lessons Learned,** by Reid, '99, fol- 
lowed. He reviewed the tale of the fire and 
then spoke more at length concerning the new 
fittings and furnishings, showing how the hall 
now had a better library and better furniture, 
and that the experiences of the past year would 
enable the members to better appreciate their 
present surroundings. 

Philips, *oo, ih his address on ** An Oppor- 
tunity a Duty," pointed out the duties which 
devolve upon every member of the hall — ^first 
duty to themselves, since they owe it to them- 
selves to train all their powers for their future 
work ; second, duty to their hall, since the 
future history of the hall lies in the hands of 
her members ; and lastly, their duty to the col- 
lege, since the college is judged by the men it 
sends forth. 

After a piano solo and encore by Meyers, 
*oi, the regular debate followed. 

A few brief remarks were made by Dr. Por- 
ter, and Dr. Warfield gave a short address, 
telling of the benefits of the halls to the college, 
and also to the individual members. He ex- 
pressed a desire that more of the college men 

should become interested in this branch of col- 
lege work, that men should be taught to think 
and to express themselves, and closed by say- 
ing, ** It is a great pleasure for me to be with 
you this evening, and I congratulate the hall 
on being restored in your new rooms.** After 
brief remarks by Captain Drake, Prof. Hardy 
and ex-District Attorney Fox, the meeting 
adjourned. 

The program for March 8th is entirely in the 
hands of the Seniors, and it is not known at 
present what its nature will be.

THE FEAST OF THOUGHT. 

The toastmaster* s address was an eloquent 
resum6 of the eventful year which has just 
passed. His patriotic sentiments were fi'e- 
quently interrupted by prolonged applause. As 
the first speaker of the evening he introduced 
President Warfield, who delivered one of his 
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happy after dinner speeches so familiar to the 
attendants upon previous dinners. His sub- 
ject was, *'The College," and in closing he 
made an earnest plea for financial aid from the 
alumni to satisfy the growing needs of the 
college. 

The second speaker was Hon. John R. Farr, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives of 
Pennsylvania, who responded for '*The Penn- 
sylvania Legislature.*' In clear, forcible lan- 
guage he defended the members of this body, 
and endeavored to impress upon his hearers the 
thought that the legislators serve the people, 
and all criticism must rightly fall upon the 
people and not their representatives. 

Rev. Dr. David J. Waller, Principal of the 
Indiana State Normal School, and ex-State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, responded 
in a strong speech for the Trustees. 

The toastmaster next called on Prof. Owen, 
who spoke in a reminiscent strain, relating 
many incidents of interest to Lafayette boys. 
In optimistic language he claimed that the col- 
lege is growing better each year, and that the 
future of the college is a bright one indeed. 

After a few remarks by Benjamin Stanley 
Banks, a well-known Philadelphia educator, a 
call was made for John E. Fox, Esq., of Har- 
risburg, one of the foremost lawyers in the 
Commonwealth. His speech on ' * The Alumni ' * 
was brief and pointed, portraying the relation 
of the graduate to his alma mater in a most 
loyal manner. Perhaps no graduate of Lafay- 
ette is better known in academic circles than 
Dr. James Cameron MacKenzie, headmaster of 
the famous Lawrenceville School. His cultured 
remarks were a pleasure to all who are inter- 
ested in the work Dr. MacKenzie is accom- 
plishing in the educational world. He was 
followed by Rev. Dr. Samuel A. Martin, Presi- 
dent of Wilson College, who paid a graceful 
tribute to *'The Ladies.'' 

A humorous dialogue between Dr. Mervin 
J. Eckels and Charles B. Adamson then ensued, 
after which a college song was sung in closing. 
The success of the banquet was largely due to

MERiORIALS OF GENERAL LAFAYETTE. 
nr^HB college has been peculiarly fortunate 
of late in receiving some valuable and 
highly prized relics as gifts from certain of its 
loyal friends. Notable among these are some 
to which is attached a peculiar interest by rea- 
son of their associations with the Marquis de 
Lafayette. 

Mr. Theodore Hamman, of Bethlehem, Pa., 
has sent to the college as an historical memorial 
a badge of white ribbon worn in a procession 
nearly seventy years ago. The procession took 
place in the city of Wilmington, Del., and was 
in honor of General Lafayette, whose funeral 
obsequies were celebrated in many parts of the 
United States. The badge bears the following 
inscription : 

Union of Cordwainets, Institnted Feb. 7, 183 1. 

Gen. Gilbert Moltier Lafayette. 

Bom in Auvergne, Sept. 6, 1757. 

Died May 20, 1834. 

Aged 76 years, 8 mos., 14 days. 

Funeral Obsequies. 

Performed to his memory Jnly 28, 1834. 

Wilmington, Delaware. 

The ribbon also bears a medallion of Lafay- 
ette, surmounted by an urn draped in the 
American flags, and an eagle holding the fol- 
lowing emblem : ** A grateful nation's mourn- 
ful tribute." 

Dr. C. A. Oliver, of Philadelphia, has re- 
cently presented the college with a sword and 
banner which he begs to be accepted as show- 
ing the interest he feels in its welfare. 

This sword is full-sized, carefully sheathed 
and preserved, though it shows many signs of 
having seen active service. It was carried by 
Dr. Oliver's grand&ther in procession at the 
time of the Marquis de Lafayette's second visit 
to the United States in 1824. 



The banner is made of the finest silk, with 
an embroidery of the richest fringe. It is five 
feet long and three feet wide, and on one side 
bears a portrait of General Washington, which 
though made some seventy years ago, is still 
in an excellent state of preservation. The por- 
trait represents Washington in a standing po- 
sition, dressed in his accustomed military uni- 
form, blue coat with scarlet lining, yellow pants 
and top boots. This banner was also carried 
in the procession at the time of Lafayette's 
second visit to this country. 

These are very rare relics, and will be care- 
fully preserved as being of especial interest to 
us. The thanks of the college is due these 
gentlemen for the kind interest they have 
shown in these matters.

\X7K quote the following from a description 
in the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser^ of an exhibition of stained glass windows 
held in the Tifiany studios, on Fourth avenue, 
New York : 

At one end of the room is Charlemagne and Alcain 
poring over an old astronomy book. Alcain knew 
more than most people of his time about the sciences. 
He went over the Bible and corrected all the errors 
that had crept into it— at least all that he could find — 
and presented the rerised copy to Charlemagne at the 
time of his coronation at Rome as Emperor of the 
West And the book may still be seen in the libxaxy 
of the Santa Maria in Rome. And perhaps as a result 
of this little attention — books were more valued then 
than they are now — Alcain was made boas of all the 
learning in the empire. The window is splendidly 
blue. Alcuin wears a long robe of the deepest indigo, 
while Charlemagne has a tunic of lighter blue, short 
as became a warrior, who didn't want his legs tang- 
ling in draperies when the things came up that needed 
doing. If that theory only obtained now which had a 
short vogue some years ago, about the healthful efRsct 
of light coming through blue glass, one might prog- 
nosticate great things for the youth who are to sit be> 
neath this window at Lafayette College, whither it is 
destined. Lafayette might win right along at foot- 
ball, and then when the secret became known there 
would be such a rush at all the other coll^;es for 
stained-glass windows that stained-glass men would 
all make their everlasting fortunes.

A LL Lafayette musicians are noted for their 
correct tempo (the chapel choir excluded), 
and in keeping with this honored tradition the 
musical clubs left Easton on their annual spring 
trip at 10.15 sharp on the morning of Wednes- 
day, March 22nd. Sawtelle's guide books hav- 
ing been purchased, it was discovered by 
•* Bob*' McCready that the "Telephone Girl " 
would meet us at Allentown. Some delay was 
experienced at Bethlehem, where Buch shocked 
some good little boys from Lehigh by pitching 
pennies in front of the station. According to 
schedule we met the ** Telephone Girl** at 
Allentown, and upon invitation of Louis Mann, 
went into their car aid tendered a serenade. 
The girls seemed pleased and demanded several 
encores, which were modestly given.

We left Lebanon at noon on Friday, and after 
a most delightful ride through the Cumberland 
Valley, arrived at Carlisle, the seat of Dickin- 
son College. It is said that during this ride 
Sawtelle occupied the rear platform for fifty 
miles, thus succeeding in making several geo- 
logical and other surveys which will be of in- 
estimable value to the government. During 
the afternoon the Carlisle Indian School and 
Dickinson College were visited. A number of 
Dickinson fellows attended the concert in the 
evening, and hea ,y cheers were exchanged 
between the two colleges. After the concert 
the Dickinson chapters of Phi Kappa Psi and 
Phi Delta Theta tendered the members of their 
fraternities on the clubs, receptions at their 
chapter rooms. 

We left Carlisle mid the cheers of our Dick- 
inson fiiends on Saturday morning, and turned 
our faces towards Chambersburg, where Wilson 
College happens to be located. We * ' happened 
to be there," and in the evening a hundred or 
more of Wilson's fairest daughters occupied 
the first nine rows in the opera house. Why 
they brought their opera glasses has never been 
answered, for Buch had not yet commenced 
powdering. It was a pity to horse boys so 
young. "Son" Jones fell a victim to their 
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bewitching smiles and rendered a solo in the 
* * Hash * * that would have done credit to Bobby 
Tenney. The event of the evening was the 
first appearance of the scrub quartette : Messrs.

We desire to thank 
the president and faculty of Wilson College for 
their considerate and generous treatment of the 
clubs during our brief stay in the city. A 
number of the fellows spent Saturday afternoon 
at the college and were extended courtesies 
which were greatly appreciated. One unfor- 
tunate incident marked our sojourn here. 
"Tavy," calling on a young lady, was re- 
quested to leave when n p. m. arrived. He 
probably forgot that his latitude was changed, 
and that Chambersburg is an hour faster than 
Easton. 

On Monday morning, with many regrets, we 
left Chambersburg. At Harrisburg, Buch while 
searching for a restaurant recommended in 
Sawtelle's guide book, collided with a bicyclist, 
and had for several moments ** wheels in his 
head,** to say nothing of ** slightly up his face." 
He was immediately ** carried** to the car and 
Dr. Yon hastily summoned. Very fortunately 
we were en route to Newport, where the rich 
bracing air of this famous resort benefitted him 
considerably. A street parade was given in 
Newport in the afternoon, and informal ad- 
dresses were delivered by Messrs. Roper, Wei- 
denmayer and Bryan. Jones and Larkin spent 
the afternoon very pleasantly with relatives, 
to whose home their baggage was very kindly 
conveyed by some polite Freshmen. The con- 
cert was well attended, but Wood set Hustead 
into a violent spell of weeping by playing 
"Home, Sweet Home," for an encore. An in- 
formal luncheon was served the clubs at the 
home of the Misses Jones immediately after the 



concert. The clubs have been the guests at 
this very hospitable home for three consecutive 
years, and our appreciation is evidenced in the 
inexpressible delight of Larkin, when he feels 
the alluring breezes from the blue Juniata. 

Our next concert was given in Tyrone, where 
a pouring rain kept the singers indoors, except- 
ing MacCready, who walked the streets col- 
lecting material for his next spring poem in 
The Touchstone, After the concert Mr. Gates, 
of Swarthmore College, tendered the boys an 
informal dance. The many inter-collegiate 
courtesies extended us during the trip were 
significant of that letter feeling which is bind- 
ing college men together regardless of devotion 
to alma mater, **Son'* Jones' voice having 
perceptibly weakened, some limburger cheese 
was placed in his pillow and the recovery of his 
natural volume was remarkable. On Wednes- 
day morning an informal serenade was tendered 
Mr. and Mrs. Stone in the hotel parlors, and 
then our departure was made for Johnstown. 

Luncheon was secured at Altoona, and Bobby 
Tenney broke the record by securing for fifteen 
cents the following: three sandwiches, two 
eggs, a pie, and three doughnuts. Hard luck 
for the Pennsylvania Caf6 department. 

The ride to Johnstown was of unusual inter- 
est, embracing as it did the Horseshoe Bend, 
the view from which is world-famed. Sawtelle 
carefully noted the grade and will report the 
same to the Smithsonian Institute at a later 
date. On the train "Count** Stotz conducted 
a gym drill and indoor meet. Shortly after 
arriving in Johnstown the boys visited the 
Cambria Iron Works and some points of inter- 
est relative to the ** Flood." In the evening 
an appreciative audience greeted us in the 
Y. M. C. A. auditorium. 

We left Johnstown on the midnight express, 
which was stopped for our accommodation, and 
arrived at Greensburg at i.io A. m. To our 
great delight (?) the hotel proprietor informed 
us of his inability to accommodate us, and the 
manager started out on an early morning search 
for a hotel. In a short time he met with un- 
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expected success, and we gladly folded our 
tents and stole away for rest. On Thursday 
a number of the fellows spent some time in 
Pittsburg, while others visited the High School 
to study western methods. An audience of 
nearly five hundred responded to Sigman's in- 
vitation to hear the Lafayette musicians. This 
concert marked the public debut of Signor 
Myers, royal successor to **Sieveking/* and 
possessed of a Bijou voice of marvellous range. 
He sang Stier's arrangement of * ' I Happened to 
Be There/* accompanied by the scrub quartette. 
Several bouquets, confiscated by a dishonest 
usher, were unfortunately not presented, thus 
detracting from the initial appearance of this 
brilliant artist. Easton's musicians will be 
pleased^ to know that he has consented to ap- 
pear in our Baston concert in repertoire. Sev- 
eral alumni were in attendance upon the concert. 
It is worthy of note that three ex-leaders of the 
glee club were present, viz., Messrs. Chalfant, 
Marsh and Jones, and to make this event the 
more remarkable, with Alexander, these lead- 
ers represented the four parts, thus constituting 
an all star quartette. 

Friday morning we reached Mt. Pleasant, 
the home of ** Flipper** Marsh. We were de- 
lightfully entertained at the home of the pa- 
trons of the concert, and in the afternoon were 
shown through the mines and cut glass factory. 
A large audience filled the opera house in the 
evening, and after the concert the boys were 
entertained by some of the resident and visit- 
ing alumni at an informal luncheon. 

On Saturday morning we started on our 
mountain ride to Somerset, which is located 
2200 feet above sea level. Our concert in the 
evening was well attended and every number 
was entliusiastically encored. Easter Sunday 
was spent in this mountain town, the summer 
home of Abner McKinley. The thermometer 
registered 10 degrees above zero and snow cov- 
ered the ground. The warmest thing in town 
was evidently "'Jimmy** Smith's heart, for he 
contributed a quarter to the morning collection, 
which he probably earned in his massage treat- 



ment of Sawtelle, for further particulars of which 
ask *' Jimmy*' personally.

McKinley persoiiaUy invMed Wood to call, who 
declined, much to Sawtelle's disgust, who de- 
sired some further information for his illus- 
trated lecture on * * Personal Visits to the Homes 
of Great Men.** In the evening Mr. Edmund 
Asmussen tendered the boys a box party to 
see the Frawley Stock Company, of which Burr 
Mcintosh is a menil)er« in ** Trilby.*' Five 
boxes were occupied by the clubs, and after the 
second act the glee club gathered in the right 
proscenium box and sang several selections. 
After the play a supper was served the party 
at a near-by caf6. Wednesday was again spent 
in sight-seeing, and in the evening a large au-

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^ I *HE successful tour of the musical clubs, 
and the many favoraJ[)le comments from 
the press of the cities visited, merit the sincere 
congratulations of the entire college. The very 
decorous conduct of the men individually, both 
on and off the stage, has elicited many kind 
words of commendation from the alumni and 
patrons of the college. 

That Lafayette is a drawing card in musical 
circles, is evidenced by the large audiences that 
greeted our clubs in the very homes, as it were, 
of other colleges and universities. The clubs 
have been pronounced by unbiased critics su- 
perior to Yale and Pennsylvania, and fully equal 
to Princeton. Individually the clubs possess 
some stars in a class by themselves, regardless 
of any college. 

The present standard of the clubs has been 
the result of many months' labor, and their 
important bearing upon the college and its 
reputation has justified the many sacrifices 
made by the members in behalf of the college. 
While no ** L" distinguishes their inestimable 



services to the college and the student body, 
the gratitude of the allumni and the ptaise of 
the public fully evidences the high apprecia- 
tion in which the labors of the clubs are held. 

'X'HE typical student of the college tale is 
invariably an enthusiastic attendant upon 
all the games played by his idolized team. It 
may become necessary for him to strain his 
credit to its utmost to do this, and to bank 
heavily upon the expectations of future checks, 
or he may even be compelled to relinquish tem- 
porarily the use of various articles of wearing 
apparel or jewelry, but he never misses the 
games. 

Unfortunately the majority of college men 
do not follow the type. Some men do not take 
enough interest, and some, perhaps, are not 
always financially able to witness the games. 
Certain it is that our home games are not at- 
tended as largely by the students as they 
should be. 

The baseball management this season has 
inaugurated the experiment of 25-cent base- 
ball. It is a movement to enable every student 
to attend the games, and as such, should be 
appreciated and taken advantage of by us all. 
Thus far it has been sufficiently successful to 
warrant the announcement that the same rates 
will govern the Cornell game, and if the crowd 
justifies it, it is probable that the Pennsylva- 
nia game will be placed at the same price. 

We have a great team this year — a team that 
we are proud of, and perhaps a better team 
than we will have again for many seasons. It 
becomes the duty, therefore, of every man in 
college to rally to its support, and not only to 
attend the games and "root," but to use his 
influence* to have others attend and enable the 
management to cover the expenses of the 
season.

It is remarkable that there are not seats about 
the college grounds and no places for the stu- 
dents to congregate, and it seems to be gener- 
ally agreed that the fence would fill a long-felt 
want. Its possibilities as an invigorator of 
college spirit, and as a center from which vari- 
ous little influences and movements for the 
good of the colleges could emanate, are unlim- 
ited, and we hope ere long to find it number 
among our institutions.

Berlin stands second 
with 9,629, and Vienna third with 7,026. 

The rules governing the awarding of ** Y's ** 
at Yale, have been extended so that this year 
the members of the winning team in the Penn- 
sylvania relay races will receive them. 

The Board of Overseers of Harvard have in- 
troduced resolutions that the entire system of 
entrance examinations be revised and that his- 
tory be dropped from the list of required exam- 
inations. 

Harvard has obtained a professional golf 
trainer, who will both give lessons in the game 
and direct the work of the Harvard team. 
Practice tournaments will be held weekly after

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SECOND EDITION OF PROF. FOLWELL'S 

''SEVAGE.^ 

/^WING to the increased demand for his 
new work on sewerage, Prof. A. Pres- 
cott Folwell, A.B., instructor in civil engineer- 
ing, has issued a second edition. 

The first edition, published by the well- 
known firm of John Wiley & Sons, of New 
York, appeared November 25, 1898, and its 
popularity dated fi-om that time. 

It is the only comprehensive work that has 
been published on the subject, and to say that 
it has been heartily welcomed by both city en- 
gineers and engineering schools is putting it 
mildly. 

The first edition appeared too late to be con- 
sidered by many colleges in selecting their text 
books for this year, but already sixteen univer- 
sities and colleges, including some of the larg- 
est institutions in the country, have recognized 
its value and importance as a text-book, and 
have adopted it as the basis of their work on 
the subject. 

The list includes the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, Cornell University, University 
of Wisconsin, University of Illinois, University 
of Pennsylvania, University of Ohio, Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati, University of Washington, 
Tufts College, Iowa State College, Pennsylva- 
nia State College, Worcester Polytechnic Insti- 
tute, Lehigh University , University of Colorado 
and Lafayette College. 

It has been said that educational standards 
found in the larger institutions have very often 
emanated from the smaller colleges. This is 
true to a certain degree of our own Lafayette. 
We are fortunate in having among our fac- 
ulty men who have given to the scientific world 
valuable additions in the shape of technical 
works. These books have not only brought 
credit to their authors, but have met with un- 
bounded success.

THE REDINGTON MISSION. 
npHE college Y, M. C. A. is receiving fe- 
vorable notice for its active interest in 
the Wm. T. Carter Junior Republic recently 
established at Redington, Pa., by the widow of 
its founder, whose name it bears. While yet 
in its first organization, when fully established, 
this institution will be one of the most inter- 
esting spots in the State. Organized through 
the munificence of its founder, after the famous 
George Junior Republic, of Freeville, N. Y., it 
will prove one of the most commendable monu- 
ments to modem philanthropy. It is a home 
for incorrigible children, who are brought from 
the slums of our cities and educated to be self- 
governing, self-respecting citizens. It is a real 
republic, and the children elect their president 
and congress and enforce their own laws. In 
this small country are found the church, the 
court house and the school, besides workshops 
and homes. 

The Carter Republic at Redington now shel- 
ters a dozen or more children from the cities, 
and when fully established will number several 
hundred citizeas. In view of this new field of 
labor, and the absence of regular religious ser- 
vices at Redington, the college Y. M. C. A. 
has, at the request of those most closely con- 
nected with the institution, organized a Sun- 
day school and a regular morning service with 
sermon. The services thus far have been well 
attended, and the children from the Republic 
have attended in a body. During the term a 
number of the fellows will tender the children 
an evening of pleasure at the Republic. We 
congratulate the Y. M. C. A. on its expansi\-e 
policy in mission work.

On time Umpire Campbell called the game, 
and Ramsey, stick in hand, stepped into the 
batter's box. He drew four balls and walked. 
Frazer, the next man up, sacrificed. Gillinder 
bit for one base, scoring Ramsey. Sherrell hit 
to Currier and was fielded out at first. Flavell 
went out on a line drive to Bray. 

Lafayette then went in for their half of the 
first. Hile walked, but was forced out at 
second by Lauer's hit to Brown. Chalmers 
hit to Ramsey and forced Lauer out. Things 
began to look rather dubious at that time, but 
hopes took a small rise as Bray, after his usual 
scrutiny of the stick, stepped up to the marble. 
The first ball pitched suddenly and unexpect- 
edly found itself out between second and center. 
This took place at 3.20 p. m., and the sun, 
which had been behind a cloud, came out. 
Captain Nevins then tried his luck for a two- 
bagger and Chalmers scored. Next, Hubley 



hit for two bases and Bray and Nevins scored.

Pennsylvania made no tally in their half of 
the third.

Although Lafayette made fewer errors in 
the game on Wednesday, those made proved 
tp be of a fatal character and eventually 
lost us the game. The game was well played 
throughout and hotly contested, and Yale only 
succeeded in snatching out a victory in the 
ninth inning after everything was apparently 
in favor of the Maroon and. White. 

In base running Yale easily demonstrated her 
superiority, and an inability in this line seems 
to be our own team's chief weakness. It lost 
us the Princeton game, and has been plainly 
evident in all the games played thus far this 
season. It is a weakness which we hope to 
soon see corrected. 

For Yale, Robertson did good work in the 
box, holding down or shutting out Lafayette 
when runs were extremely possible. Nevins 
seemed in the early part of the game to have 
the Yale batters at his mercy, but owing, at 
critical times to bad support, which no team is 
above giving occasionally, was unable to bring 
back the scalp of Yale as Lafayette has done 
for the past two years. 

The game was won by Yale in the ninth 
inning. They needed two runs to tie and three 



to win. DeSaulles bunted successfully. Wear 
drove to Chalmers, who made an error, and 
two runs were added, tieing the score and set- 
ting the bleechers wild. This was bad enough, 
but the last straw came when Wallace hit to 
Bray, who, in trying for the ball, sprained his 
ankle and allowed Wallace to score before the 
hit could be fielded in. 

For Lafayette the stick work of Bray and 
Nevins deserves especial mention. DeSaulles 
was the life of the game for Yale. The score :

How much better it would be if instead of 
having the graduating class addressed by their 
classmates, to whose ideas they have been 
forced to listen for the last four years, they 
should be addressed by one of the prominent 
men of the day — a man who has done some- 
thing well and who from out his own ex- 
perience could draw a lesson that would prove 
of value to his hearers. How fitting it would 
be to have one who has fought — and fought 
successfully — in life*s battle, come back and 
give words of wisdom and advice to these 
young men who, armed and ready, are about 
to venture into the fray. The interest of the 
occasion would be vastly increased and the 
time occupied by exercises could be reduced to 
a reasonable amount. 

If, however, it is necessary to adhere to the 
traditions of the college and employ some local 
talent, the honor men could still deliver their 
speeches and the remainder of the time could 
be allotted to the speaker of the day. We 
could still retain the Latin salutatory which no 
one understands and the valedictory's melan- 
choly efforts to be melancholy. 

The subject has been fully discussed by the 
Senior class with a unanimous vote in favor of 
the petition to have the class addressed by 
some prominent orator, and it is to be hoped 
that the faculty will give it their careful con- 
sideration.

\X7'E are all perfectly aware of the many 
glaring abuses that exist in our politi- 
cal life, and it is pretty generally recognized 
that they exist merely on the sufferance of the 
better class of citizens, merely because these 
men do not care to take the time and trouble to 
correct them. The better class of citizens, so 
called, are willing to be misgoverned up to a 
certain point, if in return they may escape the 
duties and responsibilities to the government. 
No one who pauses to attend the matter can 
fail to realize the almost criminal negligence of 
the attitude. 

As college men, and as men who, if we ful- 
fill our mission, are destined to become leaders 
among Qur fellows, it is impossible that our 
attention be called too often or too strongly to 
this subject, and we therefore venture to quote 
a few brief extracts from a very pertinent arti- 
cle by Louis T. Golding in Education for April 
on " Educating the Citizen : " 

*' How shall we train up citizens? Citizens in the 
old sense ; men who value the opportunities of citizen- 
ship and welcome its responsibilities. The patriot has 
learned how to die for his country, how shall the citi- 
zen learn to live for her? Our standard of citizenship 
has fallen. Every community has its group of men 
known as ' good citizens * who in all their lives never 
made an honest effort towards rendering this a better 
government to live under. Yet in the fields of social, 
religious and philanthropic activity they are potent 
factors for good. Such men are misnamed, they 
should be called good men but bad citizens. The good 
citizen recognizes his responsibilities. He is vigilant 
in guarding the public faith, in insisting upon official 
probity, and in striving to destroy that popular dogma 
which teaches that public men may have two stand- 
ards of veracity and honor, one fair and of full height 
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for private business ; the other shrunken and distorted 
for public action. 

'*The need of this country to-day is citizens who 
know why this is a great and prosperous nation and 
how to keep it so. Public opmion, operating through 
manhood suffi-age, is the controller and director of 
American destiny. With absolute, though indirect 
power, it directs legislative and executive action. It 
has nearly always been right, at least no fatal errors 
can so far be laid at its door ; but who can foretell the 
future? The best, the only guarantee is a higher 
standard of citizenship and a better understanding of 
its duties and responsibilities. 

"The youth of to-day is the citizen of to-morrow. 
Let us then teach him to know the duties of citizen- 
ship that he may do well his part, and that there may 
be more men such as President Garfield described : 

*'*Men who, standing on a mountain height, see 
all the achievements of our past history and carry in 
their hearts the memory of its glorious deeds, and who 
looking forward, prepare to meet th6 dangers that

' I ^HE Dallas Morning News, of Wednesday 
last, gives a lengthy tribute to its 
managing editor, Prank Doremus, '70, who 
died the previous night, after a brief attack of 
pneumonia. Mr. Doremus was a student in 
Lafayette in the class of 1870. Prevented by 
ill health from taking the studies of the final 
year, he received the degree of master of arts 
with his class later. His career was of 
marked interest. The son of a Presbyterian 
clergyman, of Iberville parish, Louisiana, 
when only eleven years old, as the war 
broke out, he volunteered as a courier for the 
commander of a battery in the Confederate 
service, and was useful in the Red river cam- 
paign, that culminated in the defeat of General 
Banks. After leaving college he engaged in 
engineering work on the Mississippi river levee 
board, and later was on the corps of the Texas 
& Pacific railroad. Of twenty-nine sub-division 
engineers his work was the highest in efficiency. 
For ten years he was on the staff" of the 
Galvestofi News^ and in 1884 founded the 
Dallas News, with which he continued until 
his death. He leaves a wife and two sons.

Filson, Clinc 
and Dr. Clyde embraced the occasion to pay 
tributes to the memory of the elder Prof. Coffin, 
narrating incidents of his zeal in sciences and 
remarkable industry in research. 
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BASE BALL. 

Lcfiigh v8.La&yette. 
/^N Saturday the home team defeated Le- 
high ill what was perhaps the most ex- 
citing and nerve-racking game of baseball ever 
played on Lafayette field. 

From the moment that the first Lehigh man 
stepped up to the bat, until Hile made the hit 
that scored the winning run, in the twelfth 
inning, every play was followed by the spec- 
tators with breathless interest. As inning fol- 
lowed inning, and neither team was able to 
score what every one felt would prove the win- 
ning run, the strain became almost unbearable, 
yet through it all both colleges cheered their 
teams, continually, persistently, doggedly. 

The cheering was indeed one of the features 
of the game. Toward the end it seemed to 
each one of the weary but enthusiastic crowd 
upon the bleachers that his voice could scarcely 
last throughout the inning, but as each inning 
ended without a score, the voices seemed to 
take on renewed life and hurl themselves with 
fresh vigor into the din. No one who was 
present can ever forget how, steadily and con- 
tinuously, and perhaps a trifle monotonously, 
but still triumphantly and defiantly, the 'Rah ! 
'Rah ! Lafayette, 'Rah ! rolled across the field 
incessantly throughout the game. 

It was essentially a pitchers' battle, and both 
pitchers pitched great ball. Howard had the 
l>etter end of it, however, striking out more 
men and allowing fewer safe hits. Lehigh had 
therefore much fewer men on bases, and we 
were spared much of the horrible uncertainty 
that befell the lot of the Lehigh ** rooters." 



Whatever **Jack" Howard may do on the 
diamond in the future, he will never achieve a 
greater victory than his of last Saturday, nor 
will he ever be able to tarnish his record of 
that game. Every man has at least one great 
opportunity in his life-time. Howard had 
his then, and he proved himself equal to the 
occasion. He outdid himself, and pitched a 
game that will cause his name to be handed 
down among those of the great pitchers of the 
college. 

For all-round playing, in field and at bat, 
the star of the game was unmistakably Walter 
Hubley. His work at third base was red hot. 
Everything that came his way he took with a 
sureness and grace that are seldom equaled. 
He batted hard and ran bases in a manner that 
we hope to see emulated by the whole team. 

Currier had seven chances and accepted them 
all. In taking a hard fly in left, he ran into 
Chalmers, but escaped with a slight cut. 

Hile put up a good game at second and 
brought in the winning run by a hard hit to 
centre field. 

Lauer held down first in his usually steady 
fashion, and made a great stop of Hubley's poor 
throw after he had made his sensational one- 
handed stop in the sixth. 

Catterall caught well, and, in fact, the work 
of the whole team from start to finish was of a 
superior order. 

Lehigh also played good ball, making but 
two errors, and neither of these of a fatal 
character. E. Grace played the best game for 
his team, and was always on the jump. He 
led Lehigh at the bat with a single and a triple. 

The game opened with Lehigh at the bat. 
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Parsons walked and stole second. £. Grace 
then made a deep drive into centre for three 
bags, scoring Parsons. J. Grace foaled out to 
Catterall. Reed singled, scoring £. Grace. 
James went out at first and Alder struck out. 
For Lafayette, Hile was hit by pitched ball. 
Lauer hit for two bases, scoring Hile. Chal- 
mers popped up a fly to HoUingsworth. Bray 
hit to Parsons and was thrown out at first. 
Score, 2-1. 

In the second Kelly drew a base on balls, 
but was caught napping by Catterall. Hol- 
lingsworth and Bachman struck out. In La- 
fayette's half of the second Hubley singled. 
Howard struck out. Hubley stole second and 
was sacrificed to third by Yon. Kelly made a 
wild pitch and Hubley scored. Currier saw 
first on E. Grace's error, but Catterall went out 
on fly to Reed. Score, 2-2. 

In the third, Lehigh went out in one-two- 
three order. In Lafayette's half Hile was 
thrown out at first. Lauer flied out to Hol- 
lingsworth. Chalmers hit for three bases, but 
died on third on Bray's pop-up to J. Grace. 

Lafayette had another chance to score in the 
fourth inning. Hubley singled and Howard 
struck out endeavoring to sacrifice him to sec- 
ond. Hubley stole second and Yon sacrificed 
him to third, but Currier struck out. 

In the eighth each team made a great effort 
to score. For Lehigh, with one man out, E. 
Grace and J. Grace each singled. Reed flied 
to Yon, who dropped the ball, but caught J. 
Grace at second, E. Grace reaching third. 
James, however, was thrown out at first by 
Currier. In Lafayette's half Chalmers hit for 
two bases. Bray hit a long fly to James, but 
Chalmers allowed himself to be caught nap- 
ping at second, and an auspicious beginning 
was brought to a close by Hubley being thrown 
out by HoUingsworth to J. Grace. 

Then ensued a desperate struggle; both 
teams made efforts to score, but the sharp field- 
ing and effective work of the pitchers rendered 
all such efforts fi-uitless. Lafayette was perhaps 



more successful in getting men to first, but was 
unable to get them around to home. 

The agony was finally relieved in the twelfth. 
Lehigh succeeded in getting men to first, but 
could advance them no further. Then Lafay- 
ette made a supreme effort. Currier hit up in 
the air to E. Grace. Catterall hit safely just 
over the infielders. Yon running for him, stole 
second. Hile drove a ground ball into center 
field and Yon scored the winning run of the 
game.

A MEETING of the Athletic Association was 
held in the president's room last Tuesday. 

J. M. Rowe, '00, was elected baseball mana- 
ger, and C. H. Brown, '01, assistant manager 
for next season. 

C. P. Oldt, '00, was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of W. J. Bruen, '00, 
as manager of the '99 football team. 
» W. B. Weaver, '99, chairman of the com- 
mittee appointed to oflfer an amendment to the 
constitution relating to the election of captains 
of the various teams, presented his report. 

Article V, Section 2, of the constitution 
says: — ^The captain of the football team shall 
be elected at the close of the football season by 
those members of the team who have played 
upon two or more inter-collegiate games. The 
captain of the baseball team shall be elected at 
the close of the baseball season by those 
members of the team who have played upon 
two or more inter-collegiate games, and the 
captain of the track team shall be elected by 
those who have competed in any inter-collegiate 
games. 

The amendment to the constitution is as 
follows: — The captain of the football team 
shall be elected at the close of the football 
season by those persons who shall during the 
season play in six entire halves of football 
games. The captain of the baseball team shall 
be elected at the close of the baseball season 
by those persons who shall during the season 
play in eight games, and the captain of the 
track team shall be elected by those persons 
taking four points in an inter-collegiate meet, 
points to count as follows: — ist place, 5 points; 
2nd place, 2 points; 3rd place, i point, or who 
shall take one point in the I. C. A. A. A. A. 
meet. 

The amendment was adopted by the associ- 
ation and the secretary of the committee was 
authorized to have it inserted in the constitution.

The invitations for the rededication of Pardee 
Hall are being engraved by Wright, of Phila- 
delphia, and will be ready to send out the latter 
part of this week. They bear the engraved 
reproduction of the college seal, and the follow- 
ing words: **The president, trustees, and 
faculty of Lafayette College invite you to be 
present at the dedication of Pardee Hall on 
Wednesday, May thirty-first, eighteen hundred 
and ninty-nine, at eleven o'clock.** An in- 
closed card bears the additional information: 
**The program will include the unveiling of 
the memorial window, the conferring of de- 
grees, and an address by the Honorable Charles 
Emory Smith, postmaster-general of the United 
States.**

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LAFAYETTE-LEHIGH DEBATE. 

T EHIGH defeated Lafayette on Friday even- 
ing, May 12, in the fourth annual debate 
between the two colleges. 

The debate was well contested throughout. 
The Lafayette speakers had the better delivery 
and their arguments had the advantage of being 
set off with better oratorical display. 

They were aggressive and fought each point 
with a vim and earnestness that won them lots 
of applause. 

Lehigh's representatives spoke calmly and 
deliberately, with arguments weighty and con- 
clusive and arranged in a logical manner. 

For Lafayette, Stonedpher, '99, excelled in 
manner of preparation and in weight of argu- 
ment, while for Lehigh Fletcher and Meaker 
carried off the honors. 

President Drown, of Lehigh, presided, and 
Harry I. Woods acted as time-keeper. 

The subject was, '^ Resolved^ That discrimi- 
nating duties should be imposed to increase 
the United States merchant marine." 

J. W. Fletcher, Lehigh, '00, ^s first speaker 
for the affirmative opened the debate by slating 
the line of argument which his side intended to 
pursue and gave a short history of the legislation 
in regard to shipping. He claimed that some 
radical measure was necessar}', or in time the 
American flag would disappear from ocean 
commerce. 

James S. Grim, Lafayette, '99, was the 
second speaker. He admitted the great in- 
crease in the United States merchant marine 
during the first half of this century, but 
claimed it was due to the general system of 
credit then in vogue, and to the fact that 
Kurope was busy with numerous wars. 

J. S. Shultz, Lehigh, 1900, was the second 
speaker on the affirmative. He took England 
as an example of the good effects of discrimi- 
nating duties upon a developing commerce, 
showing how they were used by England until 
she was compelled to throw open her ports to 
all nations, thereby securing cheaper raw 
materials. He demonstrated that subsidies were 



inefficient, because they are impracticable and 
unpopular. 

Frank W. Stonecipher, Lafayette, '99, fol- 
lowed and said that to use discriminating duties 
would create enemies at home and abroad. He 
claimed that discriminating duties wonld cause 
the abrogation of our treaties, which would 
cause foreign nations to retaliate. 

William L. Meaker, Lehigh, '99, closed the 
debate for the affirmative. He showed that 
the proposed system would not necessitate any 
further increase in revenue machinery, and 
closed with a statement of the arguments ad- 
vanced by the affirmative. 

John F. Valieant, Lafayette, '99,, was the 
last speaker. He stated that to impose dis- 
criminating duties meant the destruction of 
our merchant marine. He said that the navi- 
gation laws were the root of the evil and that 
these laws should be repealed. 

After the rebuttal arguments, in which there 
were a couple of windy passages at arms, 
thoroughly enjoyed by the audience, the judges 
retired. 

After some deliberation they awarded the 
debate to the affirmative, and complimented 
the Lafayette men on their oratorical manner 
of presentation.

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THE VAN TICKLE MEMORIAL LIBRARY. 
TpHE plars for the Van Wickle memorial 
library are substantially complete and 
ready for the final action of the Board of Trus- 
tees. The determination of all the details was 
left to Mr. Van Wickle's executors, who are 
Mrs. Van Wickle and Mr. I. P. Pardee. The 
design that has been decided on is substantially 
that of a library in one of the New England 
cities. It consists of a central structure of two 
stories, flanked by wings of a single story, 
while provision is made for an extension in the 



a storage room on the second floor ; on the left 
there is a coat room, which contains a stair- 
case leading to the second floor. The center 
of this part of the building is open to the roof, 
a gallery running around the open wall on the 
second floor. The rear division is arranged to 
contain the reference books and the necessary 
conveniences for consulting them. 

The right wing is entirely occupied by a 
book-stack of fire proof construction, and of a 
total capacity by the library measurement of 
55,000 volumes. This being greater than the

rear whenever the growth of the college library 
demands more room, for books. The building 
will consist of a high basement of stone, and 
the main building of a golden brick richly or- 
namented with terra cotta, and a roof of red 
tiles. It will thus present a pleasant contrast 
to the other buildings on the campus. 

Entering by the arched doorway, we find on 
the right a small private room for the use of 
the librarian, with a book lift connecting it 
with an unpacking room in the basement and 



immediate need, the shelving will be made for 
half this number at the present time. 

The left wing is to contain the reading room. 
It will be equipped with the most approved 
furniture, and every convenience for the use of 
readers will be used. At the end of this room, 
opposite the entrance, it is proposed to place a 
memorial window. This window is to be the 
gift of Mrs. Van Wickle. and she has already 
authorized Tiffany & Co. to prepare a design 
for it. Over the entrance and along the central 
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wall there will be a gallery, giving additional 
room for reading tables. The ceiling of this 
room extends to the roof of the building, and 
will be panelled with oak. 

The second floor of the central portion of 
the building provides two rooms where special 
collections may be placed, or special studies 
carried on ; and two large storage rooms for 
magazines and newspapers. 

The accompanying cut was made from a pre- 
liminary sketch, and only in a general way 
represents the final plans. It gives, however, 
$ome idea of the building as it will appear when 
finished, and affords a pleasant prophecy of its 
beauty. It is expected that ground will be 
broken for it at commencement, and the build- 
ing completed in about six months.

A DAY OF RESURRECTION. 

It is evening in the desert town of Medina nearly 
thirteen centuries ago. It is that hour of the day 
when the streets are wont to be thronged with a busy, 
bustling populace. To-night they are silent. Not a 




footfall breaks the stillness, not the tinkle of a camel 
bell. Even the wind seems to be hushed. It is an 
hour of deepest moment for the dark-skinned sons of 
the desert. In the house of Ayeshah, hard by the 
mosque of the city, a naked soul stands face to face 
with its last stem reality. Around the prostrate form 
are armed retainers. Suddenly, from his couch rises 
the grim old chieftan, and, with eyes that are dimmed 
and glassy, and voice that is husky, speaks : *' Yonder, 
beyond the sunset, lies your empire. Take the sword 
of Mohammed and teach the nations of the earth that 
God is God and Mohammed is his prophet*' 

Thus died Mohammed, and true to that command 
the Moslem hosts overran Europe until their victorious 
course was stayed at Tours. Here was Mohammedan- 
ism checked, and the Moslem's dream of empire for- 
ever dispelled, but that same irresistible movement to 
the westward went on. From the earliest dawn of an- 
tiquity the finger of Destiny, like the hand of the 
dying Mohammed, has been pointing to the westward 
and saying to civilization, *' Yonder lies your empire." 

Prom Egypt it past to Greece. Greece fell, and 
Rome, upon her seven hills, was mistress of the East, 
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Now it rears its head by the side of the German Ocean. 
Now upon the islands of Britain. 

The abject terrors of the deep ofier no barrier to the 
onward march of Progress, and next amid the wilds of 
a new continent it proudly lifts its crest and America 
is brought forth. But the unseen and eternal hand is 
not yet stayed, and soon the signal guns of Perry in a 
harbor of Japan announce the birth of another nation. 

And here it halts. Halts before the gateway of the 
Celestial Empire, where superstition and dark tradi- 
tion have reared a barrier higher than the far-famed 
wall of Huang-Ti. 

China, besieged by relentless enemies without, and 
assailed by implacable foes within, presents to man- 
kind a spectacle unique in history. The Powers of 
Europe, in their insatiate lust for empire, have at last 
fixed their eyes upon China. 

With cunning duplicity, Russia lies in wait for her 
prey. She busies England upon her Indian frontier. 
She builds a gigantic Siberian railway with its eastern 
terminal in an ice-bound port. And then, to further 
shroud his designs in mystery, the Czar of all the 
Russias send forth to the astonished world a proposi- 
tion for universal peace. Peace! While he numbers 
his Cossack legions. Peace ! While the Russian ar- 
senals and dockyards thunder night and day. Peace, 
peace, when there is no peace.'' 

And then he sleeps, does this Slavonic Prince of 
Peace, sleeps and dreams of a capital beside the Bos- 
phorus, of seaports on the Yellow Sea and of the rich 
treasures of the Ganges valley. The train is laid. But 
Russia dares not fire it. She bides her time. And it 
comes. 

Germany, Protestant Germany, cloaking her cu- 
pidity in the mantle of religious zeal, lays claim to a 
port upon the Chinese coast. 

In an instant, the spell of prestige is broken, the 
voice of conscience is hushed and the Christian powers 
of Europe close in upon their quarry. 

The army of France is rife with intrigue. There is 
a crisis in her Cabinet. Her African possessions are 
in a hopeless tangle, but she must needs cut her slice 
from the Celestial Empire. 

Great Britain remains steadfast in her desire to 
maintain the integrity of the empire, but on every side 
she sees her counsels turned to naught, and, at last, 
she, too, puts forth her hand and takes of the accursed 
thing. 

And China, bewildered, deluded China! Useless 
now are her teeming millions ; her resources ; her an- 
tiquity ; her palace walls are thronged with traitors, 
and her army is the victim of fraud.

which these men began at Tours and prosecuted at 
Fulda and other foundations, flows down the ages full 
of gracious influences, rich in knowledge, sweet in 
consecrated lives. 

The lordly benefactor and the wise administrator 
have seemed to us fit types of those to whose memory 
this window is erected, not that the one was rich and 
bore the insignia of worldly rank, and the other was a 
scholar and wore the garb of a minister of religion, but 
because love of learning and love of their Divine Lord 
united them in a common work of establishing and 
perpetuating an educational system of the widest scope 
and on the soundest basis that was possible in their 

Their love fashioned and informed their work. It 
was tove which made their work vital and vitalizing. 
It is love which makes them living forces in this re- 
mote time. 

The same force has been at work here. The first 
president loved this college with the yearning love of a 
tender master. He prayed for it and strove for it, en- 
dured privation and even poveriy for it. What Dr. 
Junkin began others nobly perpetuated. But in none 
has the flame of pure afieclion burned more brightly 
than in the breast of Dr. Cattell.

In the beautiful window which is placed here by the 
love of tht»se who have enjoyed the results of the de- 
Tollon to truth of two loving and beloved men, we have 
depicted for us two strangely dissimilar characters, 
bound together in a noble service by tlieir united love 
for a common Master. Across a milleiiium they speak 
to US. The proud barbarian kingwho found a mighty 
empire by binding bis neck lo the yoke of Christ. 
The cloister- loving English monk, who left his distant 
home to establish in the empire of the south that appre- 
ciation of the "grandeur of a life consecrated to kiiow- 
ledge," of "the tranquil pleasure that lies in learning 
and teaching and writing," which had been awakened 
in England by bis gentle master Bsda. The work

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more sacred to us because, erected when his hand was 
no longer here to guide its construction, it emphasizes 
the truth that his noble work for education and man- 
kind lives after him. It commands and evokes a 
fresh tribute to his modest virtues, his faithful devo- 
tion and his general philanthrop}- ; and here with 
president, trustees and faculty ; here with the alumni, 
who have shared his benefactions ; here with the ar- 
dent youth whose high hopes and aspirations have 
been enkindled by opportunities he gave them ; here 
with the peerless scholar who spoke the words of wis- 
dom and inspiration at the last dedication ; here in the 
presence of your distinguished son and my honored 
colleague of the cabinet ; here on this ideal summit, 
overlooking this goodly city and these picturesque 
valleys, rich in their vernal glory, we come to honor 
the venerated memory of the founder and to consecrate 
this stately hall to its high purposes. 

In its origin and through all its vicissitudes Pardee 
Hall has had a distinct design. It has been devoted 
to the practical in education and in life. Its sagacious 
and broad-minded creator was himself a master of the 
elements out of which have sprung our modern ma- 
terial forces. The life-work in which he achieved the 
signal success that enabled him to become a great pub- 
lic benefactor brought him into direct association with 
the development of the latent energies of nature and 
wnth the potential instrumentalities of our new and 
marvellous civilization. He saw new fields opening 
for the triumphs of talent and genius ; he saw the ne- 
cromancy of Franklin's kite become the moving 
agency of industrial activity; he saw the mysteries of 
science pass from the real of the laboratory to the do- 
main of daily life ; and he proposed to broaden educa- 
tion to embrace these practical applications of occult 
forces to the uses of humanity. 

Splendid and inspiring within their limitations were 
the general culture and intellectual activity of Greece. 
They pervaded all classes. "The herb-woman of 
Athens,'* as has been said, '* could criticise the phras- 
eology of Demosthenes, and the humblest artisan could 
pronounce judgment on the works of Apelles and 
Phidias." The cobblers sharpened their wits on ques- 
tions of abstract reasoning, and even the very youth 
cultivated the art of lucent and limpid expression so 
that the figure of speech glittered in the flow of their 
common talk like the sparkling gray from the foun- 
tain's throat. All elements gathered under the shadow 
of the Parthenon to feast on the eloquence of Pericles 
and determine the policy of the state. What an exhil- 
erating picture of the moral power and mental culture 
of a great people ! 

We cannot expect the classic grace and captivating 
speech which distinguished the queenly city of the 
violet crown. No central sun of inspiration can blaze 



over a broad continent as the fervor of intense intel- 
lectual life glowed in that compact community on the 
shore of the iEgean Sea, fusing and forging it into one 
ardent and aspiring mass. We do not seek the impos- 
sible. We know that what is lost in one directioh is 
more than gained in another. The diffusion of culture 
may be less, but the range of knowledge is infinitely 
greater. The skill in dialectics may not be as fine, 
but the summit of possibilities is immeasurably higher. 
New worlds of science and attainment are opened on 
every side ; new powers are revealed ; new opportuni- 
ties are offered. Better fif\y years of Europe, said Ten- 
nyson ; better a single 3'ear of America, say we, such 
as the last with the mighty impulses, than a cycle of 
Cathay, unless, indeed, Cathay can be transfigured 
with the light of America. 

This is the age of scientific development and ma- 
terial achievement. The demand for trained capacity 
and expert knowledge is far wider and greater than 
ever before, and the pathways which lead to the 
heights of success and distinction have been incalcula- 
bly multiplied. At the beginning of the century the 
only open avenues, outside of the pulpit, for intellec- 
tual activity were the law and public life. Both the 
quality and the arena of the other professions were 
still behind the veil of the future. We had no litera- 
ture or art, and little science. Journalism was noth- 
ing more than violent political pamphleteering. 
Even the commerce of Astor and Girard was simple 
barter and trade. And now behold the intricate web 
of railways with its boundless scope for the genius of 
organization and command. Behold the entrancing 
beauties of the magic White City, resplendent beyond 
the dreams of Greece and Rome, which illustrate the 
glories of our architecture, and the towering construc- 
tion of Eiffel which exhibits the amazing resources of 
modern engineering. Behold the wonders of the trans- 
mitted voice which talks across half a continent, and 
all the marvels of the subtle and occult and mighty 
forces which, touched with the wand of an Edison or 
a Tesla or a Marconi, and under the inventive skill 
and applied science of our age, have become the fa- 
miliar factors of our daily avocations. Behold the tre- 
mendous enginery and the colossal enterprise, reqliir- 
ing the nicest adjustment and the most exact knowl- 
edge, which body forth the genius, the penetration, 
the daring and the grasp of our progressive business 
spirit. In all this dazzling advancement there is the 
widest choice, not only for the pleasures of the mind, 
but for the prizes of life, and in contemplating these 
varied and tempting opportunities we can realize the 
service which is rendered in laying the broad founda- 
tions of practical education. 

Let me refer you to a single fresh illustration of the 
application of science to the practical problems of the 
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times. Only the other day was received and given 
out the report of the chivalric McArthur upon the op- 
erations of his brilliant campaign in the Philippines. 
It was exhilarating and inspiring in every word ; no 
complaint, no criticism, no false or doubtful note, but 
a simple and vivid picture of the gallantry and achieve- 
ments of the American army, and a true soldier's trib- 
ute to the devotion, the manhood, the courage and the 
unconquerable spirit of the American soldiers who 
have faced a difficult duty in the jungles of Luzon 
with unfaltering fidelity, whose intrepid advance has 
added new lustre and influence to the American name, 
and whose heroic deeds, under the strange constella- 
tions of the Orient, have touched a responsive chord 
in every patriotic breast. In that report there was an 
intensely interesting sketch of one particular service. 
The co-operation of the gunboats was desired. The 
point of attack was on depressed ground out of view. 
How to fire so as to hit the foe and spare the friend? 
The Signal Service was invoked ; it fixed its stations, 
made its triangulations, measured the exact distance, 
marked the elevations and depressions, and signalled 
its measurements. Then the guns were aimed in the 
air, the electric spark was applied, the hissing shells 
hurled through space struck and destroyed the distant 
and unseen defense, and science, which shortens and 
ameliorates warfare by making it quickly effective, 
gave another exemplification of the power and value 
of educated training. 

In this modem development, which is chiefly of 
peaceful agencies and progress, America leads the 
world. We excel in inventive skill ; we have more of 
the adventurous spirit; we are less bound by the 
shackles of conservatism ; we have a higher level of in- 
telligence and living ; we have newer fields of activity 
and greater freedom of opportunity. Race, heritage, 
government, history and mis8ion,all distinct and clearly 
defined — we say it in no boastful spirit — ^have put our 
country in the van. The currents of the world's later 
advance have focused in this great western experi- 
ment. Bishop Berkeley's familiar lines : 

" Westward the course of empire takes its way, 
Time's noblest offspring is the last," 

are but the epitome of the march of history and civili- 
zation. The way was well prepared. The most vital 
events in the unfolding of modern progress came con- 
temporaneously with this western departure. Guten- 
berg discovered the art of printing just at the time 
that Columbus discovered America, and it was at the 
same epoch that Luther's mighty Reformation did so 
much to liberate the human mind from the thraldom 
of the ancient hierarchy. 

The foundations of our Republic were laid when 
conditions were ripening for the intellectual and po- 
litical emancipation of the race. The American revo- 
lution established the freedom of the American people, 



but it did more. It contributed incalculably to the 
freedom of civilized mankind. When Burke, looking 
across the channel upon the horrors of the French rev- 
olution, exclaimed, "I see a chasm in the place of 
Prance," Mirabeau thundered back, " It is the chasm 
of a volcano ! " It was indeed a portentious volcanic 
convulsion, but through its ghastly and lurid agonies, 
shocking as they were, the fetters of old traditions and 
kingly claims of divine right were broken. Together 
with the erection of a free Republic on this side of the 
sea it signified a new advance for the world. There 
was a wide difierence in spirit and character between 
the American and French revolutions — the difference 
between ordered liberty and unchained frenzy — but 
they were parts of the general forward movement of 
mankind, and the American revolution had a more 
direct aud potential bearing upon the French upheaval 
than most historical students are accustomed to recog- 
nize. Then, as ever since, the sway of this Western 
Republic was felt far beyond its bounds, and its influ- 
ence, especially powerful at the close of the last cen- 
tury through the struggle for its creation, is again pe- 
culiarly powerful through its matchless development 
and triumphs at the close of the present century. 

With this intellectual and political liberation and 
this new measure of personal freedom the time was 
ripe for the development of the material forces which 
have transformed our social life and our whole indus- 
trial and commercial fabric On its material side the 
world had almost stood still for 2000 years. When 
John Adams and Thomas Jefierson started to meet in 
Independence Hall they had no means of traveling 
any faster than the members of the Amphictyonic 
Council of Greece which met in the Delphie Temple 
500 years before the Christian era. When George 
Washington returned to his estate at Mount Vernon 
he had no other implements for tilling the soil than 
Cincitfnatus had when he returned to his plow near 
Rome. When Martha Washington sat down to spin 
she used the same kind of a distaff with which the 
faithful Penelope passed the days during the wander- 
ings of Ulysses that inspired the sublime verse of the 
blind old bard of Scio's rocky isle. If the modem 
material forces did not come because of the American 
Republic they came in a signal providential dispensa- 
tion with it, as if the two just fitted in the world's 
progress. The spinning-mule was invented in the 
year before the Declaration was signed ; the power loom 
in the very year the Constitution was framed ; the 
cotton-gin in the year that Washington entered on his 
second term. Fulton's first steamboat rippled the 
bosom of the Hudson just as Jefferson was swallowing 
his own scruples and shocking the early Constitution 
mongers with our first great expansion in the purchase 
of the I^ouisiana Territory. The first railroad came 
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forty years after the Constitution ; the first telegraph 
but little more than fifly years, and most of these and 
the succeeding material triumphs which have distin- 
guished this great physical epoch were the fruit of 
American genius. 

These forces in their applied forms, together with 
the genius of our institutions and the quality of our 
people, have given our Republic an unparalleled 
growth. The world has never before witnessed the 
upbuilding of such a nation in little more than a hun- 
dred years. From a narrow strip along the Atlantic 
coast, it has spanned and arched the continent. From 
three millions of people it has come to number nearly 
eighty millions. It has had an industrial develop- 
ment and accumulating power which are the wonder 
of mankind. Does any attentive observer imagine 
that this growth is to stop here ? If this has been the 
achievement of a hundred years, what is to be the 
limit of the coming centuries? If the American peo- 
ple have bravely and intelligently met every duty and 
opportunity which have thus far opened before them, 
who shall lead them to turn back from the demands 
and obligations of the future ? 

It is true that we have room within our continental 
domain for five hundred millions of people. But the 
problem which confronts us and confronts the world 
is not one of filling the waste spaces, but of utilizing 
the surplus forces. It is not a question of the slow 
process of growing consumers to take up a producing 
capacity which grows immeasurably faster than any 
such process can be carried, but it is a question of 
going out to find customers already waiting and will- 
ing. With the advance of invention and machinery 
the producing capacity of mankind doubles and mul- 
tiplies with amazing rapidity. The exchanges of trade 
have been practically limited to the five hundred mil- 
lions of the civilized world. But production has out- 
stripped all their requirements, and now it goes out 
and must go out in quest of the thousand millions who 
have been outside their pale. Had there been no war 
with Spain ; had the peerless Dewey never ushered in 
the dawn of a new and glorious May-mom of liberty 
in Manila Bay ; had the victory of Santiago never 
brought a triumph of peace charged with great respon- 
sibilities, we should still have been compelled to look 
beyond our continental bounds. It was inevitable 
that we should turn our faces outward. Industrial 
growth and commercial necessity dictated and assured 
it. I do not mean that it would necessarily have in- 
volved territorial acquisitions. Territorial expansion 
has not been, and is not now, the object of American 
ambition. It is the incident, and not the end. But 
in any event our continued material advancement 
would have required us to extend the arms of our com- 
merce across the seas, and commerce means a navy 



and outposts and protection. It means a part in the 
world's affairs ; and the future historian, in portraying 
the magnificent progress of tlie Republic, will dwell 
upon the manifest guidance of an overruling hand in 
the great and pregnant fact that just as it reached the 
stage of its development where its industrial upbuild- 
ing needed to be crowned with commercial extension, 
the unforseen and mighty events of the Spanish war 
suddenly lifted the curtain and unveiled the new vista, 
the wider horizon and the unexpected opportunities. 

The world advances to a new epoch. Trade, seek- 
ing fresh fields, reaches into the dark continents and 
carries light and civilization in its train. Armaments 
may go on or may be reduced, but the real struggle of 
the nations is the peaceful rivalry of commercial 
power. In that benign progress the American Repub- 
lic has a great part to play, and the new position which 
it has taken in the world, and which kindles the pride 
and patriotism of every true American, marks its ad- 
vancing mission. The Peace Congress, called by the 
Czar, meets at the Hague, and immediately American 
influence comes to the front and sways its councils 
with the American principle of arbitration. That is 
our rational policy. We proposed its general adoption 
to Europe ten years ago, and we put it in the forefront 
now. The free and generous emulation of all in the 
new extension of civilization and fair arbitration of 
difficulties which are beyond mutual adjustment — that 
is the keynote of the future. Frank, practical and sa- 
gacious, untrained in the old school of tortuous diplo- 
macy, but taught in the higher art of open and candid 
dealing, American statesmanship goes directly to its 
object as by a straight line. We cannot abnegate our 
role in the unfolding drama of the world. The logic 
of our own development forbids it. Our duty to man- 
kind precludes it. The march of civilization is onward 
and we must go forward with it. 

What is to be the part of educated men in this move- 
ment of national development? Are they to be large 
Americans or little Americans? Are the colleges to be 
laggards and the educated class to be skeptical or hos- 
tile? Are they to leave the leadership which should 
be the pride of their position and the aspiration of 
their privilege to those who have less opportunity but 
more faith and fibre? There is sometimes a popular 
distrust of the courage and the practical wisdom of the 
scholar. We have sometimes seen the doctrinaire in 
his cloister steeped in old abstractions and unmindful 
of new conditions and demands. There have been 
times when a few professors have set up the theoretical 
and arbitrary standard of misinterpreted phrases, and 
have been blind to the elements of vital Americanism. 
But this reproach has been limited to the few. It has 
never justly fallen upon the great majority. It has

been the glory of the educated class that its cuhure 
has not impaired its rugged manhood or diminished its 
virile patriotism, but has added moral purpose and 
public spirit to responsible citizenship. That class 
furnished Alexander Hamilton to be the right arm of 
Washington and Nathan Hale to lament that he had 
not more lives to give for his country. It offered 
Theodore Wintbrop to fall in the first clash of the war 
for the Union. It sent Peyton March and Harrison 
Gray Otis to brave the dangers and share the honors 
of the Philippines. While there have been recreants 
and cowards, the history of high endeavor is luminous 
with its glorious achievements. It spoke for liberty 
through the sublime pen of Milton and through the 
fiery tongue of Henry. It stood with the unfaltering 
spirit of John Quincy Adams in the House for the right 
of petition and with the towering grandeur of Charles 
Sumner in the Senate against the usurpation of Kan- 
sas. Wherever freedom has made its struggle, wher- 
ever humanity has lifted its appeal, wherever the torch 
of progress has thrown its ray along new and untried 
paths of duty, there the presence and the power of ed- 
ucated men have vindicated the title of their guild to 
the leadership of the race. 

In the new pathway upon which the country now 
enters, it summons their best thought and their worth- 
iest efforts. The work t)efore us affords new scope for 
educated talent, and presents fresh and attractive fields 
for the imagination, the study and the achievements 
of educated men. It lifts us out of the old contentions 
to a higher plane and a broader vision, and kindles in 
the liberal and enlightened mind the inspiring concep- 
tion of the genius of America stretching forth the 
peaceful sceptre of its high example and its righteous 



influence for the upbuilding of darkened peoples and 
the spread of civilization. And in that new awakening 
let it not be said that it is American scholarship which 
lacks faith in the efiicacy of American institutions and 
in the capacity and virtue of the American people. 

ATTORNEY GENERAL GRIGGS' REMARKS. 

The applause which followed the closing re- 
marks of Mr. Smith having ceased, President 
Warfield introduced Hon. John W. Griggs, 
Attorney General of the United States, a trus- 
tee of the college and a son of Lafayette. He 
was received with spontaneous applause, and 
his remarks drew forth many outbursts of 
amqsement and cheers from the undergradu- 
ates. He made no set speech^ but rather a 
short, witty address, which dwelt alike upon 
the progress at the college and the advantages 
and benefits of education in the practical devel- 
opment of the world. He spoke of Lafayette 
as a **dear, kind, good mother,'* and paid trib- 
utes to the loyal men who have in management 
and in instruction made the college what it is 
to-day.

The hymn. '*My Country 'Tis of Thee,** 
was sung, and the benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. Dr. T. C. Porter, LL.D., dean of the 
Pardee Scientific Department. 

THE LUNCHEON. 

(After the exercises the alumni and invited 
guests gathered in the new vestibule of the 
main building and indulged in social conversa- 
tion and college reminiscences before proceed- 
ing to the luncheon. There was a very gener- 
al expression of admiration for this vestibule 
and the hope that it would be maintained in 
its present condition as a place of assembly for 
the alumni on all important occasions.) 

At 2 p. M. a luncheon was served to the invi- 
ted guests and alumni in the gymnasium. This 
affair was ably directed by the ladies of Easton, 
whose devotion to the college has always been 
an inspiration to the undergraduates and alum- 
ni. After the tempting menu had been thor- 
oughly enjoyed, President Warfield, acting as 
toastmaster of the day, called on Hon. Wm. F. 
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Harris, U. S. Commissioner of Education, to 
respond to the first toast. Dr. Harris drew 
from his large and broad experience many in- 
teresting facts relative to the progress of edu- 
cation and the attainments of college-bred men 
in active life. He spoke of the advantages en- 
joyed by college graduates over other competi- 
tors, and especially of their valuable knowledge 
of human nature, a knowledge very helpful in 
the prosecution of their life plans to a success- 
ful completion. 

Dr. Warfield then introduced the second 
speaker, Dr. Coleman Sellers, of Philadelphia. 
Dr. Sellers is a graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania and a civil engineer of world- 
wide reputation. Dr. Sellers has for years 
been connected with the Franklin Institute, 
and his speech on the value of having spme 
technical knowledge combined with our gen- 
eral education was listened to with great in- 
terest. 

Dr. Sellers claimed that every individual 
should become acquainted with the laws of 
natural philosophy, and whether the individual 
be a doctor, a lawyer or a post-master general, 
he must understand something of physics. 

He spoke of his large knowledge of working- 
men and of their ways and difficulties, having 
come into contact with them frequently when 
called upon for advice in matters pertaining to 
their welfare. 

Dr. Sellers emphasized the necessity of hav- 
ing this scientific knowledge, by saying that 
there are many people in the world to-day 
who are not possessed of that knowledge 
which will save them from being taken in by 
such inventions as the Keely motor. 

The doctor concluded his remarks by referr- 
ing briefly to the impressions he had received 
during his visit to Lafayette. 

The toast, **Our Sister College,** was re- 
sponded to by Prof. Robinson, of Lehigh Uni- 
versity, who happily referred to the cordial re- 
lations existing between Lehigh and Lafayette, 
and spoke of the parallel history of the two 
colleges, referring to the like benefactions of 
Asa Packer and Ario Pardee. 



The President, in a neat speech, introduced 
Prof. Walter C. WyckoflF, of Princeton Uni\^- 
sity, author of "The Workers." Prof. Wyc- 
kofif spoke briefly of his impression received 
while gaining material for his popular work. 

At Princeton, as a result of his wandering 
and so-called tramp life, he has been dubbed by 
the students *' Weary WyckoflF." 

Speaking of the relation between ' 'Life and 
Literature," Prof. WyckoflF said that in' coming 
to Lafayette he was made to realize that the 
aims of Princeton and Lafayette are allied very 
closely. 

The college, he continued, trains men to be 
Christian men, filling them with high ideals 
and making them, above all. God-fearing men. 

In the institution, young students are pre- 
pared to go forth and be leaders among their 
fellowmen, clasping hands with each other, 
and leading them to the solutions of the prob- 
lems which conflict the educated men of the 
day. 

At the conclusion of Prof. WyckoflPs \'ery 
eloquent address, the toastmaster called on Rev. 
W. A. Pollock, D.D., *7i, of Allentown, and 
Moderator of Lehigh Presbytery, who spoke 
in behalf of that body. He read a greeting 
from the Presbytery congratulatory of the re- 
dedication of Pardee Hall, and added a few 
well chosen words in regard to the influence of 
Presbyterian education as exemplified in the 
training at Lafayette. 

The final speaker introduced was Rev. J. F. 
Patterson, D.D., of Orange, N. J., to whom the 
President referred as having been adopted by 
Lafayette College. 

Dr. Patterson is a graduate of Washington 
and Jefferson, and in speaking of his appreciation 
of the degree which had been conferred upon 
him, he said that he was a firm believer in the 
expansion of adoption. 

The speaker's remarks were very brief, and 
he concluded by asserting that Lafayette's 
surroundings, and especially its campus, were 
the finest he had ever seen. 

At the conclusion of this toast, the benedic- 
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tion was pronounced by Rev. John Sharp, 
D.D., Principal of Blair Hall Academy, Blairs- 
town, N. J.

As the result of Captain Nevins not being in 
the box last Saturday, our team was considera- 
bly weakened, so that the opposing aggrega- 
tions were almost evenly matched. 

Lafayette had little difficulty in touching up 
Marcus for a dozen hits, and Columbia hit 
Howard hard, but he was given good support 
by the Lafayette team when he most needed it. 

For Lafayette the best work was done by 
Nevins, Currier, Hubley and Catterall. Corn- 
ing played a brilliant game for the Blue and 
White in left. Kebler*s work behind the bat 
was of a fine stylCa He certainly plays the 
game. 
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rather favorable, although they were gained by a har- 
ried march from the wharf on the Pasig river, through 
the "walled city" or old Manila, and out into the 
suburbs to our first position near the water works. 
That first day in the Philippines doubtless occupies 
considerable space in each fellow's diary. We antici- 
pated being held in the city until our extra baggage 
was brought from the "Sherman,** or at least until we 
could exchange our eight weeks* old "sea legs** for 
those of a more suitable variety. Our welcome to the 
city, however, consisted in the distribution of loo 
rounds of Krag ammunition and rather inhospitable 
first aid bandages for wounds. The last time we had 
marched as a company was through the slippery, 
snow-covered streets of Weehawken on the way to the 
transport. This was a " heik ** through the heat and 
dust of a tropical day, and its eight miles seemed in- 
terminable. Legs that had scarcely been used in the 
two months* voyage, grew tired, then stiff, then sore. 
The city extends in all directions only to where the 
Americatt lines were entrenched when the first shot 
was fired on February 5. Beyond that is utter desola- 
tion:, for it is an insurrecto maxim to leave no growing 
thing or hut or palace to the enemy *s care. Inside the 
lines a bamboo pole, at whose end fluttered a handker- 
chief, piece of towel, apron or anything in the cloth- 
ing line, betokened the possessions of some non-com- 
batant, but more than once the windows of some of 
these protected bungalows have blazed with the rebel 
rifle. We passed dozens of parties traveling on foot 
or in caribou carts, each of which carried a standard 
of the same forlorn description. Night found us on 
the much talked-of " line,** pitching shelter tents be- 
hind the rude trenches. Scarcely had pickets been 
stationed from the outposts, when a fusilade began with 
the not £eu- distant "googoo** videttes, which contin- 
ued all night and kept every tired, blistered, mother*8 
son of us at our posts in the trenches. 

Doubtless the enemy had many a quiet laugh at our 
waste of ammunition in the darkness, but we were in a 
country totally unknown to us, and the "sping** of 
your rifle has a soothing efiect on high strung nerves 
and tired bodies, even if the foe*s proximity is imag- 
inary. Our first week was exciting enough to suit 
even the most adventurous. 

Advances, skirmishes and general engagements 
kept the whole line on the jump, but since the fall of 
Malabon, and later of the insurrecto capital of Malolos, 
both regular and volunteer have taken things easily. 
The lull seems about over, judging from circumstances, 
for the enemy seem just as determined to fight it out 
as they were in the beginning, and the situation de- 
mands a prompt, aggressive policy on our part Surely 
no nation in modem times has gotten itself into such 
a predicament as poor, careworn Uncle Sam has 
bumped against here in the Philippines. 



It requires more of a taste for mathematics, psy- 
chology and ethics than I possess to figure it ont even 
approximately. If you have looked to Congress to 
illuminate the devious paths of its solution, yon must 
have turned away disgusted and disheartened at the 
trend of discussion there in the last days of its official 
life. The bojrs who are probably most concerned in 
the situation, take a practical view of it as a soldier 
should, and, unhampered by any sentiments of "The 
White Man*s Burden," or the finer duties that a pow- 
erful civilization impose, their opinions may have 
some merit. 

I believe every American is agreeably surprised at 
the character, industry and capacity for education 
which the frill blood Filipino possesses. He is scrupu- 
lously clean in habits and dress, is more intelligent 
than our negroes or Indians, or doubtless than any 
Asiatic people, loves his home and fieunily, and will 
defend both to the last His bad qualities are not, I 
believe, inherent. That they are no worse is little 
short of a miracle. We of a Western civilization find 
it impossible to conceive even an iota of the sufferings 
of this Spanish-cursed archipelago, nor of the medae- 
val tyranny, oppression and high-handed robbery that 
has characterized the misrule of both church and stale. 
It is needless to dwell upon this much discussed phase 
of the situation, but the results of Spain's infamy are 
so apparent here, that one necessarily agrees with 
Aguinaldo, who stated in substance, that all thesuffin*- 
ing in the entire history of Mexico, and Spanish South 
America as well, would scarcely equal the Filipino's 
tribulations in a day. 

Is it surprising that some of our wounded were mu- 
tilated by these Filipinos? One in every ten of their 
number met a similar fate at Spanish hands in time of 
peace. Is it remarkable that American overtures of 
peace are lightly considered, and that her national 
offers of autonomy, justice and comparative equality 
fail in their purpose? Every promise Spain made, 
every bribe she offered, and every life she demanded, 
was to gain a firmer foothold for her avarice. 

Hence our situation here is peculiar, to say the 
least about it We purchased a rebellion with the 
archipelago, and the trouble is, that the end is not in 
sight. Our first duty is to put an end to this rebellion, 
even if the end brings with it the extermination of a 
class of Filipinos which represent the only hope of 
self-government. 

After that comes even a less promising phase, that 

must be worked out largely by home authorities, who 

have nothing analogous to guide them but imbecile 

policies which have characterized our treatment of 
Indians in one instance, kept the South in a worae 
condition than actual war during the reconstruction 
period in another, and deprived Alaska of any reason- 
able government for a third of a century as a third. 
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Bat " a oonditioti, not a theory,*' confix>iitaus for the 
preaenL Onr Hue of intiendbiments extends nearly 
thirty miles in ita protection of Manilft and onr lately 
acquired cities of Caloocan, llalabon and Malolos. It 
is an admirable arrangement of companies ss outposts, 
battalions as supports and regiments as r eserv es , in 
case any part of it is threatened. We have covered a 
conatdcarable part of the line in our hurried movements 
to brace a weak spot or support an attack. Every- 
where are deserted rice and cane fields, or blackened 
ruins of villages, while here and there the massive, 
but dilapidated foundations of a once palatial home, 
lead the imagination to happier and more peaceful 
days. By some strange chanoe the mansion of Oen, 
Montenegro escaped both American shells and the 
rebel torch when this region was a bloody field. Its 
basement on the ground floor shows use as the family 
carriage house, servants' quartevs and ceUar wherein 
the choicest wines have been cooled. Broad marble 
steps lead to the second or living floor some ten feet 
from the ground, and here a broad porch opens into 
the four great rooms which every mansion boasts. 
Sliding windows are so arranged on two sides of each 
TOom, that when dosed, the light filters in soft sha- 
dows through the small panes of shell or mica, or by 
removal, the whole room may be turned into an airy 
porch. Floors of narrow strips of bamboo admit air 
from the basement, and curious mattings of bamboo 
and palm which cover the walls and ceilings give am- 
ple scope to the fireacoer's artistic tastes. A roof of 
thatched palm leaves keeps out even the roughest 
weather and serves to cool the entire house to adegree 
that seems marvelous in the tropics. 

Gardens of rare beauty surround the house, in which 
almost every plant and flower known in the torrid 
zone is cultivated. In rear are shaded arbors leading 
to dstem-like baths cut in the rock and reached by 
winding stairs leading to the water's edge. In another 
bnildiqg, and perhaps most curious of all, are the 
kitchens. Lai^ge stones are deftly chiseled so that 
their surface resembles- a stove from which the lids 
have been removed. A charcoal fire is lighted, pans 
and kettles are placed over the flaming hollows, and 
cooks bustle around unmindful of the thick smoke 
which is wafted through every dink and crevice. 

The ruder huts of the average native are almost as 
interesting as the more pretentious residences of the 
wealthier dass. Wherever a native has returned to 
his home life, or escaped with his home, if he never 
left it, we find them moat obliging and willing to share 
their small store of comforts with you. Those who 
stemmed the rebellion tide and remained within the 
lines, or who were brought to our hospitals expecting 
death at every hand, prove our firm allies, and doubt- 
less in time dl the Filipinos will learn that we mean 



to assure nither than harm their liberties and rights. 
That time now seems distant,, but perhaps it will come 
sooner than the most hopeful expect. In the mean- 
time there is every assurance that our present force 
can successfully cope with every exigency. 

The volunteers here have more than once demon- 
strated the bravery of our dtizen soldier, and are 
dmost the equals in every way of the flower of the 
regular service represented here, except as to their 
officering. College and university *'grads" are nu- 
mcrans in the ranks of dl branches of the service, and 
many a hot, dreary march through bamboo jungle and 
rice swamp is lightened by some sprightly college 
song that carries with it memories of the less adven- 
turous days of old. One of these marches disclosed a 
picture that illustrates at once the condition and 
bravery of the Pil^iino, and shows a side of war that, 
fortunately, is not often described. We were moving 
toward Malabon in one of the most brilliant moon- 
light nights that the tropics done can produce. The 
route lay over the hard-fought field of the early morn- 
ing, a fact readily discemable from the number of 
dead Filipinos which ndther side had found time to 
bury. An open glade disdosed scores of the poor 
devils seated at break&st with hats full of rice between 
their knees just as they were when the "American 
lightning" struck them. A few had gained the 
trenches where piles of empty cartridges about them 
showed their ability to fight to finish. We have learned 
to respect these brown fellows, and somehow we red- 
ise that a difierent policy than the unfortunate one 
pursued might have avoided the desolate results of the 
present strife. 

Unfitted as the Filipino is at present to rule the 
mongrel races of his archipelago, he is nevertheless 
ambitious and willing to learn. A conservative for- 
dgn policy will educate him to trustworthy leadership 
among his people and eventually leave him the cus- 
tody of his own government 

Americans have heretofore arisen to every national 
emergency, slowly perhaps, but invariably, and this 
experiment will afibrd a new fidd for their most 
thoughtful care and one worthy their closest attention.

FRESHMEN PARADE. 

Had any of the incoming 1903 delegation 
witnessed the parade on Saturday evening, they 
would have been impressed with the jubilant 
spirit of '02, as well as with the greetings ex- 
tended the new class. 

The "verdant Freshmen," changed into **gay 
young Sophomores, * ' marched downThird street 
about 1 1 p. M. , amid a brilliant display of pyro- 
technics, transparencies, etc. The upperclass- 
men met the procession at the United States 
Hotel, and cheered heartily along the line of 
march. 

After the customary war dance in front of the 
States, the class marched to the hill, closing a 
celebration successful beyond measure. 

BACCALAUREATE DAY. 

The sixty-fourth Commencement was opened 
with the impressive services of Baccalaureate 
Day, held in the college chapel, on Sunday 
morning. At 10.30, the Senior class, gowned 
in their Senior robes, and headed by President 
Warfield, and Hand, '99, Senior president, 



marched into the chapel from the rear, and 
took the front pews. After the singing of the 
doxology, devotional exercises were conducted 
by Dr. Thomas C. Porter, '40, Dean of the 
Pardee Scientific Department, President War- 
field, and Rev. W. I. Steans, '79, of Danville. 
The Baccalaureate sermon was preached by Rev. 
Geo. C. Heckman, D.D., LL.D., '45, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, of Reading. 
His text and an abstract of his sermon follows : 

Matthew xiii : 44: "The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto treasure hid in a field ; the which when a man 
hath found he hideth, and for joy thereof goeth and 
selleth all that he hath, and buyeth that field." 

The phrases, Kingdom of Heaven, of God, of Christ, 
are interchangeable. They may express heaven as a 
place or state or a spiritual condition or character or 
the blessings of redemption in this or the life to come. 
The text, this brief but intense parable, discloses, not 
the relation of Christianity to the mass, but to the man ; 
not to the world, but to the individual. It calls to all 
seekeiB of treasure, whether of knowledge or pleasure, 
honor or wealth or power, whether in the actual of 
turmoil and struggle or in the quiet hall of learning 
and libraries. 

Christ would teach us the exceeding value of his 
kingdom. He calls it treasure because it is something 
of incalculable value, and because treasure is ever re- 
garded as a means to power, honor, comfort and hap- 
piness. And as all these, with holiness and love of 
God, which are greater than all, are embraced in the 
kingdom of heaven, well may it be called a treasure. 
The East abounds, not only in a horde of native, but 
also in the buried wealth of man. The ** Kohinoor *' 
diamond, the most famous of the crown jewels of 
England, was plowed up by a Hindoo peasant 

The conduct of the man in the text, in concealing 
his discovery from the owner of the field cannot be 
commended, nor his dishonest shrewdness in bnying 
a property for what he knew far below its value. His 
intense desire we may imitate, not the dishonorable 
means by which it was gratified. In securing the 
treasure of the kingdom of heaven, neither secrecy nor 
dishonesty are needed, while labor, sacrifice and pru- 
dence are all demanded, and in their fullest exercise 
adequately rewarded. 

*' For joy thereof he goeth and selleth all that be 
hath and buyeth the field.** This shows the high 
value which the man put upon the treasure. Believer, 
is such your joy in finding Christ ? This man had to 
sell out all that he had to buy that field. Can yon 
make a like surrender? All aims and pursuits are 
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subordinated in acquifltion of this divine and ipiritual 
knowledge. 

The members of the graduating class sang 
the hymn, "Sun of My Soul," and President 
Warfield then delivered his Baccalaureate ad- 
dress, taking as his text part of Proverbs i : 8: 
• ' My Son ♦ * * Forsake Not the Law of 

Thy Mother." He said : 

In the rich and beautiful story of the growth and 
broadening down of modem education, there is no 
more gracious influence than that which has come to 
us from English college life. The university and the 
intellectual ideals connected with that magic name 
have captivated our generation as they have earlier 
epochs. The triumphs of universal education through 
the instrumentality of free public schools have been a 
just source of pride to our Republic. But in cherish- 
ing the traditions of the college, we have been busy in 
maintaining a goodly heritage. 

It was because the wise statesman and generous 
friends of education, who established the first English 
colleges, realized that college life was as important an 
element in education as college learning that they 
began their foundation. Such men as Walter de 
Merton, and William of Wykeham, were not merely 
statesmen and administrators, not only churchmen 
and scholars, they were wise and large hearted Chris- 
tian men, and they were profoundly versed in the need 
of England to breed up men. So they built their col- 
leges within the circle of university life, and placed in 
them wise and willing men, and charged them to 
make their new establtsements something more than 
shops, where learning was trafficked in ; in short, 
homes for generous youth, in which a true fiimily love 
and family life might find nonrishment and growth. 

The men who became the heads and helpers in these 
colleges by the conditions of scholastic life of that age, 
were clerg3rmen and forbidden to marry and make 
homes for themselves. So it was natural for them to 
respond to the appeal made to them by the college to 
find a spiritual fatherhood in their relation to their 
pupils, and to establish over them a winsome influence 
which made the youthful scholar feel himself a foster 
son. In that early age the home tie had really been 
sundered and unless it were thus replaced the youth 
could never know again tlie fond care of loving and 
solicitous age. What waa wisely planned was nobly 
executed. The spiritual tie that bound teachers and 
taught became aa true as it was tftnder, aa strong as it 
was sweet. And the college becaaie the cherishing 
mother ever loved and looked back to as the <Umm 
mater. 

It is in the light of this ancient ideal still yearly re- 
alized here, that I ask you in departing to remember 



the teachings of the college and that yon in years to 
come '* forsake not the law of thy mother.** She has 
no object except to train up men like yoti, no life apart 
finom her sons. In you she finds her reason for exist- 
ence, and in your lives her justification and, if it please 
God, her glory. But she has her own personality and 
her own ripe and robust rules of life. She gives laws 
to those who come to her, and continues to remind those 
who go out firom her, that her ideals are not things of 
yesterday and to-day, to pass away with each changing 
to-morrow, but that they are founded on the change- 
less truth which abides forever. 

She has taught to keep you in touch with the eter- 
nal verities and to make you know that the fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of wisdom ; to impress upon you 
that in the midst of growing knowledge the sum of 
wisdom is still the same ; to make you feel and truly 
realize the supremacy of love in this world of struggle 
and strife f<Hr wealth and power. She cherishes still 
the unaging joy that is found in service for true love*s 
sake, and in this spirit of service reminds you of her 
Lord and yours who enjoined upon us : Let him that 
is greatest among you be the servant of all. 

Look back for a little time to-day . Go over the lessons 
she has sought to teach you here. Recall her laws and re- 
member they were conceived in love and enacted in 
solicitude for you. She has held up before you a 
standard of fidelity to duty, of punctuality , of promp- 
titude, of energy, of excellence ; she has proclaimed the 
attractiveness of knowledge, and published the charm 
of sound learning ; but most of all, day by day, she has 
sought to impress her conviction that true piety and 
sincere service of God is the one indispensable ele- 
ment in education and in life. 

Whatever her laws may be, this is the law of thy 
mother, of this, our beloved college ; know thou that 
in the love of God as revealed in Jesus Christ is the 
fulness of this life and the hope of heaven ; seek ye 
first the Kingdom of Godaud his rightousness, and all 
good things shall be added unto you. And this is the 
parting word of prayer for yon, that you forsake not 
the law of thy mother. 

After the singing of a hymn, the exercises 
were brought to a close by benediction by Rev. 
Dr. Heckman. 

SENIOR FAREWELL. 

The Y. M. C. A. rooms were well-filled on 
Sunday evening at 6.30 with the Senior mem- 
bers of the association and the undergraduates. 
It was the annual Senior fiirewell, and the 
meeting was led by E. W. Romberger, '99, his 
subject being "Nunc Dimittis*" A number 
of the class took part in the service, and. the 
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meeting was one of the most interesting held in 
recent years. 

SERMON BEI^ORK THE BRAINERD SOCIETY. 

The annual sermon before the Brainerd So- 
ciety was preached by the Rev. Wni. Irwin 
Steans, D.D., '79, pastor of the Mahoning 
Presbyterian Church, Danville, Pa. A large 
and representative audience gathered in Pardee 
Auditorium for this service. After the usual 
devotional exercises, participated in by Presi- 
dent Warfield and Rev. J F. Stonecipher, D.D., 
'74, the annual report of the soiciety was pre- 
sented by tlie president, James Struthers Heber- 
ling, !oo. During the year the membership 
has increascfd nearly 20%, a large proportion of 
the inci-ease being among the upperclassmen. 
The character of the meetings has been varied, 
embracing two very interesting forms of meet- 
ings in addition to the usual kind, viz: The 
"Athletic" and the **Life Work'' meetings. 
Twenty professions of Christianity were made, 
mainly through the eflForts of S. M. Sayford, 
the noted Christian worker, of Boston, Mass. 
The average attendance at the Sunday evening 
meetings was 50, an increase of 10% . The so- 
ciety has undertaken a great deal of city mis- 
sion work, and has established a missipn at 
Redington, Pa., which is attended by th^ chil- 
dren of the Wm. T. Carter Junior Republic, 
recently founded at that place. The Northfield 
delegation to the Moody Conference at North- 
field this year consists of nine men, and $190 
has been raised to assist them in ^oing. At 
the close of the reading of the president's re- 
port, a hymn was sung, after which Dr. Steans 
spoke, in part, as follows, taking his text from 
Matt, xiv : 28 : **And Peter answered him and 
said, I^ord, if it be thou, bid me come unto thee 
on the water." He said : 

The venturesome spirit of Peter involved him in 

many humiliations. It precipitated him into situations 

where he was unable to s^stain himself. The fact that 

Christ had given Peter permission to come to Him on 

the water implied the power to come. But the super- 
natural gives way to the merely natural when he looks 
at the threatening conditions, and not at the available 
power to overcome them. Faith in supernatural f>ower 
is essential to superhuman achievements. 



The stepping of Peter out upon the water ▼ividlv 
illustrates our dependence upon the supernatural. This 
is not always real to us. While Peter was in the ship 
he was just as dependent upon the supernatural power 
of Christ as when he was out walking on the waves, 
only he does not realize it. The exercise of that 
power is hidden by intervening instrumentalities. Tbe 
ship, with its strong beams and planks, appears to be 
his dependence. How readily we come to depend 
upon the things we see, and forget tbe unseen forces 
back of and supporting that which appears. The use 
of means masks the presence of the power back of the 
means. For the most part we are very indifferent to 
reasoners. We do not ordinarily think back from the 
manifestation of power to th^ causes which are the 
source of power. Not until some, irregularity in the 
order and operation of these means occurs to force us 
back upon the originating and creating Power do we 
become conscious of our dependence upon it. 

This incident further illustrates the duty of attempt- 
ing the impossible. Peter well knew that it was im- 
possible for any man of himself to walk upon the 
waves, nevertheless he attempts it. Attempting th^ 
seemingly impossible has been the experience of 
every leader of men and pioneer of progress. We do 
not value as we should the worth of our ideals and 
aims. That which we attempt must not be confined 
within the limits of possible achievement. That life 
will be pitched on a descending scale that attempts 
only the things that it clearly sees to be possible. It 
is the individual who ventures upon the impossible, 
who promotes his own growth and leads the world to 
new privileges and needed reforms. 

While four-fifths of the human race have been de- 
claring a thing impossible, the other filth has been be> 
lieving and making it actual. While most were say- 
ing that anything that has not been before was impos- 
sible, a few, when called enthusiasts with a passion 
for the impossible, were conceiving and effiecting un- 
heard-of good for men — believing things attainable 
that had no prospect of success and living to see them 
done. 

Another lesson from this incident is that the impos- 
sible dare be attempted only by fiiith in the supernat- 
ural. It was Peter*s venturing upon the waves in 
foith in Christ that saved his act from utter folly. 
When Christ bade Peter come to Him on the water, he 
did right to go. His mistake was not in making the 
attempt, but in turning his eyes from Christ to the 
threatening waves and permitting himself to doubt. 
Faith in God alone warrants us in attempting that 
which is beyond human power to achieve. 

And this faith in the supernatural is all the more 
important because the accomplishment of the humanly 
impossible is imperative in the world's upward and 
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onward progress. On every hand impossible things 
demand to be done, if the world is to be redeemed 
from ruinous iniquities. It requires no deep insight 
to see how much there is which no man can do. 
There are mountains of difficulty in the way of the 
world's advancement. 

Let him who ventures forth go in faith. '*A11 
things are possible to him that believeth.*' The 
strongholds of iniquity are indeed mighty, but the 
Lord is transcendent. ** We will attempt great things 
for Lord only, when we expect great things from 
God." 

But further, faith in the supernatural will alone 
prompt to heroic service and self-sacri6ce. There 
was heroism in this act of Peter venturing at the risk 
of personal peril to go to Christ. The salvation of a 
lost world is full of personal peril. Unselfishness, 
self-sacrificing service is required. The only sufficient 
motive is faith and loyalty to Christ. It was to go to 
Christ that prompted Peter to put out upon those 
perilous seas. To go to Christ, to do for Christ is the 
motive impelling men in love and loyalty over rough 
seas and perilous paths. Men will do for Christ what 
they cannot be constrained to do from any other 
motive. 

CLASS DAY. 

Class Day, so attractive in its many varied 
and interesting exercises, was especially at- 
tractive this year. The first event was the un- 
veiling of the WikoflF Tablet, erected by the 
Class of '99. to the memory of General Chas. 
A. WikoflF, *55. A description of these exer- 
cises is found in another column. The regu- 
lar class day exercies took place in front of 
South College at 2.30 p. m. The weather was 
perfect, and a large concourse of people crowded 
south campus. The rich tints of the ladies' 
gowns contrasted to the sombre color of the 
graduate gowns, lent an attractive air to the 
surroundings, bathed as they were in the mel- 
low light of an early summer afternoon. The 
program rendered was as follows :

THB WIKOPP MKMDRIAI^. 

The class of '99 gave a most creditable gift 
to the college, in erecting in the foyer of Par- 
dee Hall, the mural tablet to the memory of 
Gen. Charles A. WikoflF, '55. This tablet 
will always be a fitting memorial to the **Hero 
of Two Wars,*' and one of Lafayette's most 
esteemed and representative sons. The orator 
of the day was General Joseph C. Breckin- 
ridge, Inspector General, U. S. A., who, in an 
eloquent and stirring address, paid a deserved 
tribute to the dead hero. The class of '99 oc- 
cupied the steps leading from the vestibule to 
the foyer, and the audience was a large and 
representative one, including many of the 
deceased general's friends. President War field 
opened the exercises with one of his charac- 
teristic speeches, gracefully expressed and im- 
pressively delivered. He was followed by the 
orator of the day, General Breckinridge, who 
spoke as follows : 

When youth and age at so venerable an institution 
reverently unite to express honor for a life lost in the 
service of our country and amidst such impressive cir- 
cumstances, it demonstrates the highest worth both in 
those who give and him whose life offered such noble 
inspiration. It seems that such a death is a privilege 
of human nature and makes life more worth receiving. 
Under your honored president's kind invitation, 
though feeling my own unskillfulness, the opportunity 
to join in this signal perpetuation of a gallant soldier's 
name and fame at the scene of his youth, is esteemed 
as a most gracious privilege. 

♦ * * Since all must life resign, 
*Tis folly to decline 
Those sweet rewards which decorate the brave, 
And steal ingloriously to the silent grave. 
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The problem at Santiago wa^ pregnant with celestial 
fire, and it will not be limited to the men of my gener- 
ation, nor to the men of your generation. Oh, class of 
99, to measure all the results which do accompany 
or flow from the mortal combat culminating in 
that July half hour! It is to one choice spirit 
among twice ten thousand men who sturdily per- 
formed this noble deed under the name and seal of the 
United States of America that you do high honor on 
this chosen day. 

Gentlemen of the class of '99, in your tablet 
you again unveil the noblest words ever uttered 
in modern tongue over the sepulchre of soldiers, and 
you have united thereto the name of General WikolOf, 
one of that small band of conquerors who, amid weird 
scenes and untold obstacles, appeared as your cham- 
pion and hurled the king's wrestler from the arena of 
American States and again upheld our American 
ensign with all itsprofoundest meaning, quivering and 
gleaming throughout the intense travail of battle and 
exhilaration of victory, proclaiming " that government 
of the people, by the people, for the people shall not 
perish from the earth." The deed was well attuned 
to American principles and matchlessly performed; and 
by the last limit of devotion the demonstration is com- 
plete that this hero, lying on his shield, is worthy your 
admiring tribute ! We stand uncovered before him 
as he appears, booted and spurred, in this vista of his- 
tory. It is g^ven unto others to recount the services and 
character of General Wikoff; permit a word touching 
the cause, the conduct and results environing him. 
How your champions in that hot day of wrath, marched 
throughout those miasmatic moonlit nights, all tangled 
together despite soldierly array and discipline, amidst 
waters to the waist, enduring all things unmurmur- 
ingly, advancing always, no regiment with its own 
colonel, many companies without their captains, losing 
leaders, so that there were three brigade commanders 
in a half hour, but losing courage never ; every ob- 
stacle only a new proof and a new cause for manly tri- 
umph ! Barb ¥rire, deep waters, brave enemies, armed 
trenches, moated lagoons, poisonous jungles, fort- 
crowned hills, all yield to their desperate pressure and 
disciplined advance, and by high noon the sun in its 
zenith had kissed in turn, in presence of all the Spaniards 
in Santiago, the curved line of the beautiful regi- 
mental American colors which proclaimed that if Am- 
erica ever possessed "liberty with law,** it was now 
presented to ten million men. To triumph is the 
proud acclaim. 

Let piping swain and craven wight 

Go weep and puling cry ; 
Our business was like men to fight. 

Or hero-like to die. 

And those who lose their lives for our sake, do not 
our hearts speak for them ? The men who live or those 



who died there, what are they to you and me, my fel- 
low countrymen ? I would that I could express a tithe 
of what they are to those who loved them inexpressibly ! 
In such life and death, there is consecration, and here 
our spirits can commune with those who, in the wild- 
erness, sat under the shadow of a great rock. '*Oh f 
the precious porcelain of human clay,** which "Await 
alike the inevitable hour.*' "The paths of glory lead 
but to the grave.** 

General Wikoflfs name as hero and martyr is indis- 
solubly united with the scene that transformed Amer- 
ica and is graven deep in the hearts of all who love 
their fellowmen. At San Juan fort is found the latest 
fruitage of Bunker Hill, and it says unto freemen 
"again rejoice.** 

The mighty energies of our people were devoted 
then in favor of one of those few causes that are super- 
ior to human life ; and who among us to-day would 
not glory to have our names numbered among " Those 
few immortal ones who are not born to die.*' It was 
there that glory waited them ; that purest glory that 
cannot be gained by seeking, but must come gra- 
ciously unsought, to crown a duty nobly done without 
fear, favor or hope of reward. It is just here we touch 
the very spirit's throne of this imperious scene ; the 
throne from which it conquers the rapt and reverent 
attention of all mankind. The men called Americans 
who died there were the new martyrs of a cult and nation 
which unfalteringly bears aloft a rare devotion to * 'lib- 
erty with law," and finds no sacrifice too great nor 
service too arduous in the names they have placed next 
to that "Name which is above every name and to 
which every knee shall bow." Those who have died 
for this cause and country may have " builded better 
than they knew," but they knew they did all they 
could. And with what they did we are content. 

So here we erect a shrine and monument, and allow 
men to gather in this familiar way, who are willing to 
come from remotest parts to do reverence to plain men 
like ourselves who were tried by fire, and being tried, 
came out refined gold. They met their direful trial 
like the dearest opportunity of a lifetime, and from 
it reaped the thanks of all mankind. Their spirits 
were touched with a living fire which burned self-ab- 
negation and all endurance into the very fibre of their 
souls ; and, through all the turmoil and vicissitudes of 
that day they so bore their weak humanity and their 
exhalted cause that their names are now numbered 
forever among those "the world will not willingly let 
die." The value of their deeds is immeasurable ; and 
this spot illumines the very apotheosis of our humanity. 

An oriental might well exclaim to us : " Loose the 
sandals from off thy feet for the place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground.*' There are some things to 
which the men of this temperate climate are still de- 
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voted. One thing they love is liberty, and one they 
revere is humanity, and this becomes their shrine, 
•• Where loyal hearts and true stand ever in the light," 
and those who died are blessed. Here the fires of free- 
dom are perpetual and can never fail while such hearts 
as these are true to God and native land. If anywhere 
on this earth of ours such liberty is given, it is 
here that we can revert to our most sacred 
thoughts and words to find fit expression for emotions 
which abolish self and exalt mankind to only a little 
lower than the angels. All the highest emotions, of 
which each soul is capable, are here forged into linked 
steel so strong, that, like St. Paul, may we not feel, 
** I am persuaded, neither death nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us from the love" 
which here constraineth us ? Lives have been offered 
up without stint — a free-will offering for freedom and 
against oppression. And none among the hecatomb 
still growing is or can be worthier than General 
Wikoff's. 

The causes of that great contention have been set 
iu array in every sphere of life, and our great nation 
has felt the thrill and accepted, once and again, the 
full exaltation and direful horrors of righteous war. 
Where to find peace for the soul we know ; and we 
seek such holy peace for both soul and body as may 
be honorably found ; but we have never found "Life 
so dear, nor peace so sweet, as to be purchased at the 
price of chains and slavery.*' So said our fathers and 
so say we. This nation lives for no other cause, and 
our children are as ready as our fathers were to die 
for it. As freedom is right, we adhere to it. Those 
who love monarchs are free to follow them. There is 
no neutral host ; for those who are not against us are 
for us. The narrow bridge between life and death is 
here. And if man must die by the hand of his fellow- 
man, is there any better place or better cause than we 
now celebrate? 

So much has never been done for liberty or man 
until this time of ours, when the race has been en- 
nobled by the thought and deeds of the nation which 
was brought forth on this continent 123 years ago. In 
the range of human events we have reached another 
mountain peak. 

And Jura answers, through her misty shroud ; 
Back to the joyous Alps, which calls to her aloud. 

And the men who live on lower ground between must 
need listen and conform. 

And now Asia and Africa resound with the same 
fierce compulsion of incarnate love. Is it by any set 
purpose of ours, running through long centuries, like 
Russia's insatiate claim to Constantinople, that our 
flag now lends its lustre to the cluster of Christian en- 



signs lining up along the high seas and breaking 
through the Asian darkness? "Through all the ages 
one increasing purpose runs." Whose purpose is this 
that rules the ages, and what is our part therein ? In 
spirit as in flesh we must adjust ourselves to our en- 
vironment; and throughout all this fierce develop- 
ment of the age of steel, in a century which sings of 
arts and arms, we can hear the minor chords vibrat- 
ing to catch the ear of every tender heart. So the 
song of the soldiers swell to the profoundest anthems 
of eternal praise, and we stand here but for a moment 
beneath the "Battle Hymn of the Republic, " to re- 
ceive beyond "a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory." Even if this were at one time a 
paradox, it embodies a truth at last in this fullness of 
time, proclaimed to all the tribes of men, viz., that all 
the gentler virtues are also crouched beneath the 
fierce flags of Christendom. There is the highest 
peace known on earth, as well as power, insured be- 
neath their shade. Where they appear, order springs 
out of choas, justice and freedom out of "most ad- 
mired disorder." 

Men of Pennsylvania, is not this Christianity, hu- 
manity and flag a cause and a banner which men may 
die for now that the world is our stage? As for me 
and my house, we grieve that we could do so little, 
and we suffer, as the blow which fell upon us was too 
grievous to be borne. The obsequies of my oldest son 
were held by a Catholic chaplain on the decks of the 
fated Maine. Would to God I could have died for 
him ! But to-day we come to offer well-won honor to 
a worthy comrade, not of one war, nor merely of civ- 
ilized warfare, but a soldier tried and true wherever 
led by his country's flag. And our hearts are indeed 
full both of sympathy for those who live to suffer, and 
full of admiration for the dead whom all America de- 
lights to honor. So I congratulate you, gentlemen of 
the class of '99, as you hold in you hand a last offering 
in enduring bronze to one most worthy. 

Whose body is dust 

And his sword it is rust 

And his soul is with his God we trust. 

Enduring the inevitable as we must, and seeking 
Christian as well as soldierly fortitude, we accept the 
assertion of those who can place the public question 
above all personal interest that there is other than 
Individual and more than national sentiment — there 
are the fundamental principles of Christianity and the 
sacred ness of human life — ^bound up in every phase of 
this last war. However unworthily, every white race 
has subscribed to the creed of the Apostles, who were 
Jews ; and in every audience there are those who can 
repeat it in our vulgate, though it was written in a 
language called dead. This creed embodies a gospel 
which we accept. It was to be proclaimed to every 
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people. And it is proclaimed in thunder tones to the 
teaming millions of the East to-day in every threaten- 
ing Christian banner that girds their tottering empires. 
There was contact in the Antilles and the Philippines 
respond. Whose arm is bare ? And to whom shall 
we ascribe the power and glory ? It is now said to be 
peace, but we still advance amidst the echoes of this 
last war, started in unexampled tragedy, conducted 
with phenomenal success, and closing with destruc- 
tive tyranny removed from millions of our fellowmen. 
In the utter collapse of our opponent it seemed that 
the stars in their courses fought against Spain, and 
America sprang full-panoplied upon the scene when 
the fullness of time had come. *" Has not the same 
fierce heirdom given Rome to the Caesars, this to us ? 
The heritage of a kingly mind and a proud spirit, 
which have striven triumphantly with human kind ? " 
And with the inheritance, unmeasured responsibili- 
ties have come, which we cannot shirk if we would, 
and would not if we could. We uplift with all our 
hearts and maintain with all our hands our triune 
banner, radiant from the heavens, the red, the white, 
and the blue, and all the tribes of men and the na- 
tions of the earth may light from ours and catch the 
spirit of its ray serene. Where it floats is the point 
where earth and heaven can kiss, and we can confirm 
the ways of God to man. It has its mission to fulfill. 
Be it ours to accept its scope. And, when life's race 
is run, 

Go sleep ye well and rest ye fair. 

My honored soldiers done with war ; 
Those strange hills hold our glory there ; 

So rest ye, and forget the scar. 
God*s peace is found where swords were crossed. 

And white stars swing above the sea, 
And freedom's won where life was lost ; 

Go rest ye — rest ye tenderly.

The ac- 
ceptance of the rooms, in behalf of the hall, was 
made by the present executive, James Struthers 
Heberling, 1900, who delivered the following 
brief response : 

Mr. Chairman : 

There are certain sacred and imperative duties 
which devolve upon the students of our American col- 
leges and universities. First, the scholar's obligations 
to himself, second, to his fellow-men, and third, to the 
times. The man who recognizes and fulfills these ob- 
ligations is true to his country and his God. The world 
cries for liberty of thought and liberty of speech. This 
very liberty is first accorded the scholar, as the proper 
medium through which thought and speech may be 
safely exercised in a free nation. In view, therefore, 
of the scholar's duties and privileges, should not the for- 
ensic training offered by the literary halls of our col- 
leges commend itself strongly to our undergraduates? 
The mental d iscipline acquired in the prescribed courses 
is well supplemented by the training received in our 
literary halls. In every profession to-day there are 
honored sons of Lafayette who gratefully acknowledge 
the value of the training received in Franklin Hall. 
Glorious indeed has been her past, happy her present, 
marked as it is by the hall which we now rededickte, 
and her future under the Providence of God shall be 
surpassing fair. In accepting these rooms from the 
Committee on Re-Building, it affords the chair great 
pleasure to express to the committee and to you, Mr. 
Chairman, the hall's appreciation of the unselfish labor 
devoted to this work ; and by virtue of the authority 
vested in me as President of the Franklin Literary So- 
ciety, I declare the hall formally opened.

RUTGERS-LAFAYETTE MEET. 

Through aome misunderstanding, the account of the Rutgers- 
I«alayette meet, held at the time of the Pardee rededication, 
was unfortunately omitted. We take pleasure in publish- 
ing it at this late date. 

'TPHE first track and field meet with Rutgers 
was held on Lafayette field Wednesday 
afternoon, and was witnessed by a fair-sized 
audience. 

The events were all closely contested, es- 
pecially the hundred yard dash, 220 yard and 
half mile run, so much so that the score re- 
sulted in a tie, each team scoring 48 points. 

Rinehart succeeded in breaking the Lafay- 
ette record in throwing the hammer by hurl- 
ing it 108 feet 7 inches, the former record, 
also held by him, being 107 feet 7 inches. 

For Lafayette, Ely did the best work, scoring 
17 points, while Brokaw made 13 points for 
Rutgers.

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THE OOMMENCEMENT DINNER. 

A FTER the formal exercises, in the audi- 
torium of Pardee Hall, the classes headed 
by Verdier's Band formed in the rear of Par- 
dee and proceeded to the gymnasium, where the 
annual Commencement dinner was tendered the 
alumni, graduates and guests, by the ladies of 
Gaston. The dinner was the most largely at- 
tended in several years and the service was un- 
excelled, directed, as it was, by the fairest 
friends the college has, the daughters of the col- 
lege city. After the dinner had been fully en- 
joyed by all present. President Warfield, who 
presided, announced the annual Commencement 
hymn, after the singing of which, in a happy 
speech, he introduced Isaac P. Hand, Esq., of 
Wilkes-Barre, an alumnus and trustee, who 
spoke in behalf of the trustees. Mr. Hand paid 
a fitting tribute to the President of the Board, 
John Welles Hollenback. He spoke in remi- 
niscent strain of the loyalty of the trustees in the 
past history of the college, and especially com- 
mended the alumni representation in the board. 

Dr. Warfield then called upon Prof. Hall to 
speak for the faculty and the class of '84. 
Prof. Hall remarked that after 15 years of ex- 
perience, he could well say that Lafayette Col- 
lege has a pretty good faculty, collectively and 
individually. The faculty have at heart the 
welfare of the institution. The faculty, he said, 
was a conservative but progressive one. The 
professor spoke of the efforts of the faculty to 
get men to work constantly and earnestly, show- 
ing them the value of work. 

Prof. Hall in referring to the class of '84, re- 
marked that it was the best class that ever grad- 
uated. The class of '84 contained 100 men, an 
unusually large number. The professor closed 
his speech by referring to the loyalty shown by 
the class of '84, and expressed the hope that this 
spirit would continue. 

At this juncture there was a call for Prof. 
Youngman, and Dr. Warfield raised quite a 
laugh when he called on the * 'Recording Angel' ' 
for a few remarks. The professor spoke in a very 
pleasant and humorous manner, saying that he 



had kept the records for thirty-nine years, and 
had he the means, he would feel fully able 4o 
write a book on the Faculty of Lafayette. 

The professor caused much merriment when 
he said that some members of the faculty were 
absolutely unable to hand in their report of 
weekly absences arranged in alphabetical order. 

Rev. Wm. Dayton Roberts, D.D. ,of Williams- 
port, Pa., who received the degree of Doctor of 
Divinity from the college at this commencement, 
responded to the toast, ** Our adopted Gradu- 
ate/* He spoke of the high standard of schol- 
arship maintained at Lafayette, and its tradi- 
tional reputation for the same among educated 
men. He commended highly the ''student 
spirit" as exemplified in the under-graduate 
life at Lafayette. 

Mr. C. W. Hillman responded for the class 
of '74, which celebrated its 25th anniversary. 

Mr. Hillman's remarks were witty, and were 
listended to with rapt attention. He said that 
'74 boasted of 33 honor men at graduation, and 
that the class was entitled to all honor until 
some other class should make a better record. 

But at this point Mr. Hillman took the as- 
sembled alumni completely by surprise. After 
remarking that '74 had concluded to keep on 
asserting herself in every way possible, he said 
that the class would present the college with a 
new organ for the chapel. The applause which 
greeted this announcement was loud and long, 
and Dr. Warfield arose and thanked the class 
in behalf of the college for this most needful 

gift. 

H. K. McCauley, *79,of Altoona, spoke in be- 
half of his class. He referred to the very ap- 
preciable pleasure it gave the graduates to note 
the onward march of the college and its adap- 
tation to the spirit of the times. 

The president then introduced Rev. C. L. 
Chalfant,of Ohio, who spoke for the class of 'Sq. 
Rev. Chalfant began his speech by saying that 
no man was living who could represent '89, the 
age of miracles having passed. 

'89, said he, graduated 12 men for the min- 
istry, and of this record they felt especially 
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proud. He spoke of the inability of some of the 
class to be present, a few not being able as yet 
to ** work oflf their conditions." Rev. Chalfant 
spoke of the honor conferred on one of its mem- 
bers, Mr. T. S. March, who received the degree 
of Ph.D. 

The speaker concluded by saying that '89, 
like the frog in the pail of milk, was churning 
away, seeking to occupy a high place in the 
world. 

The toastmaster now called on Chauncey 
Lobingier, '96, to respond for his class. Spec- 
ial reference was made to the nine members of 
his class who recently graduated at Princeton 
Seminary. 

Charles M. Best,in responding for the class of 
'99, spoke of their record while in college. He 
referred to the efforts which the class has made 
in literary, musical, and athletic lines, and said 
that '99 could boast of nothing more than a 
spirit of advancement, which would carry them 
on and give them success in the walks of life. 

Rev.Dr.McKinney,*57,ofthe ''Presbyterian,'' 
responded to the closing toast,* 'The Press." 
He spoke of the press as a political power in 
its magnificent outreach and its influence in 
both secular and religious circles. He expressed 
the hope that the press would continue to be 
the political agency it is and the handmaiden 
of education. 

At the conclusion of the toast. Dr. Warfield 
gracefully thanked the ladies for the dinner, so 
kindly tendered and well served. At his sug- 
gestion a rising vote of thanks was tendered the 
ladies, and then the benediction was pronounced 
by Rev. Dr. David TuUy, '47, of Media, Pa.

LEHIGH VS. LAFAYETTE. 

TT was a strange dispensation of £ate that the 
Lafayette player who was singled out by 
the Lehigh rooters — made the object for their 
jeers and taunts — the target for their shafts of 
ridicule and abuse — the mark at which some 
of the Lehigh players hurled their epithets — 
the player whom they denominated **easy" — 
oh ! the irony of fate in that fiercely fought 
contest, when the score was a tie in the twelfth 
inning, when the bleachers were tearing their 
throats out with their defiant cheers — that 
that man, that target, that mark, Catterall. 
should on a terrific hit drive the ball out of the 
lot, over the right field fence, and thus win the 
game and trail the Brown and White in the 
dust! 

When Lehigh lost the first game to Lafay- 
ette, they were a sad lot. When they were 
bowled down in the second, they were poor in 
purse, but rich in courage. When they were 
vanquished in the third game, on their own 
grounds, they were completely undone and 
presented a piteous spectacle. 

Early in the afternoon, long before the game 
was called, all streets of Bethlehem led to the 
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athletic field of Lehigh University, where, be- 
fore the fair daughters of Lehigh and the old 
grads. who in years gone by had cheered their 
standard bearers on to victory, the wearers of 
the Maroon and those of the Brown were to 
measure skill and to array coolness and daring 
against quickness of eye and lightness of foot. 
The bleachers were a coatless and collarless 
mass of humanity, full of enthusiasm, college 
cheers and songs of victory. Lehigh, being on 
their own field, gave Lafayette the first bat, 
and when Ward Hile stepped up to the pan 
the rival factions shattered the atmosphere 
with their vociferous and defiant cheers. The 
excitement was intense. Lafayette was re- 
solved to do, Lehigh to do or to die. 

First : Hile hit a hot one to Pomeroy, who 
gathered it up, and Garton Grace closed his 
mit on the ball before Hile was down to first. 
Lauer struck out. Chalmers hit an easy ball 
to Hollingsworth. 

Pomeroy fanned the air. Carmen died at 
first, E. Grace popped up a catcher's delight 
for Catterall, and the side was retired. 

The second inning was a repetition of the 
first. Reed made the only hit, but was left on 
base. Both teams were playing the game of 
their lives. Every player was on his toes, and 
the spectators were on the anxious seat await- 
ing developments. 

Third : Groves came to the bat, the first 
man up, and hit for three bags. He was 
caught off base later, however, by E. Grace. 
Hile and Lauer went out in orderly fashion. 

White was given life by Currier's error, and 
scored on E. Grace's hit. The Lehigh band 
executed a paean of joy. Coats, hats and 
canes were cast up into the air by the suppor- 
ters of the Brown and White. The Lafayette 
bleachers were as quiet as midnight. 

Fourth : Chalmers stepped into the box, 
gave the rubber a hard thump, and pulled his 
hat down to show that he meant '*biz." He 
did, but so did the whole team, too. The re- 
sult was a single. Bray followed with a clear 
hit for one base. Hubley, the captain for next 



year, not to be outdone, likewise hit a hot shot 
for a base. Now it was Lafayette's turn to 
tear loose. The Maroon had a man on every 
comer, and none gone. Easton stock soared 
out of sight. The din was deafening. White 
went up into the air and gave Howard a base 
on balls, forcing in a run and making the score 
a tie. The Lehigh brass band was conspicuous 
by its silence. On Currier's hit Bray scored, 
and Hubley, taking a narrow chance for home, 
was put out at the plate. Howard was caught 
off base by E. Grace. Currier was put out at 
home on a throw from centre by James, to 
whom Groves hit. 

For Lehigh E. Grace went out at first. 
James walked and stole second. Parsons 
fouled out to Catterall, who made one of his 
startling catches. Hollingsworth singled, scor- 
ing James, and the brass band played *' Home, 
Sweet Home." White went out on a sky 
scraper to Chalmers. 

Again the score was a tie. The challenging 
cheers of the warring factions rolled across the 
field, knocking several boards out of the fence. 
The excitement was at such a high pitch that 
it was liable to a rupture. The old Lehigh 
grads were beside themselves, and the man with 
the base drum struck a position. 

Both teams settled down to play the game to 
a finish. Blood was running high. The feel- 
ing of years gone-by showed itself. 

The contest fi'om the fifth inning to the 
twelth, was as fine an exhibition of base ball 
playing as the wildest and most delirious crank 
would ask to see. In the tenth Bray, by a mag- 
nificent catch, for which he ran across the track, 
robbed E. Grace of what would ordinarily have 
been good for three bases. 

Finally came the twelth inning, in which the 
first game had been won. That Lehigh and 
Lafayette should in one season play two twelve 
inning games is remarkable, but that the score 
of each game should be the same, and in favor 
of the same team is extraordinary. Currier put 
an easy roller to first. Groves fouled out. 
Catterall was next up. As soon as he had

stepped to the plate, White began to unwind. 
Then the ball shot through the air to its fatal 
errand, and the next thing that ball knew it 
was annihilating space on its way to the house- 
tops, beyond the right field fence. The bleach- 
ers instinctively and as a man rose to their feet 
and watched the leather soar far out over 
the trees. Then those of one bleacher sub- 
sided with a groan, and those of the other 
precipated themselves down to terra firma. 
The air was filled with ** gents furnishings" 
and wearing apparel. Pandemonium reigned 
supreme. After the effusion of thanksgiving 
for victory had spent itself, the weary and ex- 
hausted rooters climbed back to see the end of 
the contest. 

In their last bats Lehigh succumbed in one- 
two-three order. They were at that time, when 
a run meant everything, as they had been 
throughout the game, unable to hit Howard 
effectively, Hollingsworth being the only man 
to secure more than one hit. Score:

ALUMNI MEETING. 
TpHE annual meeting of the alumni was 
held Tuesday morning, at 11 a. m., in 
Pardee Hall. 

Dr. Leighton W. Eckard, the president, 
called the meeting to order, and Rev. Nourse, 
•62, offered prayer. 

Dr. McCluney Radcliffe, of Philadelphia, read 
a letter from Russell B. Harrison, '77, now 
major and inspector general in the U. S. Army, 
headquarters of Province of Havana and Pinar 
del Rio, at Quemados, Cuba. The letter was 
dated June 14, and expressed a wish that com- 
mencement would be a success, and concluded 
by stating that the pacification and develop- 
ment of the island of Cuba was going steadily 
forward. 

Dr. Eckard introduced Hampton L- Carson, 
Esq. , the well known Philadelphia lawyer, who 
delivered a very able and scholarly address. 

Mr. Carson began by stating methods by 
which the feelings and habits formed while 
at college can be kept alive by the alumnus. 

The studies at college should be kept up in 
some systematic way in aft^r life. Some spare 
hours should be devotede very day in studying 
the history of one's own profession. The his- 
tory of ideas in the legal profession has given us 
rich intellectual oohtributions. The biogra- 
phies of men who were leaders in their respective 
spheres in their times can all be read to 
advantage. 

The speaker paid an eloquent tribute to 
William Penn, who^ teachings and laws have 
gone down for years in the university which 

bears his name. 

Mr. Carson compared the money used for ed- 
ucation with that used for other business, 
showing the disparity on the side of education. 

It is time that the alumni should perceive 
the necessity of doing more than merely uniting 
giance to their alma mater. The duty 
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owed to the university and educational institu- 
tions is more than mere allegiance. 

Mr. Carson's speech was heartily applauded 
at its close. 

A nominating committee, consisting of 
Charles Walter, Esq., Dr. Henry Fay and Rev. 
W. I. Steans, was appointed and instructed to 
report after luncheon. 

After the luncheon prepared for the alumni,

T AFAYETTE COLLEGE occupies a site of remarkable beauty upon a bold bluff at 
the confluence of the Delaware and Lehigh rivers, overlooking the city of Easton. 
Its grounds embrace more than forty acres, and the buildings consist of the original 
College built in 1832, but greatly enlarged and improved, known as South Collbgb ; 
Pardee Scientific Hai^l, with a complete equipment for the departments of General 
Science and Engineering ; Jenks Chemicai. Laboratory ; Green Astronomical Obser- 
vatory ; Philosophical Hall ; the Gymnasium ; six dormitory buildings ; fourteen pro- 
fessors* houses, etc. There is also a fine Athletic Ground, recently purchased and im- 
proved by the Alumni and Easton friends. 

The Curriculum consists of SEVEN Courses : 

I. — The Classical Course. The usual preparation for the learned professions, em- 
bracing thorough training in the Ancient and Modem Languages, including English and 
Comparative Philology ; Mental and Moral Philosophy ; History and Political Science ; 
Logic and Rhetoric ; The Natural and Physical Sciences. Those who take the elective 
courses in Biology will be admitted to the second year of Medical Schools which have a 
four years' course. 

II. — The Latin Scientific Course, which differs from the Classical Course chiefly 
in substituting other subjects for Greek. 

III. — The General Scientific Course, in which the Modem Languages are made 
the instrument of the mental discipline secured in the Classical Course by the Classics, 
English Language and Literature receiving systematic and thorough study. 

IV. — The Civil Engineering Course. 

V. — The Mining Engineering Course. 

VI. — The Electrical Engineering Course. 

In these courses the earlier years are devoted to Mathematics and other fundamental 
courses, and the Junior and Senior years are given to field and laboratory work in the 
special subject of each course. 

VII. — The Chemical Course. A very complete course in all branches of Chemistry 
and Metallurgy. 

All courses lead to appropriate degrees, and the graduates of former years have been 
very successful in the various walks of life, the College always endeavoring to secure suitable 
positions for them. 

All students are required to pursue courses of Biblical Study and to care for their 
Physical Development under the direction of the physician in charge of physical training.
